On the 21" inst. all the court set out, but will only travel to Novgorod 
by the winter-way, where they are to keep their easter, and stay till the 
frost be broke up, that they may have the pleasure and convenience of 
finishing the rest of their voyage by water, cross the Ladoga-sea, and down 
the river Nieva. 

M-r Stiles and one Lyps, a Holland’s merchant, are likewise invited 
with this company, but longer time has been given them to finish their 
business depending in this city, and they are endeavouring to excuse 
themselves wholly from the journey which will prove very uneasy and 
expensive to all the nobility, since in so short a warning they could not 
fetch provisions from their villages, as is the custom here, but were oblidged 
to buy up the best part with ready money in the market, and they carry 
great quantities with them, since, it is said, little or nothing is to be procured 
in those quarters, It is scarce probable that this voyage in so unseasonable 
a juncture should be a meer frolick, since several persons, for whom the 
Czar is known to have no kindness, are of the party and no one allowed to 
excuse themselves by age, business or indisposition. Be it to show them the 
pleasantness, riches, and convenience of Petersburgh, which the Czar pre- 
fers to any place of his empire; be it to remove them from the capital on 
the opening of the campaign; be it to be better secured of their persons, or

is gone down with a heavy heart. 

In my last I acquainted you, that all the swedish inhabitants had been 
oblidged to quit Dorpat, and were sent up higher into the country towards 
Vologda. The greatest part of those in Narva have since followed, only two 
of every trade are left there for the service of the garrison. The circum- 
stances of their removal are lamentable, to say no worse: those of Dorpat, 
who had surrendred on a good capitulation, signed by the Czar himself, and 
confirmed to many of them in particular by his royal word, had only forty 
eight hours warning to dispose of their effects, which, there being few 
buyers, were given away fiftyth part of the value, since they had only two 
horses a family allowed them for their transportation. And they of Narva 
were obliged to leave their household goods behind them, and had only one 
horse allowed them for three persons. 

The last letters from the frontiers are of the 17 0. s. The Czar had 
left his army on the 12, designing to visit Plescow, Dorpat and Narva, and 
get to Petersburgh by easter, from whence, it is thought, he will endeavour 
to make some attempt on Wiburgh, at least with his portable mortars, the 
wallon officer I mentioned in my last being ordered thither from Smo- 
lensko,

but the chief merchants have declared that method would entirely ruin 
the trade and His Majesty’s customs, as had been fatally experienced in 
the two last years, instead of which they proposed to export a quantity of 
potash and woodash for that value, which would be always ready money. 
But, these commodities being granted as a monopoly to m-r Stiles and 
m-r Lyps, the project will find great opposition, though an account has 
been sent to the Czar by the gentleman, to whom this business was com- 
mitted. By this the treaty with king Augustus seems to be far advanced or 
at least the Czar must flatter himself with such hopes, though no money 
has yet been actually returned; nor do I believe bills for so great a-sum 
can be procured before the tradetime at Archangel. 

In my last I gave you an account of the Czar’s departure from the 
army; His Majesty was at Pleskow on the 15" March o. s.; at Narva — on

I have heard nothing lately of the tartars about Kazan, that rebellion 
being stoped from spreading farther, though not quite appeased. But on the 
other hand some cozacks in the Ukraine have again taken arms and been 
joined by two considerable towns—Kozlow and Tambow, about three hundred 
english miles from this city. They alsodemand the removal of their oppress- 
ors — the prebolsheeks and, except that is granted, threaten to come and 
seek for them at Moscow. In the meantime a strong party of them have 
plundered Oranienburgh, about two hundred english miles from hence, on 
the road to Voronesch, and taken away a great number of fine horses he 
kept, there. 

What will be the end of these frequent convulsions in the state is very 
uncertain, though not yet sufficiently apprehended by the prince and go- 
vernment, whose weakness is plainly seen in continuing the vexations of 
theirs and yet not making suitable preparations to keep them under. A re- 
giment or two of dragons are exercising here to be sent away, but they 
have yet neither arms nor horses, are too few in number and, being forced 
to service, will not have much inclination to oppose the rebels.

rates the swedish and moscovite forces, and though small, is very difficult. 
He suppose lieut.-general Allard is by this time marching back with a strong 
detachment to secure these passes, and that by the middle of June we may 
hear of some considerable action. The account he gives of the moscovites 
is, that the bodies of the men are strong, their exercise good, their regi- 
ments compleat and desirous to engage; but the foot have ill fire-arms, the 
dragons ill horses, and the army not three able generals; so that a vigorous 
onset and a bad issue of battle may be expected, should it once come to that. 
He says the return of king Augustus is yet believed in the army, and an 
adjutant-general has been lately sent to him by prince Menschikoff. But 
the other circumstances, which he adds, are very improbable. 

Letters of the third inst. bring advice of the court’s safe arrival at Pe- 
tersburgh, whither the Czar had conducted them by water from Schliissel- 
burgh, and was preparing his litle fleet to carry them down to Cronschloss, 
and give them the diversion of the sea.

The last letters from the army in Lithuania of the 17“ inst. 0. s. give 
an account that general Bauer had surprised a swedish regiment of dragons 
at Alexandrowitz, ten german miles from Riga, and taken the lieut. colonel, 
the major and almost all the other officers prisoners, with two hundred and 
ninety one common soldiers and five hundred and sewenty five horses. Prince 
Menschikoff was also preparing to pass the Berezina with all his cavalry; 
the vanguard of the swedes being withdrawn from their posts on that river 
to Minsk, and quarters preparing for the king at Wilna. I do not find any 
certain reason given for this retreat, though it is generally reported to be 
occasioned by a surmise of king Augustus’ returning with a considerable 
army and putting in once more for the crown of Poland. That court has 
greater hopes of it than ever, major-general Goltz being come from Saxony 
to the crown-general with assurance that the king was ready to march, that 
the pope contributed three hundred thousand ducats yearly to his men, and

Major-general Horn with the colonels and other chief prisoners of the 
swedes, have been brought hither from Nijni-Novogrod; and it is said some 
of them will again be sent to Stockholm to sollicit their exchange. 

Letters from Petersburgh of the 16" inst. say the princess and other 
company would be dismissed from thence by the end of this month, at which 
time the Czar would also set out for his army.

The same day public thanks were given for the good success of 
their enterprize on the coasts of Finland, which much increased the joy of 
the solemnity. I suppose you will have heard the particulars by the way of 
Sweden before this time; those I have seen here are so confused that I can- 
not model them into a relation, but I send you the inclosed translation of 
the printed account for your curiosity. 

The last letters from Petersburgh are of the 24" May, when the Czar 
was gone with his court to Croschloss, but, as is said, designed to keep his 
birthday at Narva and consecrate the lutheran church to the russian reli- 
gion, after which ceremony he would go to his army, and the courts were 
to return to Moscow. 

I have not seen any letters from Lithuania since last post; but one of 
the 23’ May o. s. from the governor of Smolensko gives and account that 
he had received letters of the 17“ from general Bauer, who was then before 
Riga, and had seized on all the prisoners and forrage in the suburbs. It was 
said that the king of Sweden was in march with all his army towards Wilna,

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that the russian horse had passed the river Berezina, but prince Alexander 
was still at Cyassniki. I hear nothing certain as to king Augustus, nor was 
his health drunk on the 30 May, which would not have failed had they 
been sure of his assistance. 

The rebellion in the Ukraine grows dangerous. Bulavin, their head, has 
put the general of the cozacks on the Don to death with six of his chief 
ministers, and has procured himself to be elected to that dignity, of which 
he has given the Czar notice by letter, excusing himself for having done 
this piece of justice, as he calls it, without His Majesty’s knowledge, not 
questioning but it would be approved when his reasons were known. He 
protests that neither he, nor his followers are rebels, alledging for a proof 
thereof, that he had never touched any part of the revenue, nor anything 
that belonged to the crown, but allowed them freely to be sent to Moscow 
and that he aimed at nothing but to live quietly under their old priviledges, 
and therefore he wondered the Czar was sending an army against him, 
who was a good subject; nor would the enterprise be to any purpose, since 
he had thirty six thousand men under him, and, by God’s grace, as he terms 
it, was in allyance with the baskir garrison tartars, who are again in arms, 
but, if he could not be permitted to remain peaceably there, he would re- 
move with all his people and plant them on some new river, by which 
expression, it is thought, he designs to go to the cuban-tartars, who live

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this winter. But whether this prince had really given any such hopes to the 
poles or these gentleman only amused the Czar with their own inferences 
and conjectures — time must learn. 

In my letter of the */, inst. I also acquainted you with the governor of 
Smolensko’s letter about general Bauer’s excursion to the very suburbs of 
Riga, which being not yet confirmed, it is probable had no just grounds; 
and from all these particulars you may please to observe how little I can 
rely on the best informations I receive at this distance from the scene of 
action, and how imperfect and unsatisfactory the accounts must be which I 
transmit to you; — a circumstance on which I cannot reflect without great 
concern. 

Letters from Petersburgh of the 5‘" inst. give an account of the Czar’s 
being returned from Cronschloss with all his court, who had passed this 
time in viewing the fleet, diverting themselves on the water and celebrating 
the Czar’s birthday. They were to remove to Narva, where they are to keep 
His Majesty’s namesday (the 29" inst.) and from thence will be dismist to 
Moscow. 

Here has been very warm reports, that the Czar himself would come 
hither to give orders for securing Voronesch and his fleet against the rebel- 
lious cozacks, who grow formidable. But this is uncertain, and it is more 
probable that province will fall to the share of the high admiral m-r Apraxin.

Lam sorry to find by several of your letters and particularly by 
your private one of the "/,, of March last to m-r Harley, that the difficulty 
and discouragement you so frequently meet with, make your stay there so 
disagreable to you.

some noise at your court, you will take all proper methods of softning it as 
much as possible and giving assurances that the queen continues to have 
the greatest friendship and esteem for the Czar and that this step ought

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considerable action is expected in a few days, if the swedes think fit to 
attempt a passage. 

I hear no farther news of king Augustus’ expedition, though on the 
31°* May three hundred thousand rubles were sent in specie from hence to 
Kiew above the usual subsidies to the crown-army in Poland, which looks as 
if the Czar had still some hopes of tempting: his late allye. The gain of a 
battle perhaps might do it. 

By letters of the 17™ inst. 0. s. the Czar was still at Petersburgh and 
there designed to celebrate his namesday the 29" of this month before he 
went to Narva, but perhaps he may change his resolutions once more on 
notice of the swedes march. 

A regiment of dragons and another of foot from Petersburgh are come 
into the neighbourhood of this city, and will continue their march to Vo- 
ronesch, whither a battalion of the foot-guards is likewise detached from Po- 
land, for the rebels on the Don grow very strong, and have taken and plun- 
dered Kamishinska. But five hundred of them, who were advanced to Saratow 
onthe Wolga in hopes of opening a communication that way with the baskir 
tartars, have been beaten by the garrison and a party of calmucks, two 
hundred being killed on the place and most of the rest with their two lea- 
ders taken prisoners. By letters of the 4“ inst. o.s. from Azow all was quiet 
thereabouts, though parties sent out of the garrison now and then met and 
brought in some prisoners of the rebels.

Since this day sennight two old posts of the 23" & 30™ April n. s. are 
come in from Kénigsberg, having wandered about by Warsau, Sendomir, 
and the polish army, and brought me two packets of news-papers from the 
post-master, but no letters, which, I hope, have been detained there by the 
caution of my correspondent m-r Collins, since ten posts (from the 13" of 
February to the 16" of April n. s.) had at last been taken away by the 
swedish commandant in Wilna, whither they had been weekly transmitted in 
hopes that the post-office might have found some occasion to send them forward. 

Thus the english letters from the 6 of January o. s. to the latter 
end of March are quite lost, so that, if you have favoured me with any com- 
mands in that time, I must desire you will please to order duplicates of 
them to be sent if ever this letter should come to your hands, for the posts 
are still so very ill regulated, that nothing can be relied on, which is purely 
for want of care, since the troops of the crown-army lve from Kiew to the

Yet the office has last week raised the port of the 
letters one third more, and I am now to pay eighteen shillings an ounce 
from hence to Breslau,—an extravagant rate which I would willingly give, 
could I have the honour to receive your commands regularly and be any- 


ways serviceable to Her Majesty and my country. But to live here six 
months without receiving any letter (except two from m-r Pulteney, which 
were accidentally come over Hamburgh), to know several I have writ from 
hence are lost, to be uncertain as to the rest, and yet to have such a heavy 
tax imposed, — is intolerable. However this matter is very delicate, nor do 
I well know how to oppose it, though the merchants are equally aggrieved 
in their correspondence; for the direction of the post and all the profits be- 
long to m-r Schafiroff, the Czar’s secretary of state, whom I have always 
found to be one of the most reasonable about the court and the best inclined 
to the common good, and therefore I would not willingly be uneasy to him 
in his private interest. 

Letters from Sklow (a town on the Dnieper) of the 25" June give an 
account that general Goltz had posted himself in Belenitz (a very advanta- 
gious pass, in the middle of great woods and marshy grounds, eight miles 
from Mohilew) with four brigades of horse, and was afterwards reinforced 
by prince Menschikoff with general Repnin’s division of foot. The swedes 
stood about half a mile from the pass, and their parties skirmished every

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day. One was of three hundred men, commanded by major-general Canifer, 
who, advancing to view the ground, was obliged to retire with the loss of 
thirty dead and three prisoners. Another part of the Czar’s army under ge- 
neral Allard and lieut.-general Pflug stood at Kopis to defend the passage 
on that side. For three or four days here have been various reports of an 
action thereabouts: some say the moscovites have been forced from their 
post at Belenitz with considerable loss, and others that the swedes have 
been beaten back by general Allard froma pass they attempted; their bridge 
being burnt and their commanding officer, who is supposed to be the young 
prince of Wiirtemberg, seen to fall. Nor are either of these reports cleared 
by the letters, which came in last night from Sklow of the 30 June 0, s. 
and only bring advice in general terms, that the whole moscovite army is 
drawing together in one body on the Dnieper; the Czar being expected on 
the first or second inst. and resolved to hazard a battle, which may be of 
dreadful consequence. 

His Majesty went away from Petersburgh on the 23™ of June, but left 
orders with the high admiral m-r Apraxin to carry the princess and all the 
court to Narva, where they were to celebrate his namesday on the 29™ 
past, and then would be dismissed.

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thousand men, marched from hence to Voronesch, whither they will be fol- 
lowed by a battalion of the second regiment of guards, a battalion of prince 
Menschikoff, from Poland, and two regiments of foot from Narva, for the 
rebels are very dangerous, most of the cozacks on the Don being up in 
arms; and what is worse, the new raised forces sent from hence desert to 
them in whole companies. However Bulavin, their chief, continues to send 
here the Czar’s customs and all his revenues undiminished and has writ 
another letter full of submission and assurance that he is willing to live as 
a good subject, provided he may be allowed the privileges and protection 
granted by His Majesty’s ancestors. The baskir tartars have been happily 
appeased for the present by the condescensions of the government, but yet 
cannot be trusted. 

The three hundred thousand rubels, which I mentioned in my last to 
have been sent to Kiew, are ordered to be brought back hither, so that the 
hopes of king Augustus seem to be given over. The crown-army continues 
yet firm on the Czar’s side, general Seniawsky, as is said, refusing to treat 
without the unanimous consent and comprehension of all his party; whereas 
king Stanislaus is only willing to deal with him in particular, and to exclude 
several other persons, especially the family of the Czembecks, one whereof 
is primate, and another vice-chancellor of Poland.

On this day sennight I had the honour to send you an imperfect account 
of the moscovite forces and their disposition in an adyantagious pass, on 
the other side of the Dnieper. The reports then currant of their having been 
oblidged to retreat are now confirmed, as you may see by the following 
relation of a very vigorous action on the */, inst. 

Their whole army was divided into three separate bodies, to defend the 
Babiz, a little river in the midst of woods and marshes; that on the right 
was posted at Climcowitz under general Allard, and lieut.-general Plug; 
the second at Hollowzin, three miles lower, under field-marshal Schere- 
meteff and prince Menschikoff; and the third—a mile more to the left, com- 
manded by general Repnin and lieut.-general Goltz. 

On the */, 
hazy, the swedes advanced against this last body, and begun to, fire very 
briskly with their cannon, whilst another detachment of foot, having laid a 
bridge over the river nearer to general Scheremeteff, waded up to the knees 


inst. about three in the morning, the weather being wet and 


through a great marsh, which was thought impracticable and very unexpect- 
edly fell on general Repnin in the flank, endeavouring to cut him off from 
the other divisions. Though the general had not above five thousand foot,

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(the rest being employed on other services) and lay exposed to two fires in 
front and flank, yet he maintained his ground with great resolution, whilst 
lieut.-general Goltz engaged the best part of the enemy’s horse, which he 
pushed several times very succesfully. But general Scheremeteff, who came 
up to their assistance, finding it impossible for the divisions to draw up in 
battle or second one another as they ought to do in a place full of marshes 
and narrow ways, ordered the retreat to be made, which was done very re- 
gularly, foot by foot, till he came to an open ground, where he again formed 
his men into line of battle and halted to receive the enemy, who did not 
think fit to advance against him, nor even so much as offer to incommode 
general Repnin in his retreat, but contented themselves with the post they 
had at first gained, and begun to fling up trenches to prevent their being 
attacked by these fresh forces. 

In this action which lasted about four hours, the moscovites had only 
five hundred and forty seven men killed, six hundred and seventy five 
wounded, and six hundred and thirty lost or taken prisoners. They reckon 
three colonels and as many lieut.-colonels amongst the wounded, but 
major-general von Schweden is the only person of note who was killed 
by a cannon-ball. However they were. oblidged to leave some field- 
pieces in the marsh, the carriages of some being broken, the horses 
of others killed, and the ways quite spoiled; or else they might have been 
easily brought off by the rere-guard, which continued all the following night

The swedes are supposed 
to have lost double the number of men, with a great part of the trabands, 
and many considerable officers, as was guessed by abondance of fire-arms 
and horses, which fell to the share of the moscovites. And the prisoners, 
brought in sometime after the battle, report they had two thousand killed, 
amongst which was a general of note, whose name they know not, though 
they saw him buried. 

This is the best extract I can make of a relation sent by m-rs Golofkin 
and Schafiroff in the nature of a circular to me and the other forreign mi- 
nisters (though it is not so clear as I could wish), by which you will please 
to see, they neither claim a victory, nor own a defeat, but seem to congra- 
tulate themselves on the vigour of an action, sustained chiefly by a third 
part of their army, and to wish for a new engagement. Their letter is dated 
from Sklow the 5" inst., when all their forces were posted on the Dnieper 
to defend the passage of that river; and two days ago a captain was sent to 
them from hence, with several light batteries and mortars of the wallon 
colonel’s new invention, whereof I had the honour to give you some account 
in my letters of the 10" March and 5™ of May o. s. 

The Czar set out from Petersburgh on the 23° June, but stayed at 
Narva to celebrate his namesday on the 29" and left that place on the 30", 
so that it is not doubted but he is at the army before this time.

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By advices of the 15“ 0. s. prince Alexander was at Skloff—a town on the 
Dnieper, with all the horse and some regiments of foot, to observe the mo- 
tions of the enemy. 

But the greatest part of the infantry under field-marshal Scheremeteff 
were engaged at Hortki, a large village in a fine champion-country, four 
and twenty english miles on this side of the river; and in this post, it is 
said, His Czarish Majesty (who got to the army on the 7) was resolved to 
stay and hazard a general battle. Here are some letters, which say the 
swedes are in Mohilew, and have there laid three bridges over the river 
without any opposition. But you will doubtless have sooner and better news 
from their army of any progress they make, since that sort of intelligence 
comes hither very rarely in the form and time it ought. 

In my last letter I also acquainted you that prince Dolgoruky had beat 
a detachment of the malecontents in the Ukraine. The governor of Asoff, 
m-r Tolstoy, has been still more happy in defeating another body, comman- 
ded by their chief ringleader Bulavin; who finding all his affairs grown 
desperate, and the cozacks themselves ready to seize him after these re- 
peated losses, resolved to prevent a worse fate, and killed himself with a 
pistol-bullet, on which all the mutineers returned to their allegiance. Bu- 
lavin’s head has been cut off, and will be brought hither, but his body is 
carried to Asow, where all his relations are kept in chains.

I must not omitt acquainting you with an unhappy accident that 
gives us great concern at present. The moscovite ambassador was arrested 
last Wednesday night in his coach upon several actions for debt, and carried 
away prisoner by the bailiffs. As soon as I heard of it, I sent one of my se- 
cretaries to take care of his excellency and get him released, and I am now 
getting all the information and evidence I can to lay before Her Majesty 
next Sunday in council in order to have all the satisfaction imaginable given 
to the ambassador upon so extraordinary an occasion, as this. This is a 
crying insolence, and likely to make a great noise in the world, and we do 


not know what ill consequences it may have in the place where you are.

day night last. I send you now a copy of the letter I writ this day to his 
excellency by Her Majesty’s command to show you what steps have been 
since taken towards making him reparation and punishing the offenders 
with the utmost rigour our laws can inflict. The case is very extraordinary, 
and, I am afraid, may create a great deal of trouble and uneasiness to you 
and all Her Majesty’s subjects that are in the Czar’s dominions. Wherefore 
you must use your utmost endeavours to divert the storm by the strongest 
representations of Her Majesty’s great esteem and friendship for the Czar, 
and that nothing will be omitted that is in Her Majesty’s power for giving 
ample satisfaction for the indignity offered to his ambassador, and you would 
do well to gain by all manner of means those, who are the chief in favour 
and credit with the Czar to soften and moderate his resentment of this 
matter. In short you should spare no pains nor expence that you shall think 
proper to hinder any ill consequences from this unfortunate accident to Her 
Majesty’s subjects or their effects, in which case your prudence will suggest 
to you better measures than can possibly be sent you from hence at such a 
distance, and in this uncertainty how your court may think fit to demand 
reparation.

You have likewise copies of the letters it was thought proper 
I should write to m-r consul Goodfellow and m-r Styles, who may be use- 
full to you in this troublesome affair. 

I formerly promised you my assistance in relation to your extraordina- 
ries, when I should have a state of them; and now your father having put 
into my hands a memorial to that purpose, 1 shall not fail to do you what 
service I can in recommending them particularly to the consideration of my 
lord treasurer.

Ch, Whitworth to the right honourable m, secretary Boyle, 
Moscow, !'/.. August 1708. 

Having nothing remarkable to write by the last post on this day sen- 
night, I did not give you the trouble of a letter, but desired m-r Lews to 
make my excuses, and to acquaint you with the ordinary occurrences. 

Letters from Hortki of the 3° inst. say both armies were in their former 
stations, no action having happened except between small parties, wherein 
the moscovites have met with good success, especially in surprizing a con- 
siderable number of the swede’s horses at grass under Sklow, of which, 
having attacked and dispersed the guards, they carried away near a thou- 
sand, Another of their parties has ruined a bridge the swedes laid over the 
Dnieper, with very little loss. And lieut.-general Rénne is gone with some 
brigades of horse and foot towards Kopis to annoy the enemy and cover 
lieut.-general Bauer’s march, who is coming from Livonia, general Léwen- 
haupt having been recalled by the king of Sweden; and till these bodies 
arrive in their respective camps, it is probable neither of them will break 
up. In the meantime the swedes are getting together what provisions they 
can and erecting magazines for the subsistance of their army; which by the 
unanimous report of the prisoners has suffered much for want of bread.

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The Czar is also enquiring into some miscarriages in the late action, se- 
veral officers being accused of not having performed their duty. And that the 
proceedings may be more impartial, the general of the horse, prince Men- 
schikoff, is to examine the infantry, and field-marshal Scheremeteff, who 
commands the foot, is to have the inspection of the cavalry; though notwith- 
standing these precautions, the poor Czar is never like to know the truth. 
I have lately spoke with an officer of note, who was in that engagement, 
and tells me the relation I received from the ministers, and sent to you on 
the **/,, July, is allmost all false: that indeed the post was as advantagious 
as possibly could be wished, being a rising ground intrenched in the front, 
and covered on all sides with woods, marshes and little brooks; and the 
swedish foot who passed the marshes, and attacked in the flank, would in 
all probability have been entirely lost, if the russian generals had maintained 
their ground and their divisions seconded one another as they ought, but 
the foot under general Repnin scarce made a show of resistance, having 
only kept in order till they could gain a great wood on the right, into which 
they run to save themselves by the example and command of their general, 
who was some hours after found crying in the midst of it, and of eight 
thousand men scarce eight hundred saved themselves in a body to field- 
marshal Scheremeteff’s division, the rest dropping in afterwards, and several 
of their ensigns brought their colours in their pockets, and flung away the

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staves; that notwithstanding a captain of the wallachs, who deserted from: 
the swedes, had the night before given the general advice that the enemy 
would certainly attempt to pass the next morning, and yet no preparations 
had been made, nor parties sent out, so that they were surprized and had 
no notice of their march till the swedes cannon fired into their camp; that 
field-marshal-lieut. Goltz made a very good resistance with some regiments 
of dragons (though other regiments could not be brought up at all to the 
charge), by which the swedes suffered the most, and, that a great part of 
the trabands fell by the lances of the cozacks, who attacked them in the 
flank and rere. 

Thus you see the Czar’s affairs are in a very dangerous condition for 
want of able generals and officers, as I have formerly had the honour to 
relate in many letters. 

This gentleman, who is engineer has been sent since the action to view 
all the passes on the frontiers of Moscovy and from Weliky-Luky (a place 
not far from the palatinate of Polozk) to Homel (a considerable way below 
Mohilew), he says it will be very difficult if not impossible for the swedes to 
find any passage into Moscovy in those quarters, and therefore supposes 
they will turn more to the right towards the province of Czernigow and the 
Ukraine.

..+ The last letters that I can hear of from the russian army are of 
the 8 inst. from Hortki, with advice that a good part of the swedish forces 
had at last past the Dnieper at Mohilew; and a captain, come from thence 
on the 11", reports, that on this advice the Czar was also broke up, but 
whither he directed his march is not so certain, some saying he is drawn 
nearer to Smolensko, and others that he only made a motion this way to 
gain a road which leads down towards the province of Czernigow, on notice 
the swedes extended themselves on that side.

On advice of the swedes being passed the river, His Czarish Majesty 
sent order to the hereditary prince to go and erect a magazine at Viasma, 
and, as it is said, to direct some fortifications at Drogobuse, two towns on 
the Dnieper between Smolensko and this city, and on the 11™ inst. in the 
evening his highness set out on this commission, 

Here are letters from Petersburgh of the 25" July with advice that the 
swedes were drawing together at Wyburgh about 7000 foot, and four thou- 
sand horse and dragons, with a design tomake some attempt against Peters- 
burgh and they had orders to be ready for a march on the 29" of July, 
as a prisoner reported who was taken by one of the russian parties, and 
brought hither to their camp on the further side of the river Nieva, where

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The rebellion of the cozacks is not yet appeased, as was at first reported, 
a comrade of Bulavin’s being at the head of a considerable body, with which 
he has taken or destroyed Czaritza, a town on the river Volga, carrying 
the magazines and arms to Panschin, a town on the Don, where he has 
fixed his quarters, about three hundred english miles on this side of Azow, 
from whence some troops are going to oppose him, and others are marching 
down the Volga from Kazan for the same purpose. 

Several young russian gentlemen are set out from hence to Archangel 
to go beyond sea with the fleet, some to Holland and others to Great-Britain; 
amongst the rest prince Dolgoruky and two very young gentlemen, called 


Nariskins (whose father was uncle to His present Majesty), being some of

horse were marching down the river to observe the motions of the swedes, 
who seemed to be drawing off towards the Ukraine, though what by the 
badness of the roads, the want of provisions, and the frequent incursions 
of the russian parties, they had not got above six german miles in ten days. 
He says, they had prisoners brought in very frequently, who unanimously

... These doubtfull times and the motions of the armies on the fron- 
tiers will certainly have a great influence on the commerce, which, being 
carried on by the stock of the forreigners at a years credit to the russian, 
the most prudent begin already to contract their business, not knowing how 
far they may safely trust persons, whose estates, being employed in extensive 
inland-trades, will for the returns in a great measure depend on the pro- 
gress of the swedes or rebels. The hemp-trade will in all likelyhood suffer 
most and soonest, that being the chief product of the countries where the 
armies now are, or are likely to take their winter-quarters, so that it is to 
be feared Her Majesty’s navy will not receive such plentifull supplies next 
year as usually came from these parts. 

The most considerable branch the english have now to depend on, is 
furnishing the Czar’s forces with cloath which is generally done for ready 
money, and I have warned them not to engage to far on credit, for should

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the king of Sweden break in hither as he still threatens and may happen if 
he can surprize or force the moscovites to battle, I cannot see where they 
will raise the money for the bare subsistance of their soldiers. In those 
circumstances the merchants will find no consideration of their old debts, 
and their currant trade, which uses to be digested here, and circulated 
through the whole body, will be at a stand except for hides and some few 
commodities, which come from the other side of the empire; but their own 
persons and effects will be safe at Archangel the distance being too great, 
and the ways too wild to venture asingle detachment, nor isthe booty great 
or certain enough to tempt an army. So that I shall be of little or no real 
use to them, which did I not foresee, I should think ita point of honour and 
duty not toleave my station. But should the swedes be kept from advancing 
this year the end of the war both as to the time and conditions will be very 
uncertain, and may be best observed by the ministers who shall follow that 
king. 

The copy of Her Majesty’s letter congratulating king Stanislaus on his 
succession to the crown, has been handed about here some time; but no one 
seemed certainly to know whether it was authentic, nor did the secretary 
of state m-r Schatiroff ever make the least mention of it to me, though his 
last letter of the 18" past is pretty long. This court could not well expect

I had begun to prepare 
them for this step by way of discourse about the time of the king of Swe- 
den’s leaving Saxony, and by the next post, which goes to the army, I shall 
acquaint them with Her Majesty’s favourable declaration, though doubtless 
it will have been already done by m-r Artamonowitz. 

I am very sorry for the unlucky accident which has happened to this 
gentleman, and that in so polite a country any people should be found igno- 
rant or rude enough to insult his character and violate the trust reposed in 
Her Majesty by a forreign potentate, when they might have found proper 
means to obtain their just demands by applying to you for redress. 

But the concern you are pleased to show for what is passed, and your 
readiness even to prevent his desire of satisfaction, are sufficient to clear 
the nation of the scandal, and to convince the Czar of Her Majesty’s friend- 
ship and esteem; so that | hope it will have no ill effect here, at least it 
ought not if they consider how many disagreable instances of the kind | 


have undeservedly found, and how modest I have been in my requests of

at least I hope to stop all by recrimination, and shall not awaken their no- 
tions of shame by seeming too much concerned or apprehensive, for in matters 
they do not well understand, they are apt to take their measures from the 
appearance and actions of others and rise or fall accordingly in their pretensions. 

I have also received your orders to make warm and repeated instances 
for farther redress of the merchants grievances, which I shall not fail to 
put i execution on the first opportunity.

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Two days ago a courier brought news of a considerable advantage gained 
on the 15" past by a detachment of the Czar’s forces from Ingria over a 
party of swedes near the river Semma in Livonia, about half way between 
Dorpat and Revel. The particulars of this action, the number of the forces, 
or the names of the offfcers who commanded, I cannot yet learn; all they 
have thought fit to make public is a list of the dead and prisoners. They 
reckon nine hundred and sixteen men killed on the place, and the prisoners 
are said to be: lieut.-colonel Schlippenbach, son to the lieut.-general of that 
name, four captains of foot, two of horse, tive lieutenants one cornet, two ensigns, 
twenty under-officers, two drummers, one piper, sixteen private troopers, 
and a hundred and twenty nine foot-soldiers, besides twenty five men, who, 
being severely wounded, were allowed to be carried to Reval. Of the mos- 
covites one lieutenants, and eleven dragons were killed; a major, two captains, 
one lieutenant, and forty one dragons wounded; of their cozacks four were 
killed and eight wounded. As I hear any further circumstances, I shall give 
you an account, this rencounter being of consequence, considering the few 
troops, which are left in those parts. 

The rebellion of the cozacks on the upper part of the Don is still on 
foot, especially in the numerous towns on the river Donetz and Aidar, from 
whence their ringleader Nekrassow has ordered half of them to march and 
join him at Panschin on the river Don, where he pretends to gather some

And on 
the 3° inst. a courier arrived here with the news of a considerable victory 
gained by a detachment of the Czar’s forces over a part of the swedish army, 
of which count Golofkin and m-r Schafiroff have by a sort of circular letter 
given me and the other forreign ministers the following account: 

The king of Sweden having for some days moved slowly down the Sosz 
with a show of endeavouring to pass that river near Czerikow, he turned

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suddenly back towards Mstislaw, in hopes of getting thither before the 
moscovites, who had prevented him at the other places; but, on notice of 
his motions, they likewise marched back with such expedition, as to repass 
the Sosz and post themselves before him on a little rivulet in a marshy 
ground, called Biela-Nappa, over which he must necessarily pass. On the 
29™ August the king came within sight of them and encamped on an- 
other little river called Tzerna-Nappa, about two english miles from them, 
with his right wing advanced about an english mile from his main body 
towards their left; which disposition being observed, the Czar resolved to 
attack that wing next morning, notwithstanding they were advantagiously 
posted between the foresaid river and a little overflown water. On the 
30" major-general prince Galitzin with eight battalions (most of them 
the Czar’s guards) and lieut.-general Pflug with thirty squadrons of dra- 
gons were commanded on this expedition. 

About seven in the morning prince Galitzin with his foot engaged the 
enemy, who were said to be above five thousand foot and some thousand 
horse and after an hour and a half continual fire, beat them out of the 
field, near two thousand, as was then guessed, being killed on the place, 
about as many wounded, and the rest entirely dispersed; nor would those 
have escaped if the dragons could have come up, but, they being hindered

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by the marshes and the whole swedish army advancing to succour their 
companions, the Czar commanded his detachment to retire behind the Tzerna 
Nappa, which they did in very good order, after having gained a compleat 
victory and made themselves master of the field, from whence they brought 
six colours and some prisoners, who told them that wing was commanded 
by the major-generals Cruse and Rose. 

This is the substance of m-r Schafiroff’s letter, which is dated the day 
of the action, but he promises a more particular account very soon, which 
js expected with impatience, no courier being arrived since that time. 

On the 4" inst. a day of thanksgiving was kept here for this victory, 
and the cannons were fired round the walls of the city. 

On this day sennight I likewise sent you a list of the swedes, who were 
killed or taken in an action in Livonia, of which Ihave now seen the follow- 
ing particulars. The high-admiral Apraxin, having in the beginning of 
August been informed by a lieutenant brought prisoner to Narva, that two 
regiments of swedes were encamped by Rakobor (the finish name for the 
town of Wesenburg), the one being twelve companies of foot commanded by 
jieut.-colonel Schlippenbach, and the other about six hundred horse, both be- 
longing to major-general Liewen; he ordered col. Monasteroff with athou- 
sand dragons, col. Bachmetieff with five hundred cozacks, col. Inglish with 
three battalions, and a major with three hundred men of the Narva’s regi-

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ment, making in all about four thousand men, to go and fall upon the enemy; 
and the admiral himself followed the detachment. Onthe 15™ they advanced 
to the river Semma, where the enemies had an outguard of a hundred and 
fifty foot and forty horse, posted in a redoubt with pallisadoes, which they 
stormed and took, killing the most and making the others prisoners; by 
whom the admiral being informed of the posture of the other regiments, he 
left his foot behind, and with his dragons and cozacks overtook them as 
they were retiring towards Rakobor, on which both parties ranged themselves 
the best they could. The swedes gave the first fire, and then their foot begun 
to retreat in order, but the horse run quite away, and were pursued by the 
cozacks and some dragons above two dutch miles, while the rest fell upon 
the foot, and killed or took them all. They counted eight hundred and forty 
one killed upon the place and two hundred and forty four prisoners, besides 
those which were cut off inthe redoubt. The russians had only sixteen killed 
and fifty-three wounded. 

The admiral’s letter with this account is dated from Narva the 22° Au- 
gust, after which, having advice that about eleven thousand swedes were in 
motion from Wyburgh, he went immediately to Petersburgh to make prepara- 
tions against them; but I do not hear that any letters of fresher date are 
come from that side.

On this day sennight I had the honour to give you an atcount of the 
victory obtained by a detachment of the Czar’s forces over a part of the 
swedish army on the 30™ August near a little marshy river called the 
Tzerna Nappa. Letters from m-r Schafiroff of the */,,"" inst. bring the follow- 
ing particulars, which he learnt from several deserters, and were confirm- 
ed to him by two cornets and other prisoners taken some days after the 
action. They said the detachment, which was attacked, was commanded by 
general Rosen, and consisted of four regiments of foot, viz: Wermland, 
major general Rosen; Westerhorst, major general Lagercron; Ostergot, 
colonel Buchwald, and Dahlearl, colonel Hedcrot. The two regiments of 
horse, Smiland and Helen, were not present at first, but came up to their 
succour and were followed by the whole army. In the engagement the 
three first regiments of post were entirely ruined (none of them bringing 
off above two hundred men, and most of those wounded), especially that of 
Wermland, whereof the lieut.-colonel and all the officers were killed; the 
other three regiments suffered very much, a colonel of the horse being 
killed with several officers; so that, by their reports, the number of the slain 
amounted to near three thousand, and at least as many wounded. But the

moscovites, as appears by a list here, had only three hundred and sewenty 
five men killed or missing, and a thousand and ten wounded; amongst the 
last are brigadir Augustoff, a lieut.-colonel, two majors, nine captains, and 
some other officers. The king himself would have come to the action with 
forty of his trabands, but, finding the passes already secured by Pflug’s 
dragons, he was oblidged to stop at a distance and look on till all was over. 

The next morning his swedish majesty crossed the Tzerna Nappa and 
continued his march to the left, not finding it practicable to force the Biela 
Nappa, where the moscovite army was posted. On this motion the Czar also 
broke up, and went to Mignowitz (a place said to be about thirty english 
miles from Smolensko, tive from the frontiers of Russia) to observe the enemy; 
but a strong detachment of dragons, who were left behind on the pass, fell 
on the swedes in the flank during their march, and in a long skirmish 
killed a great many and took forty prisoners. Lieut.-general Liwenhaupt 
has joined the king with his troops, and lieut.-general Bauer, who has follow- 
ed him along, is now posted behind them with eleven regiments of dra- 
gons and eight thousand cozacks or calmucks, with which he continually 
alarms their rere-guard, and almost daily takes prisoners, who unanimously 
confess the great scarcity of provisions in the swedish camp, where cabbage 
and turnips were twice distributed to the soldiers instead of bread; by 
which and their constant fatigues the bloody flux was grown very trouble-

Three prisoners belonging to the artillery also affirm 
that they had been obliged to burn the pontons for want of horses, and 
that the train which consisted of seven hundred men was melted away to 
two hundred, the carmen included. 

His Czarish Majesty has ordered most of his privy council, especially 
those who are anyway concerned in the management of his revenues, to 
meet him at Smolensko on the 25™ inst., as itis thought, to consider of ways 
for supplying the army in time with provisions, recruits and money. 

Letters from admiral Apraxin of the 3° inst. bring advice, that about 
eleven thousand swedes beeing advanced from Wyburgh to the other side of 
the Nieva, a part of them had ventured to come over the river on floats at 
Tosnove, sixteen english miles from Petersburgh, but were beat back by a 
detachment of the garrison and the dragons, who are on those frontiers, 
after a sharp dispute in which col. Monasteroff and other russian officers 
were killed with a good number of common soldiers, However it was appre- 
hended, the swedes, who hat a month’s provisions with them, might make 


another attempt to pass with greater numbers, in which case they would 


be masters of the open country, there being few troops more than what are 
necessary for the garrisons. 

The secretary Tepati, whom I mentioned some months ago to have been 
sent to Sweden on his parole in hopes of procuring an exchange of priso-

to any strangers, from whence I guess his negotiation has been fruitless. 

I have not seen any account of late from the Don; but letters from Vo- 
ronesh of the 27“ past say col. Rigman was marched from thence with a 
regiment of foot and some troops of horse to reinforce prince Dolgoruky, 
who was at Panschin on the Don, which place the rebells had abandoned 
and were gone to join their companions on the rivers Donetz and Aidar. 

Just now m-r Schafiroff has communicated to me the extract of a letter 
from his brother, dated at Mignowitz the 9“ inst., with advice, that on the 
7" general Bauer had detached major-general Mikosch with two thousand 
dragons to attack the swedes in their march, which he did about nine in the 
morning, when he came up with two regiments of swedish dragons, the one 
belonging to count Guldenstirn and the other to major-general Albentiel, 
which he entirely routed, having cut in pieces five squadrons of the first, 
and three of the last, and quite dispersed the others. The king himself came 


up during the action, but, seeing his men already in confusion, went back to 


fetch more troops, on whose approach major-general Mikosch retired to ge- 
neral Bauer, who was posted at a little distance, and there stood. But the 
king continued his march towards Mignowitz, and is encamped in a very 
advantagious situation, within sight of the Czar’s army. The prisoners taken

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in this action, say the two swedish regiments formerly composed that raised 
by colonel Giértz in Saxony, but on his detention were divided, and one part 
given to major-general Albentiel, and the other to lieut.-general Marder- 
feld, on whose death it was confered on count Guldenstirn. They were at 
first twenty companies of an hundred and fifty-two men each, but before 
this attack were very much weakened by sickness and desertion; the 
strongest company being not above eighty, and some scarce fifty men. They 
say they have no provisions, and dare not go out for any because of the 
cozacks and calmucks; their chief diet was cabbage and turnips, and that 
without bread and salt; and the officers themselves could scarce get any flesh. 
In the week before from ten to eighteen men died in each company of 
Guldenstirn’s regiment and others were in as bad a condition. 

On the 8 new orders were sent lieut.-general Bauer to attack the 
enemy with his whole detachment on the first occasion. Though it is cer- 
tain the king of Sweden’s army is in great want, I need not observe to you 
that the moscovite relations are to be understood with considerable abate- 
ments....

... What may yet happen is only bare guess, but having now a sure 
conveyance, I must beg leave to give you my poor thoughts, as to the pre- 
sent posture of affairs, which may be of use to set their future proceedings 
in a true light, when perhaps my letters may not find a free passage. 

The king of Sweden has the advantage of old soldiers, experienced ge- 
nerals, and brave officers, an extraordinary patience or even love of fatigue, 
an invincible courage and resolution unalterable. But then he seems to under- 
value all subordinate means of proceeding with success and to rely 
wholly on the goodness of his army and justice of his cause, by which he 
has hitherto carried on a prosperous war, contrary to all ordinary rules of 
acting, and, when even at the lowest ebb, has raised himself by some very 
improbable and unexpected turn. Had he pursued his blow at Narva in 1700 
and carried his army directly into Russia, the Czar would probably have 
been obligded by the next campaign to have bought his peace on any terms, 
and left the crown of Poland to its own destiny; but that opportunity ne- 
glected, and only a few new raised troops posted on those frontiers, the 
Czar recovered strength and courage, the former miscarriages were consi-

giments exercised, discipline settled, and by acting with whole armies aga- 
inst small detachments the soldiers became inured to fire, and easily begun 
to taste the sweets of conquest. The reduction of all Ingria, Dorpat and 
Narva followed these preparations, which have made the conditions of peace 
at present so impracticable; nor is it unlikely that all Livonia might have 
undergone the same fate, if, instead of a tedious march to Grodno, they had 
followed general Ogilvy’s council and set down before Reval and Pernaw. 
Thus far however the Czar went on prosperously and was still on the gain- 
ing hand, though the opportunities were not improved to the best advantage. 
But when abandoned by king Augustus, his case was looked on to be almost 
desperate, till the continual aversion of his enemy to any negotiation and 
the hard terms imposed on his late ally made him see what he has to expect, 
and that the only choice left was a resolute defence or entire ruine; he 
therefore fortified the places most exposed on his frontiers, recruited his 
army, raised great numbers of new levies, procured many forreign officers, 
and during the long delays in Saxony renewed his treaties with the confe- 
derate poles. It was all along expected the king of Sweden at his return 
vould have first endeavoured to unite this schism by a general diet of paci- 
fication or to gain over m-r Seniawski and the other chief families by some

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little complaisance with their interests, which would have established the 
work of his hands, and might have insensibly led the poles into the pre- 
sent war, whose troops were most proper to have secured his rere and 
convoys of provisions from the sudden incursions of the cozacks and tartars, 
the want whereof is now his greatest distress. But these gentler means have 
been despised, nor any proper force yet employed towards reducing the dis- 
contented party to submission. If what the russians report from the several 
deserters and prisoners concerning the dearth in his camp be half true, 
it is now found to be the greatest obstacle to his designs. He has indeed 
always affected a total neglect of magazines and artillery, and has hitherto 
gone on With success without those expensive and unwieldy trains of war, 
as well as his great ancestor Carl-Gustave, whose life and deeds, I have 
formerly heard, are his only study and imitation. But this was in Poland, a 
plentiful country and licentious government, where every man is free to 
choose his own way of ruin, nor has any one the necessary power to stop 
the general flame by blowing up his neighbour’s house; but the maxims 
here are quite others, the rule is absolute, and no private interest suffered 
to come in competition with the good of the whole or pleasure of the prince. 
Besides the land is not so well tilled, the villages few, their wooden houses 
of little value, and the furniture almost nothing, so that, wherever an enemy 


approaches, the people are warned away with what they can save, and the

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cozacks set fire to the rest, as they have several times already done in sight 
of the swedish army, who find all desolate before them, and as they advance 
will run further into want and cold. It is also observed they make their 
attack in the most difficult, though nearest way to Moscow, where the 
towns are most scattered, and the rivers, marshes, and woods least practic- 
able; whereas had they gone down to the Ukraine, they would have found 
a noble campaign, plenty of forrage, and many rich towns of the cozacks, 
a free people, not so well affected to the present government as to suffer a 
total desolation for its sake, the old general Mazeppa having work enough 
to keep them steddy in their duty as it is. Or had the king made his attempt 
on the side of Livonia, his rere had been secured and provisions easily fur- 
nished by his own country or by shipping. 

The two armies lye now within sight, and though the autumn be very 
fine, in five or six weeks it must give way to a five months cold and snow; 
nor can the armies keep the field much longer. But where the swedes can 
with safety take their winter-quarters, is not easy to be foreseen without 
a general battle, which, though hard to come at, seems to be their best re- 
source; for should they be obliged to repass the Dnieper into Lithuania, 
and stay there till next spring, the war may last as long as that in Poland

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did, and the conditions of peace be at least as uncertain, though were the 
crown-army brought to their side, it would be no despicable acquisition. 

As to the Czar, he has the advantage of a numerous army, which as 
you may see by the inclosed list if compleat, as it was last spring, and 
perhaps may be the next, will amount to near fourscore thousand men, 
including those drawn from Ingria, though now they are extremely lessened 
by desertion, skirmishes, sickness and want of care. Here are also about 
eleven thousand new raised men in this city, which I suppose are designed 
for recruits, since they are not properly regimented and have no officers, 
but those who teach them their exercise. There are also other parcels dis- 
‘persed in several places, and could the inward troubles of the country be 
appeased, he might draw above ten thousand regular forces from thence into 
the field. The army is composed of leesty, well made fellows, the exercise 
good, their air quite altered since their campaigns in Poland, and many of 
their regiments will doubtless fight well, if led on; but their arms are bad 
and their horses worse, nor, if once broke, are they used to rally again into 
order, but charge as they can get together, and though encouraged by 
their late sucess, they will make a bold and vigorous attack, yet they are 
not proper to sustain a continual shock, and, if once heartily beaten, will 
scarce be brought to stand again, for it is the temper of the country from

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the highest to the lowest to be very confident on the least sucess and to 
sink as low on any misfortune. The Czar’s greatest unhappiness is the want of 
good generals. His field-marshal, Scheremeteff, is a gentleman of unquestion- 
able personal valour, very fortunate in his expeditions against the tartars, 
and extremely beloved by his country and the common soldiers, but having 
never been employed against a regular enemy before, wants the necessary 
experience, which is said to be the only cause that the battle was lost in 
Courland. Prince Alexander Menschikoff, general of the horse, is the second 
in rank, but first in authority, since his ascendant is so great that his orders 
in civil and military affairs are equally absolute and the Czar was generally 
used to follow his determinations, though sometimes against his own opinion, 
but his interest is said to decline; his whole character is very disadvanta- 
gious to say no worse, and as for the war, he has neither experience to know, 
capacity to learn, nor courage to execute, as was plainly seen by the late 
disorderly retreat from the Weichsel to the Dnieper, which gave little 
reason to think the russians would now so well dispute their ground. The 
next is a forreigner, field-marshal-lieut. Goltz, who served formerly in the 
prussian troops, was last commandant of Dantzig, and brought with him 
hither a fair reputation. M-r Allard, a saxon, is general of the foot; he has 
served long in those troops in Hungary, was major-general in the battle be-

whence, being exchanged against major-general Horn, he returned to the 
Czar’s service during the campaign at Grodno. He is reckoned a good 
engeneer, which was formerly his chief application. Lieut.-general Dalbonne 
was colonel in the emperor’s service in the Upper-Palatinate when I was 
at Ratisbonne; but I do not hear that the other generals have been employed 
in any considerable post abroad. 

As for recruits, the Czar cannot want them, the lives and fortunes of all 
his subjects being at his disposal, nor will the money fail so long as his 
enemy can be kept out of his frontiers, and unnecessary expences be retren- 
ched, so that he has no reason to hazard all at a push, and finds more con- 
veniency in starving his enemies and weakning them by frequent parties. 
And though most of his lords and indeed the generality of his subjects are 
discontented, yet he has brought the natural moscovites too low to fear any 
revolt as Jong as his army is on foot, and nothing but the circumstance of 
time can make the wild tumults of the cozacks or tartars considerable. 

What is likely to make the greatest diversion and will give the Czar 
no small disquiet, is the attempt of the swedes against Ingria, for he values 
that province, and especially his darling Petersburgh, more than any part 
of his whole empire. You will also find a particular list of the forces, which

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should be in those garrisons, but their number is at present not half com- 
pleat, and most of them new raised soldiers, nor are any troops at hand 
for succour; so that, should the swedes make a vigorous onset, and pass 
the Nieva with their little army, the magazines of his shipping, his palaces, 
and the houses of his nobility, which are all without the fortress, would be 
in great danger; nor is the place itself capable of making any defence 
against a good siege, being little above three hundred english fathom long, 
and two hundred broad, reckoning from the outpoint of one bastion to the 
other. 

The fleet, whereof I inclose a list, lies thirty werstes off between Kron- 
schloss and Ritzardet, the batteries of which island are its chief defence, 
They usually stay there till the end of October, and then are hald up under 
the walls of Petersburgh because the mouth of the sea as well as the river 
freezes over in the winter. M-r Brown, an englishman, is gone to build two 
fifty-gun-ships at Ladinopole; and m-r Bent, another, is ordered to set up 
two of forty guns at Olonitz (two places on the lake of Ladoga), but, if this 
irruption of the swedes succeeds, their timber and other materials will be 
in danger to be destroyed. 

This, as near as I can guess, is the present situation of affairs, and as 
any alteration happens, I shall endeavour to give you notice, if the passage

of the post be free, which, if once settled, would be a great conveniency to 
all; and since Her Majesty has acknowledged king Stanislaus, I humbly 
submit to your judgement, whether applications might not be properly made 
to him on that behalf in conjunction with the States General and the king 
of Prussia. 

P. S. Just now the cannons have been fired round the city for joy of 
another action between general Bauer’s detachment and the swedish army 
on the 9“ inst. by Colodée, whereof the general himself gives the following 
account in a letter dated the 10“ from his camp about four english miles 
from Kaddyn: 

The enemy having broke up with their whole army on the 9™ inst. in 
the morning, directing their march to the place, where brigadier Polonski 
had been posted by lieut.-general Rénne, general Bauer rid out himself 
to observe their motions, and amused them so long with his cozacks, cal- 
mucks, and the piquet, that major-general Mikosch had time to bring up 
all his detachment and march aside of them in good order; on which 
the general ordered his cozacks and calmucks to begin the attack on a little 
pass and sent colonel Morell with a thousand dragons, and lieut.-colonel 
Krosten with three hundred of the picket to second them, but, these not 
being sufficient to keep back the enemy, major-general Wolchonsky was 
sent with a thousand dragons to their assistance; all which being too weak,

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he commanded major-general Mikosch to advance with the right wing, 
which he did, and in a fight of two hours repulsed the enemy three times, 
and oblidged him to halt, till he could march off in good order to the left, 
as the enemy did to the right. During this fire, the cozacks and calmucks 
fell on the swedes flank and did a great deal of mischief with their lances; 


so that their loss will at least amount to a thousand men besides one stan- 
dard and one captain, which were taken. After they had thus marched off 
from one another, the general posted himself at a little pass (against which 
the king of Sweden appeared in person) and cannonaded the enemy till 
late at night, when they went back to their former camp, and general Bauer 
continued on the same field till next morning. 

The captain, who was taken prisoner, being examined, reports, that he 
was of major-general Albentiel’s regiment, which was now but nine hundred 
men strong, that their march was directed to Mignowitz with eight regi- 
ments of horse and some of foot commanded by general Maierfeld, and the 
king himself was there with his trabands; that, as soon as they saw the 
russians, they had orders to attack in full career, but after an hour’s fire, 
the squadron in which the captain was, being twice repulsed, and his horse 
shot under him, he was taken prisoner, so that he cannot tell what passed 
afterwards, only that the king had ordered all the regiments to follow and 
act at the same time. Their design, as much as he knew, was to press on

they had been extremely surprised and disappointed to find the russians 
burn off their own country which they could not have believed. 

The account of this examination is in a letter from m-r Schafiroff, dated 
the 11 inst. from Soboleva, a village where the ministers were, eight 
english miles on this side of Mignowitz. He adds, that a detachment of five 
hundred dragons and seven hundred cozacks, having been sent to Mohilew, 
were returned and brought with them a swedish commissary, who had been 
set there with a small party to raise contributions and gather provisions; 
but after a very small resistance, the russians killed most of his party and 
burnt the provisions which they could not bring over the river. 

I shall only add, that, by comparing the examination of this captain 
about the strength of major-general Albentiel’s regiment on the 9“ with 
the account given of its total defeat just before on the 1" inst., there seems 
to be some mistake as to the greatness of the former action.

On the 19™ inst. I received the honour of your letter of the 30" July, 
with two duplicates of the 23¢and 27 and several copies of other papers re- 
lating to the great affront happened to the russian ambassador and the 
methods taking for a suitable satisfaction; on which occasion I and the com- 
pany here are oblidged to return our most dutiful thanks for Her Majesty’s 
concern, whose tender care extends itself to the remotest of her subjects and 
is ready to provide for every accident, which may possibly make them 
uneasy. 

These letters were sent me with an express from m-r Martins at Ar- 
changel, but have been kept up much longer than might have been expected;

vered to m-r Martins the 5", forwarded by him the 6™ in the evening, and 
then the messenger loitered thirteen days on the road, whereas the post is 
usually but ten; nor have I received any advice from m-r Stiles or notice 
that he has writ to his friends at court by this conveyance, which would 
have been the only proper time for his application, while the matter was 
fresh and in agitation. 

Your letter of the 23* July came luckily to my hands three weeks ago 
by the way of Poland and brought the first news of this unhappy accident, 
which gave me the opportunity to make my representations to the court, as 
you will have seen by my letter of the */,, September to count Golofkin (co- 
pies of which being sent by the ships and ordinary post cannot well fail both 
ways) and in some measure to prevent the ill effects of m-r Matweeff’s re- 
lation; for, how violent and how disoblidging this gentleman has been in the 
whole business, notwithstandig his great protestations to the contrary, you 
will more than sufficiently observe from the inclosed translation of count 
Golofkin’s answers to me, dated the 16" inst., wherein all possible and even 
improbable circumstances have been made use off to aggravate the blackness 
of his affront and raise the resentment of his master. 

This ungenteel behaviour and unespected return of the ambassador for

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served in his respect, and to moderate the Czar’s high displeasure by ende- 
avouring to set his story in the true light, of which,—such has been your good- 
ness for him,—I have hitherto very imperfect informations, being for the most 
part such as I can pick up from the letters of my private correspondents. 
However I suppose you will now think it proper to send me the protocol or 
authentic examinations of the persons chiefly concerned, that the conduct 
of the government may be cleared in part from the imputations of his excel- 
lency, which I cannot help suspecting to be very unjust in several particu- 
lars. You will also find inclosed my letters to count Golofkin and m-r Schafi- 
roff, which I dispatched by a courier to the army yesterday; and at the 
same time I writ to prince Menschikoff and to doctor Areskin, a relation of 
the earl of Mar’s, who is first physician to His Czarish Majesty, and in a 
very considerable degree of favour both with the Czar and prince; so that I 
hope I have taken such methods as will satisfy the court of Her Majesty’s 
great concern and signal friendship on this occasion, and suspend farther 
proceedings, till I may have received your answer and the honour of your 
further directions. 

I have also taken the liberty to communicate your two letters to the 
ambassador to the envoys of Denmark and Prussia, who both own nothing

two days ago, it is said the courier was drunk, the mail opened, several 
letters torn and others lost, so that none have been yet given out; but by the 
holland gazettes I have already seen, english letters of the 27“ July ought 
to be here. 

Thus far I have gone, and believe all will be well, if the factors at Ar- 
changel do not encourage the court to new measures by untimely apprehen- 
sions, to prevent which I writ some of them word above a fortnight ago the 
business would be made up, for it is a known maxim that the moscovites 
are never dangerous but when they see others afraid, and the best method 
to bring them to reason is not to give way. 

It was happy my letters came before that of the ambassador, whose ill 
-natured expressioas might have made us trouble, for the Czar is in the first 
heat rash and violent, but on second thoughts timorous and irresolute. I wonder 
the merchants in England, especially those who knew this country, were in so 
great an alarm. Ifever they were in danger, it was when the english fleet forced 
the king of Denmark to a peace, the danish envoy then making pressing in- 
stances to have their effects and persons seized, but in vain: the Czar was wiser 
then to ruin himself by damaging others, for the present war cannot be carried 
on without trade: the cloath, silver, great part of the arms, lead and brimstone 
coming from beyond sea with all the conveniencies of life, this country affording

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nothing yet but the bare necessary, and, having but one port, his whole cor- 
respondence is liable to be cut off by the same number of men of war as 
guard the merchant-ships. This the Czar saw and knew then, and will not 
have forgot at present while he is pressed by a potent enemy. Besides I am 
almost ready to believe he would rather sacrifice an ambassador then part 
with his english shipwrights, such a love has he to that part of the mecha- 
nics; for the greatest risk I ever run of being ill used was when I destroyed 
the tobacco manufacture in his residence and spirited away the masters, but then 
I saved myself by letting fall some speeches, as if they being brought hither 
without the queen’s leave, might also be recalled in case of further dispute, 
of which I had observed the Czar to be all along apprehensive. 

I have hitherto endeavoured to keep this business as secret as possible, 
that it might not hinder the young moscovite gentlemen from going over 
to England, but I am afraid the merchants at Archangel will not have had 
the same precaution.

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and since m-r Artamonowitz has been so disingenuous in his representations, 
I hope you will think I had reason not to give him quarter in my answer, 
but will please to send particular and authentic proofs of what has passed, 
if any of the circumstances he alledges are not fairly and truly stated, as 
there is great reason to suspect.

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that case-I humbly submit to your judgement whether it may not be pro- 
per to stipulate some conditions on your side, their gratitude not being to be 
relied on so well as a good bargain; as that-justice be done to all Her Majes- 
ty’s subjects who have any business depending here, and particularly the re- 
maining points of the tobacco-company; that orders be given to all the pri- 
kazes not to concern themselves anyway with the forreign ministers (which 
is the occasion of the frequent injuries we suffer here), but, if they should 
happen to have disputes with them or their domestics, to let all be refered 
and decided by the chancery of embassies; that the english merchants be also 
put under the protection ofthe said chancery, and their suits to be adjudged 
there as those of all strangers formerly were, till the custom was broke by 
the favourite to enlarge the jurisdiction of his offices. This would make their 
business more easy and compendious, free them from several vexations, it 
happening very often that the other offices are both their parties and judges. 
As complaints have formerly been made me on this account, I had moved 
the matter to the late great chancellor, count Golowin, who promised me 
his assistance and had concerted measures with me for carrying a point, in 
which his own authority and interest were concerned, but this gentleman un- 
happily dying before he got to the Czar at Kiew, and no other chancellor

I am also oblidged to return very humble thanks for the particular con- 
cern you have been pleased to express for mein this juncture;,and for your 
generous recommendations of my arrears to my lord treasurer. 

If I am oblidged to go to the camp or to send a courier to England, 
it will engage me to new expences; and if m-r Schafiroff proves hearty in 
the business, and deserves it, I may perhaps make use of the liberty you 
allow me, and present him to the value of three or four hundred pounds, 
which, [hope, Her Majesty will not think much, since this gentleman loves 
his interest, is in great favour and will always be necessary; but I shall not 
be overhasty in this matter.

His Majesty, the Czar, was gone over the Dnieper with his foot-guards 
and some regiments of horse, in hopes of finding an opportunity to attack 
general Lewenhaupt’s little army; but the places where these several troops 
stand, are not mentioned. 

In my two last letters, I had the honour to acquaint you, that the 
swedes had made an irruption into the province of Ingria, but I cannot yet cer- 
tainly learn what progress they have since made, few couriers coming from 
those parts, and their advices being kept very secret.

Yesterday two couriers with two trumpets sounding before them passed 
through the most noted streets ofthis city and brought the great news, that 
the detachment of troops commanded by His Czarish Majesty and prince 
Menschikoff have entirely routed general Loewenhaupt’s little army, killed 
the greatest part on the place (as some say near 8000 men), totally dispersed 
the rest, taken all their artillery, their baggage, and great quantities of 
provision, with two generals and many other prisoners. 

These couriers left the army on the 30™ past, the day I think after the 
battle; but, his highness, the hereditary prince, dining then some miles out 
of town at a country-seat belonging to prince Circasky, they went streight 
thither, so that the further particulars are not published. His highness has 
just now sent to invite all the forreign ministers and other persons of dis- 
tinction to an entertainment at his palace, where I suppose the full relation

mand, with the copies of what I then writ to him and m-r Schafiroff on this 
unlucky occasion. To day at noon I received their answers and inclose you 
atranslation of count Golofkin’s with an extract of the ambassador’s relation 
and a letter from the danish envoy, m-r Waldersee, tending to justify the 
ambassador’s representation of what passed in this disagreable rencounter, 
And indeed by comparing these papers with the species facti set down in 


count Golofkin’s former letter, you will find several invidious circumstances, 


which seemed to throw part of the odium on the court, are here left out; 
and the satisfaction is insisted on with greater moderation and civility. You 
will also see, that my proposal of going to the army has been declined and 
a person of quality expected expressly on this occasion. The particular abuses 
offered to the ambassador’s person, of which I had formerly no notice, 
are certainly very hainous, and the insolence of the bailiffs deserves the se- 
verest punishment, for the honour of Her Majesty’s government, as well as 
the interest of the merchants here, is highly concerned in vindicating this 
affair and deterring the ignorance and litigious spirits of private persons from 
such enormous attempts as may embroil a whole nation. And when I hear in 
what method Her Majesty may be pleased to think this may be done most con- 
veniently, I shall use my utmost endeavours to have it accepted by this court, 
in case what they propose may be (as I believe) impracticable or disagreable.

rejoicings then kept on this occasion. To day I received a particular relation 
thereof from count Golofkin and m-r Schatiroff, but, as it is impossible for 
me to prepare a translation and have a copy writ over before the post goes 
away, Whith is ateight this evening, Lhere take leave to send you the dutch 
copy, Which m-r Tilson will understand, and thereby you will see itis much 
more considerable than could have been expected. I do not yet hear what 
numbers have been killed on the moscovite side, but doubtless many must 
have fallen inso warm anaction, Prince Darmstadt is shot through the body, 
and lieut.-general Bauer throug the throat and face, but it is hoped their 
wounds, though dangerous, are not mortal; four or five colonels and other 
officers of note are also very much wounded.

The chief product of this tract of ground is hemp, the best and greatest 
quantities whereof usually came from Bransk, Starodub, Pocar and Potzep; 
but here ip notice that a great deal has been already burnt, and the country- 
people, now the armies are with them, having little or no opportunity to 
carry off the rest by the winter-way, this trade will probably diminish 
extremely next year (as I had the honour to acquaint you in my letter of 
the '/,, September) and therefore I am afraid Her Majesty’s navy will not be 
supplied in such plenty as formerly from Archangel.

The ambassador has certainly acted a very malicious and unsincere part, 
for he not only assured me that he would represent the matter to his court 
as favourably, as the nature of it would bear, but, as to my own particular, 
did often repeat his acknowledgments of my kindness and civility to him 
from the beginning of his misfortune to the time of his going away. You 


shall by the next post be fully informed of all the facts and circumstances 
that attended this case. In the mean time I may tell you that I was hardly 
come to town when this arrest was made, and was by chance not to be found. 
If I had been there, it had been too late to have prevented the injury 
he had received, and it could not have been in my power to have made an 
immediate reparation by inflicting any punishment uppon the offenders, as 
one in my station might have done in other countries. But m-r Walpole, 
as soon as he was found, went, and in my name offered all the civilities 
could be shown upon that occasion, of which he will give you a particular

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account himself. The treatment he received from the bailiffs may be some- 
thing aggravated by him; but you know very well, that they never lay hands 
upon any body but with as much rudeness and violence as they can. But 
that is not a material part of the case, for the indignity done to the cha- 
racter is in a manner equal, though the bailiffs had performed their office 
never so gently. As the ambassador has taken pains to aggravate all other 
parts of this matter, so he has thought it necessary to lessen the number 
of his creditors that agreed in using him in this manner, since the account 
[ sent you of the persons committed to prison for this offence, shows their 
number to be much greater than he has represented it, not to mention a 
great many others, who would not join in this violent way of recovering 
their debts, but were very clamorous for their money, as some are at this 
very time. [ do not take notice of this as an excuse for what is past; but 
to let you see that this representations are all of a piece. I need not observe 
to you that the satisfaction demanded is extravagant and inpracticable and I do 
not doubt but, as you have let them know, that the prosecution against the offend- 
ers is carrying on with all the rigour our laws do allow, of which I gave you an 
account in my letter of the 26™ of last month. So you will take a proper 
opportunity to let them understand that what they ask is in no body’s power 
to grant: and to say they will be satisfied no other way is the same thing 
as to say they are resolved to break off all correspondence with Her Ma-

almost daily happen between both parties with different success. 

As soon as His Czarish Majesty had defeated gen. Léwenhaupt, he 
dispatched adjt.-general Bruckenthal to king Augustus with advice of his 
victory and other overtures, and prince Menschikoff has lately received a 
present of fine arms with a letter from m-r Vitsdom, the king’s favourit, 
who amongst other compliments says he hopes to have the honour of wait- 
ing on the prince again in a little time, but whether this has any surer 
foundation, than the like reports industriously spread abroad last winter, 
you will best be able to judge. 

I have in several of my former letters acquainted you, in what manner 
the swedes had forced a passage over the river Nieva and settled themselves 
in the province of Ingria near Jamburgh, from whence they had daily 
communication with their fleet, and after a stay of near six weeks without 
making any attempt, designed to transport themselves back by shipping; 
on which occasion their rear-guard has been defeated by admiral Apraxin, 
as you may please to see more at large in the following extract of his letter 
dated from Narva the 22° October: 

«On advice that the enemy was marched with all his forces to the sea- 
side near a little village called Krivorucia and was making preparations to 
go on board the fleet, I resolved to follow them on the 12™ inst. with five

begin about ten, which continued a little time with great fire on both 
sides till major Grecoff with his grenadiers and some other battalions. 
passing through the water, entered the trenches in the rear and brought the 
enemy into entire confusion, killing about six hundred on the place and 
about three hundred more as they would have retired into the water. The 
rest who saved themselves in the woods were either slain or taken prison- 
ers. They had killed all their horses before. of which we counted near six 
thousand lying about their trenches. The fleet with their admiral and rear-ad- 
miral were present and fired hard at us during all the action, but without any 
effect, and major-general Lubecker, who commanded the whole body. was 
a spectator of the fight from on board the admiral. We have taken a major,

which is still stranger, make no mention of an accident that will properly

In my last of the *,, inst. I had the honour to give you an account of 
general Apraxin’s success in attacking the rear of the swedish forces in In- 
gria on the 16" October o.s. as they were going on board their fleet, which 
has now transported the greatest part of them to Reval and only carried 
back some few for a garrison to Wyburgh. This retreat has been confirmed 
to me by a letter from vice-admiral Cruys dated the 20 October from 
Petersburgh, where the Czar’s fleet was already arrived and laid up, no fur- 
ther danger being apprehended on those coasts, 

The reason of general Liibecker’s taking this resolution to transport his 
forces by shipping is reported here to be very extraordinary, for, a party 
of swedes having beaten some russian dragons and taken a baggage-waggon 
or two, amongst the plunder found a coat of brigadier-general Frazer (who 
commanded the moscovite forces) and in it a very odd letter from the vice- 
admiral to that general, exhorting him to observe the enemy very closely, 
and giving him hopes of speedy and considerable succours, there being (as 
he said) six thousand men in Narva, five thousand foot and twelve hundred 
dragons in Novgorod, besides three or four thousand men in Ladoga, with 
plenty of provisions and amunition of all sorts. The reading of this letter is 
HovarO LETMAMA HO BOZCTAHOBACHIN HEKOTOPLIXE KasallKuXb Bosbuoctell, Bb Hasemst 
UM HYTEML YAepHaTh Ocrasbuoe KasasectTBo BhpuLims upucart.

Three weeks letters are again wanting from Germany, but whether 
they have been stoped by the poles or cozacks is not known.

man on his approach found the bridges drawn up, the guns planted, and 
the walls maned with soldiers. Being surprized at these unusual prepara- 
tions, he was told general Mazeppa was gone out on an expedition and had 
left colonel Kénigseck (a saxon who, having embraced the greek religion, 
had been settled and employed in that country) to command in the castle 
with orders to admit no one whatsoever till his return, nor would the com- 
mandant himself be spoke with or take any farther notice of the prince’s mess- 
age; on which the prince, suspecting foul play, returned to his troops and 
soon after light on some cozacks, who gave him information of all that had 
passed. This the prince immediately dispatched to the Czar by an express, 
who was extremely surprized at such an unexpected misfortune, but with- 
out delay took the resolution of forcing the castle and declaring a new 
general before the other cozacks could have time to fall off. 

Prince Menschikoff was detached for this expedition with three or four 
thousand men, and coming before the castle, which was in no sufficient state 
of defence, he presently ordered an attack to be made, and in some little 
time took it by storm, the cozacks being surprized with these vigorous pro- 
ceedings, colonel] Kénigseck being mortally wounded at the beginning, their 
men being not disposed in a right order, and lastly falling at variance 
amongst themselves. As soon as the moscovites were masters of the castle,

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they hung up colonel Kénigseck, and sent some of the other chief prisoners 
to the Czar, and it is generally reported the town has been burnt down to 
the ground, but of that I have no certain information. 

This negotiation of Mazeppa with the king of Sweden seems to have 
been of a long standing, for about a year ago two chief officiers of the co- 
zacks (whose employments were something like those of lord-register and 
lord-chief-justice) came to the Czar’s army and accused their general of 
corresponding with the swedes; but his truth being then unsuspected and 
they having no impartial witnesses, nor being able to produce any authentic 
documents of what they alledged, except the form of a letter pretended to 
be contrived by Mazeppa for exciting the cozacks to a rebellion, which also 
was the lord-register’s hand, this gentleman was threatened with the tor- 
ture, to avoid the pain and infamy whereof he confessed all he had done 
was forged out of private enmity to his general, on which the Czar ordered 
them to be sent back to Mazeppa and left at his mercy, who immediately 
commanded them and three or four more of their accomplices to be put to 
death, and sometime ago, when he sent his favourite, Bistritzky, to the 
king, he gave notice to the Czar that this gentleman had turned rebel and 
was escaped, by which policy he in a great measure avoided the suspicion 
this might haye drawn upon him. 

By count Golofkin’s letter you will also find the swedish army has 
passed the river Desna, though too late for the relief of Baturin, and that

The last letters from the army in the Ukraine are of the 18™ inst. o. s, 
dated from Putiwle on the river Sem, from whence they designed to con- 
tinue their march to Rumny on the river Sula, as the most convenient post 
to cover the rest of Circassia and keep open their correspondence with Kiew 
and Poland. 

The king of Sweden had cantoned his forces from the neighbourhood of 
Baturin to Nezin, a country abounding with all manner of provisions; but, 
it is said, he was at a loss for artillery and amunition, having relied on 
those stores, which general Mazeppa had gathered in Baturin, and fell 
into the hands of the moscovites with that castle. It is still assured that the

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their winter-quarters and have time to furnish themselves with cloaths, 
horses and recruits. Their army is reckoned to be about twenty six thou- 
sand men in a condition of service, general Léwenhaupt not having brought 
to the king above three thousand from his late defeat, for the rest who 
saved themselves, being entirely despersed, made the best of their way into 
Lithuania. The Czar’s army is said to be above fifty thousand strong, His 
Majesty having immediately recruited the regiments which suffered most in 
that action from the garrison of Smolensko and other new-raised soldiers. 

Most of the lords who where some weeks ago ordered down to Smo- 
Jensko, and from thence waited on the Czar to Bransk, are returned hither 
and have brought orders to levy aman from every twentieth house for recruits, 
and to get together some thousand horses, which the nobility are obliged 
to furnish His Majesty at a small price. 


Yesterday prince Menschikoff’s birthday was kept here with great so- 
lemnity, and the prince-royal, all the nobility, the chief officiers, the danish 
and prussian envoys and I were invited to a great entertainment in his new 
palace, where the healths of the Czar, Her Majesty, the kings of Denmark 
and Prussia were severally drunk with the discharge of twenty-five pieces 
of cannon at each. The empress-dowager and princesses were treated at the 
same time in another apartment, and all ended with a great deal of satis- 


faction.

All the letters you have been pleased to write me about the un- 
happy affront offered to the russian ambassador are come safe to hand, and 
I hope mine of the 1*, 22° September, 13 October and 17“ November 
o. s. Will have had the same good fortune, or at least the copies I transmited 
by other post; whereby you will have seen the several steps I have made 
in this disagreable affair, so that I shall not trouble you with a particular 
repetition of the ambassador’s sharp representations, in his first heat, the 
high resentment of this court in the beginning, their moderation afterwards, 
and their resolution to rely on the assurances I gave them of Her Majesty’s 
friendship and concern, and to stay with patience till satisfaction could be 
made; and I now wait for Her Majesty’s pleasure how far she may think fit 
to comply with the Czar’s demands, or what she may propose in lieu of 
them: for I cannot believe the Czar would have any delight in the lives of 
the offenders, but would have them condemned as a terror to others, and 
left at his mercy, to maintain the reputation of his country and ministers 
in the world,—a solemnity usual in Germany in cases of such an extraordi- 


nary nature, and practised here about two years ago when the prussian

With my lord Sunderland’s letter of the 24 September I received the 
copy of one from Her Majesty to the Czar; but when the original, which 
is left at the Hague, may arrive is very uncertain, and itis still more, when 
and where I may have an opportunity of presenting it to His Czarish Ma- 
jesty; for you will have seen by the translation of count Golofkin’s letter 
to me of the 8 October that my proposal of going to the army has been 
declined, partly for their continual marches, and partly on account of the 
present unlucky dispute, in imitation of what was done to the venetian am- 
bassador in London, but really that I should not see too nearly into the dis- 
ordered state of their affairs, for in the public solemnities here I have always 
been invited with the forreign ministers, and Her Majesty’s health remem- 
bered with the due preference to other crowned heads. In the meantime I 
shall send a translation of the letter to m-r Shafiroff, and shall add the most 
proper representations to confirm this court in their present good temper 
which has been brought so far, that I hope neither de Vaux, nor any other 
instrument of mischief will be able to do much harm; though at this dis- 
tance, being above six hundred english miles from the army and the cor- 
respondence being not free and open, it is impossible for me to observe 
particular persons and intrigues.

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I have long struggled with this inconvenience, and been often oblidged 
to act by way of prevention, as rather forseeing what might happen, than 
knowing what was, as in the present case, when I followed their first hint 
of reprisals so far that I obtained a declaration from m-r Shafiroff in his 
letter of the 12“ November; the Czar was of too great prudence ever to 
be brought by any means to such a step, except on the last necessity. 

Thus you may please to see, the whole business will depend on the re- 
solutions to be taken in Great-Britain, which I do not question will be suit- 
able to Her Majesty’s promises and the glory of her reign; for, if I may 
be allowed to give my opinion in all possible humility, Her Majesty’s own 
honour and justice is concerned to see the law of nations strictly observed 
in her dominions, and due reparation made for the offences of her subjects, 
especially when required in a modest and friendly manner. The scandalous 
behaviour of the bailiffs and their unnecessary and impudent ill usage of 
the ambassador’s person, if as represented hither by him and the danish 
envoy, is certainly the most crying piece of insolence I ever heard of; and, 
I am very well assured from good hands, the Czar is resolved to have a pro- 
portionable satisfaction at the instigation of several forreigners employed by 
him here and abroad, and the example of my lord Manchester in Venice; but 
I hope to obtain so far, that the manner thereof may be left to Her Majes- 
ty’s disposal and convenience; and it will be the more necessary to gratify

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His Majesty on this point because of other concurring incidents which 
have occasioned some coldness, as the acknowledging king Stanislaus, while 
the States-General stand out, at a time when his ambassador was proposing 
a treaty, without any previous notification to the Czar,—an oblidging method 
which has been observed by the courts of Vienna and Berlin, very well re- 
ceived here; and then the rejecting his offers of entring into the grand alli- 
ance, for, though they were disadvantagious and perhaps impracticable in the 
present juncture, it were to be wished the blame of the refusal had been at 
least shared amongst the other allies, and, though on an unsuccessful battle 
with the swedes he might be brought to sit down with less, yet a grudge 
would still remain and one time or other might turn to the common pre- 


judice; for the prospect of a future commerce between Great-Britain and this 


empire is so very considerable, especially for the consumption of the woollen 
manufacture, that it may, be worth the care of the nation to keep up a 
fair correspondence with His Czarish Majesty by all marks of esteem and 
offices of friendship.

The admiral came from Petersburgh about two days ago, and is followed 
by five regiments of foot and two of dragons, being near seven thousand 
men of the best troops, they having no apprehension in those parts, since 
the retreat of general Liibecker and the ruine of his cavalry. I have spoke 
with some officers, who give a very odd account of that whole expedition, 
and confirm the panic fear occasioned by the vice-admiral’s letter, whereas 
he had force enough to be entire master of the open country and march 
which way he pleased, as one Kewit, a partisan, did with a hundred horse, 
who, rather than dismount his party, ventured to repass the Nieva, where 
he met with no opposition, and carried off with him four or five hundred 
horses belonging to the officers, the rest, near seven thousand, having been 
killed by the general’s orders about the camp.

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all thoughts of coming to a general battle seem to be laid aside at least for 
some time, Lieut.-general Rénne and lieut.-general Hainskin were sent to- 
wards the end of last month with two detachments to beat up the out-quar- 
ters of the swedes, but, as no particular account is given of these expedi- 
tions, it is supposed they did not meet with any considerable success. 

One of the chief cozack’s-officers, who went over with Mazeppa to the 
king of Sweden, is since come back, and has obtained his pardon from the 
Czar. He says two other colonels had the same design with him, but, being 
discovered, were arrested by the swedes, so that Mazeppa had but two or 
three persons of any cosideration by him, who were at liberty, and not 
above three or four hundred common soldiers, who only wanted an occasion 
to desert. 

M-r Schafiroff says the rest of the cozacks continue firmer in their de- 
votion and allegiance to the Czar, than could have been believed, killing or 
taking prisoners such of the swedes as fall into their hands, no parts of the 
country adhering to Mazeppa except those where the king had his quarters. 

Great preparations are making here to recruit the army; for which pur- 
pose (besides the usual levies that take up more time) a draught of five 
thousand lusty young fellows has been made from the people, who are em- 
ployed on these fortifications, and they are immediately to be sent with two

since of late instead of aggravating, they have endeavoured to excuse the 
sharpness of his first relation. 

Though I do not trouble you with the translations of my several letters, 
where no new incident or material passage deserves your consideration, yet 
I have carried on a regular corfespondence with count Golofkin and 
m-r Schafiroff on this subject, towards removing the prejudice of the first 
impressions, keeping up their good temper and preparing them by degrees 
for a refusal of their proposals, which I well knew were incompatible with 
the british laws and liberties of the subject; and for this end I endeavoured 
to set them right in their mistaken notions of high treason assassination and 
robbery, under which heads they would have brought the present case, 
though of itself it is only an order surreptitiously obtained and ignorantly 
misapplied to the violating of the law of nations, and even that offence is 
very much lessened by the government’s immediate concern and care to dis- 
avow What had happened. 

I also put them in mind of that remarkable instance in Holland, where 
the portuguese resident was arrested for debt by order of the court of just- 
ice, and of the famous edict published by the states of Holland and West-

would listen to any reasonable overtures. But I shall not make further men- 
tion of this matter to m-r Schafiroff, till I see how Her Majesty’s letter has 
been received, whereof I sent a translation on the 10“ December, but have 
yet got no answer. 

On the 31* past I acquainted count Golofkin and m-r Schafiroff that 
the process was already begun against the offenders, before any sollicitations 
or the notice of their proposals arrived, which sufficiently shows the readi- 
ness and sincerity of Her Majesty’s ministers in their offers of satisfaction. 
I now wait to know the issue, but if, as I believe, the laws will admit of no 
corporal or public punishment for the bailiffs, I humbly submit to your 
judgement whether some extraordinary methods should not be taken to heal

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the present breach and remove all ground of secret discontent, which might 
otherwise break out hereafter to the disadvantage of the merchants, the loss 
of their trade, and the prejudice of the national interest, as I have already 
had the honour to mention more at large in my relation of the 8" Decem- 
ber 0. s. 

Letters from the army of the 26" December confirm the miscarriage 
of the Czar’s design on Hadish, which expedition having taken air, was 
prevented by the approach of the king of Sweden. And general Allard met 
with little better success at Rumny, from whence the swedes were entirely 
removed with all their baggage, so that he only found some bread and a few 
sick people without any garrison. 

But though the sword did no execution, it is said considerable numbers 
on both sides perished by the violence of the colds which happened at the 
time of their march. 

The king of Sweden is advanced with his army to Bobrik, a mile from 
Lebedine, and has cantoned all his forces in two very great villages within 
half a mile of one another. On his approach the Czar removed his head- 
quarters to Sumy, and only left lieut.-general Rinne with the rere-guard 
of dragons in Lebedine. But His Czarish Majesty has sent general Goltz 
and lieut.-general Galitzin wit fifteen regiments of foot and dragons to pass 


the Dnieper and endeavour to intercept king Stanislaus, who, as they had

Yesterday the hereditary prince set out to wait on His Czarish Majesty 
at Sewsk, and that morning two of the foot-regiments come from Ingria 
marched towards the army; they will be followed by the four others with 
all possible diligence, and the two of dragons will not stay long behind them. 
In all they may make about seven thousand men. 

Before I finish this relation it is my duty to acquaint. you with a letter 
I have received from general Ogilvy, dated the 20" October from the camp 
at Lisle, wherein he tells me his master has twenty thousand men compleat 
chosen troops for which his grace sollicits against next year, and then gives 
me some short relation of what has passed this campaign, as an introduction 
to very pressing instances he makes me to renew my correspondence, and 
to send him an exact account of the Czar’s affairs, the force of his armies 
and what measures he takes to carry on the war; and this le desires I would 
do every post in the present juncture. Inclosed in mine was a letter to the 
emperor's secretary, several passages whereof are still more extraordinary:

their ambassador was also comprehended... 

M-r Schafiroff says that general Goltz had orders to find out king Sta- 
nislaus, and, if possible, engage him to a battle, if, as was reported, he was 
marching through Volhinia with a reinforcement of swedish and polish 
troops towards the Ukraine. With this detachment were also sent lieut.- 
general Galitzin and the major-generals von Werthen, Gordon of Achin- 
thouel, and Ifland. They had also some expectations of being joined by the 
crown-army, having been encouraged by general Seniawsky to this expedition.

enemies, on purpose to affront the ambassador, it was absolutely necessary 
for me to set those points in a truer light, at least by a general account.

In a three 
weeks time I may expect to know the final resolution of this court... 

..+ This week no forreign post is arrived, but letters from the army 
of the 12 inst. mention the king of Sweden’s having attempted to take a 
small town of the cozacks, called Weprick, wherein a thousand russian sol- 
diers lay for garrison. It is said His Majesty stormed three times, but was always 
repulsed, and at last abandoned his enterprise with the loss of fifteen hun- 
dred men, amongst whom general Rheinschild is said to be mortally wound- 
ed. This piece of news is thought to deserve confirmation. 

By the several motions of the swedish army it is believed the king’s 
design is to advance towards Belgorod, the chief town on the river Donetz, 
from whence a communication would be open with the rebellious cozacks 
on the Don, who still appear from time to time in flying parties, but not

Your letters of the 14" and 21" of November last n. s. having been 
already acknowledged by my order, I have nothing further at present to observe 
to you upon them. I have since received the favour of yours of the 28" of 
November n. s. with a translation of count Golofkin’s letter to you, wherein 
I am sorry to find that your court seems to insist on so high a reparation 
for the insult offered to their ambassador as the death of the persons concer- 
ned. It is certain that the laws of this kingdom will never go near that 
length, and it cannot be expected that we should break in upon our consti- 
tution, and overturn the foundations of our government to come at the satis- 
faction demanded. The parliament have begun todo what can be expected 


of them in this matter, in taking such particular notice of this affront, as

Her Majesty has not yet thought fit to answer the Czar’s letter upon 
this subject, having already writ an apology to His Czarish Majesty upon this 
unfortunate accident, which I do not find by your letters, that you have as 
yet received. But the letter I writ to the ambassador is in substance, what 
Her Majesty has to say upon the reparation demanded by your court, which, 
it is hoped, will have its due weight, and that His Czarish Majesty will think 
of some practicable expedients, and desist from pressing Her Majesty upon 
impossibilities. 

Her Majesty has been pleased lately to give the rectory of Methley in 
Yorkshire, avery considerable living, to m-r George Goodwin, brother-in-law 
to m-r Stiles, upon account of his being recommenéd to her by the Czar. 
I have acquainted the moscovite ambassador with it and send you a copy 
of my letter to him, that you may be apprized how very desirous Her Ma- 
jesty is to take all opportunities of gratifying the Czar.

You will find both by my said letter to count Golofkin and another to 
m-r Schafiroff that the only use I designed to make of this accident was to 
facilitate the accommodation of that in Great-Britain, and therefore I did 
not give you an immediate account, expecially since what passes here is 
little discoursed of in the world; and nothing of this nature is strange in a 
country, where the law of nations is very little known, and not much better 
observed. But since His Czarish Majesty insists so much on the wrong his 
minister has received, it is my duty to acquaint you with what has happened 
to me, that you may make the best use thereof, either for lessening their 
demands or requiring on your side a proportionable satisfaction... 

Some days ago a minister from prince Ragotzky andthe hungarian mal- 
contents came hither, after a stay of four or five months at Smolensko. 
He immediately notified his arrival to the other envoys and me, as envoy, 
but the compliments we sent him back by his own servant were very cold, 
and sufficient to let him see none of us would acknowledge him in that 
character.

M-r Kurbatoff, who 
in the absence of m-r Schafiroff has the management of such affairs, was 
very cautious in his answers, and only said he would acquaint count Golofkin 
with the secretary’s demands and protestation, and till then could tell him 
nothing positive. ; 

Though the letters from the moscovite camp bring very little news and 
neither count Golofkin, nor m-r Schafiroff have of late mentioned any, yet 
in one of the 21" January I find the assault and taking of Weprick is con- 
firmed. The moscovites say the swedes have lost in the storm four colonels, 
viz the twocounts of Sperling, Taub and Fritz, 2 lieut.-colonels, Funch and 
Memell, three majors, seven captains, nine lieutenants and ensigns with 
thirteen hundred and eighty-five common soldiers, besides a thousand wound- 
ed, and twenty or thirty other officers. On the moscovite side were killed in 
the siege one major, three captains, two lieutenants, two ensigns, and one 
hundred and sixty seven common soldiers, a hundred and fifty were wounded, 
and eight hundred and ninety six taken with the colonel, lieut.-colonel and 
major, who have the liberty to walk about the town without guard. 

I have also seen the copy of a letter from m-r Mazeppa to king Stanis- 
laus, dated from Rumny the 5" of January, and said to have been intercepted

to my late letters, that he may better know what measures to take, and 
what representations may be most usefull for the public interest, as well as 
his private concern; though the Czar being removed from the camp, their 
resolution will come some days later than I expected. 

Letters of the 4" inst. from the head-quarters at Sumy say, their spies, 
prisoners and deserters unanimously reported, that the king of Sweden, 
reflecting on his great loss at the attack of Weprick, on the difficulties of 
pushing forward since prince Menschikoff had taken post at Achtyrky, on 
the scarcity of forrage, which daily increased, and on the danger of staying 
in his present quarters, which, being low grounds, are subject to great in- 
undations at the opening of the frost, — His Majesty was resolved to remove 
with his whole army to Pultawa, on the river Worskla, and it was generally 
imagined he would from thence retire to the Dnieper. 

These informations have been readily and joyfully believed by the rus- 
sians, who design, in case the swedes go so far back,to march also to Kiew. 
In the meantime they enjoy their winter-quarters more at ease, and His 
Czarish Majesty having left the command of his army to the prince royal, 
to avoid all disputes between prince Menschikoff and field — marshal Shere- 
meteff, was already gone to Voronesch; from thence he is expected in this 
city, where, after a day or two’sstay, he will proceed to his beloved Peters-

In my last I had the honour to inform you of an intercepted letter from 
m-r Mazeppa to king Stanislaus, acknowledging his protection and desiring 
his assistance, On this occasion the Czar has published a declaration to let 
the cozacks see m-r Mazeppa really designed to bring them under the old 
yoke of Poland, instead of erecting a free republick as was given out in 
his first manifest, and for this piece of service was to have the duchy of 
Severia from king Stanislaus. His Czarish Majesty also acquaints them, 
that a spie being taken, pretended to have brought letters from Mazeppa to 
the archbishop of Czernigow, the colonel of Glukow, the Prince Cetwer- 
tinsky, and the ataman or chief magistrate of Glukow, in which story he 
stood, though confronted with some of them, but, being brought to the tor- 
ture, confessed he was sent from Mazeppa to Glukow, with no letters but 
only to bring these great men into suspicion and disgrace with His Czarish 
Majesty by this false report, for which he was promised a considerable 
reward. 

As both these papers have been printed in the polish language and will 
probably be already got to Germany, I shall not trouble you with the verbal 
translation, but only observe, no notice is taken in this answer of the incli- 
nations toa rebellion, which Mazeppa affirmed ever in several parts of Russia.

... So much is known, that prince Menschikoff with the division of 
horse under lieut.-general Rénne have been surprized in a town between 
Achtirky and Poltava and entirely routed by the swedes, but the circum- 
stances of the action and the loss they may have suffered is not mentioned. 

The hereditary prince has been dangerously ill, but is now pretty well 
recovered. 

There is no news of the Czar’s being yet got to Voronesch, though His 
Majesty is still said to have left the army; and some of the great lords set 
out from hence this week to wait on him there and assist at a great council, 
As it is possible, the affront of the russian ambassador may be then brought 
into deliberation, I have taken care to give these gentlemen such notions 
of what is passed, as may incline them to.reasonable and moderate opinions... 

P. S. In this minute I receive the copy of a letter dated the 1” inst. 
from Achtirky. The action with prince Menschikoff happened on the 
27™ January near Oposchne. He had like to have been taken himself and 
lost 300 men, the swedes only 17. The 28“ the king marched with his 
whole army towards Achtirky, but finding the russians before him, stoped 
two miles short. On the 29™ a party of russians and cozacks fell unexpect-

I have just now received an oblidging letter from prince Menschikoff 
dated the 13™ inst. from Bialgorod, and notifying his lady’s being brought 
to bed of a young prince, whereof his secretary has inclosed an ample account: 

On the 9“ inst. His Czarish Majesty came to Bialgorod from Achtirky, 
and was followed in the evening by the duke of Ingria (for so the prince is 
now stiled) with his whole court. On the 11™ his dutchess was brought to 
bed of a young prince, who was baptised next day. The Czar was god-father, 
and gave him the name of Lucas-Peter, the first being in memory of the 
victory near Kalish, which was gained on S-t Luke’s day. His Czarish Ma- 
jesty also gave a very splendid entertainment on this occasion, and, while 
they were at table, a courier brought the agreable news, that the king of 
Sweden had attacked the cavalry under general Rénne, but, after a vigorous 
resistance, was beat back and pursued a mile with the loss of four standards 
and a great many dead. That day general Rénne also sent the kettledrums 
he had taken from the enemy, with advice that above five hundred were 
killed on the place, with sixteen trabants, and several officers just by the 
king’s person, who had his horse shot under him, and could scarce have 
escaped, had he been known. The horse-grenadiers, of which every regiment 


has a company, behaved themselves extremely well in this action, not losing

On the moscovite side lieut.-colonel Tirrell and a captain of gre- 
nadiers were the only officers of note killed, but how many common soldiers 
they lost, is not mentioned. The horse are now posted in Gorodnie and Bo- 
goduchow, and the duke of Ingria designed to go to them in a day or two. 

But the Czar having made the new-born prince a present of a consi- 
derable estate, and named him lieutenant of his life-guard, went the same 
evening to Voronesch, where he arrived on the 13", but how long His Ma- 
jesty may stay there, or whether he will proceed to Petersburgh, is not yet 
certain.

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Majesty’s explaining herself so obligingly upon that subject, consider the 
nature of our constitution and new model their first proposals of reparation, 
which are so impracticable here, as, if insisted upon, can only tend to the 
breaking off the ancient good correspondence between the two crowns.

On the 11" February 
the king with his trabands, six regiments of horse, and two of foot, one of 
which was his guards, endeavoured to surprise three regiments of dragons 
at Krasnicut, who retreating about half a mile to Gorodnie, found the Se- 
menofsky guards and two regiments of horse-grenadiers, with which suc- 
cours they posted themselves again, and after a vigorous dispute beat the 
enemy back in great confusion, pursuing them above a mile and a half. Five 
hundred were killed on the place, many wounded, a pair of kettledrums 
taken, and the king himself in great danger. These letters add, that the 
swedes had often endeavoured to surprise the moscovite horse, and oblidge 
them to a general action, but without success; and being continually har- 
rassed with strong parties and detachments, they have been forced to remove 
from place to place, and could not go into winter-quarters, though where 
they would take them now would be soon known, since the rivers there 
begin to open and overflow the country, and the operations would cease on 
both sides for some time. 

Fresher letters of the 26" February from Bialgorod say, field-marshal 
Scheremeteff had been very lucky in another expedition. On the 13" he 
marched with a very strong detachment from Sumy towards Hadish. On

little village not far from Weprick, he sent major-general Béhm with a 
good party, who attacked the enemy on the 15" at eight in the morning, 
and after a vigorous dispute forced an old castle where they had posted 
themselves, and entirely destroyed them; the colonel himself, seven commis- 
sion officers, fifteen others, and about ninety soldiers were taken prisoners; 
they also found near three thousand horses, most belonging to the equipage 
of field-marshal Rheinschildt and other generals, with a considerable quantity 
of baggage. It is said rejoicings have been made at Voronesch for this 
action, but none have been ordered here, though yesterday the account was 
printed by authority, much to the same purpose as I have now related, but 
the particular specification of their booty is so very odd, that I cannot for- 
bear troubling you with the repetition: viz: besides the officers, 48 baggage 
-servants, 2 colours, 39 musquets, 16 pistols, 31 swords, 8 carabine-belts, 
11 bit-bridles, 31 cloaks, 4 housings, 5 belts, 5 saddles and holsters, 
11 coats... and at last comes in a lump three thousand horses, with a great 
quantity of baggage! 

It is said the swedes after this action retired about twenty miles behind 
Hadish, burning the country between them and the moscovite army; here 
is also a blind report of a later action with general Scheremeteff to his dis- 


advantage, but I have not heard the particulars, nor any thing which can 
be relied on.

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I must observe to you that neither the ministers, nor any letters from 
the camp, except some which come hither very privately, ever make mention 
of their own losses, so their news is not to be relied on. It is certain the 
king of Sweden has met with several disappointments, and made some steps 
which seem unaccountable at least while the particular circumstances are 
not known; and in a letter from Kiew of the 14" February major-general 
Gordon tells me the best judges think his affairs are in a desperate condi- 
tion, but it is probable all will depend on the jonction of king Stanislaus 
with his reinforcements, which may turn the scale and oblige the cozacks 
to declare themselves; hitherto they seem rather passive, than affectionate to 
either party. 

His Czarish Majesty is still at Voronesch, and designs to stay there till 
the opening of the next campaign without going to Petersburgh. The princess 
Nathalia, his sister, and some few of the chief ladies have been sent for thi- 
ther, and seven or eight ships from sixty to eighty guns are to be launched 
this spring. 

The Czar is very busy at work and for his greater diversion has sent 
post hither for his turning-banck. 

Several great executions have also been done there on the rebellious 
cozacks.

Though I have given you a full account in my relation of the present 
dispute with the moscovite ambassador, yet I must beg leave to add a word 
or two in a more particular manner. 

I have been informed by a very good hand, that the ambassador has 
received a severe reprimand and almost lost his credit with the Czar, ho- 
wever his representations of what is done and expected by other courts, his 
relation to the first minister, the busy councils of some foreigners and chiefly 
their late success against the swede have prevailed with them to insist on 
high terms of reparation, and to prefer his revenge and reputation before 
their solid interest; and the oblidging of Her Majesty’s gratitude for the 
past or a wise providing for what may come are not to be expected here, All 
their care is confined to the present and that often not well considered. 

The methods of this government, and especially their administration of 
justice differ more from those of Great-Britain than the severity of their 
climate from the gentleness of english air, and therefore it is no wonder 
they are so little understood. As to their other inferences and way of rea- 
soning, they either are so weak, or have been all so fully disproved already,

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that I would not give them the trouble of a second refutation, but am 
willing, if that be any satisfaction, to let them have the honour of the last 
word, and I now only wait to see whether they will give me a positive answer 
to your proposal or not. 

By one paragraph of count Golofkin’s letter you may please to see, they 
now plainly insinuate an act of parliament, whereof they had given some 
little hint before. I suppose m-r Mattveeff may have formerly received some 
such hopes from the russian merchants in London, since their letters to 
their correspondents here seemed to assure such an act would be procured; 
but, having no notice from you, I never gave the least encouragement to this 
pretension; though in my humble opinion it would be the most honourable 
satisfaction for the Czar, and the most proper for the british nation to 
make amends for the past and prevent future disorders. 

War, peace and all leagues are the queen’s indisputed prerogatives; the 
treatment therefore of forreign ministers,as an inseperable branch, ought 
wholly to be left to Her Majesty and her Council, and exempted from the 
common methods of proceedings; especially since the law of nations has 
been so generally received, and the interest as well as the reputation of 
Great Britain oblidges us to keep up a good correspondence with all mankind. 

There are several other weighty considerations, which are needless to 
urge to a person of your knowledge and experience. I shall therefore

..+ Here is little news from the armies, which are now both in quarters, 
and are likely to continue so till June, when the floods will be abated, for- 
rage plenty, and the roads good. The last letters are of the 10™ inst. the 
Czar’s forces were at Bialogrod, Bogoduchow, Summy, and other places the- 
reabouts. The swedes were marched ten german miles beyond Poltava to- 
wards the zaporovish cozacks and the frontiers of Tartary. It is said the 
king of Sweden is treating with the tartars and has sent two or three ex- 
presses to Turkey. 

By letters of the 20" inst. His Czarish Majesty was still at Voronesch, 
the rivers were open, though the frosts continue here very severe, and great 
preparations were making, for the launching seven or eight ships, which are 
to be carried to Tovarow, a place five or six miles lower on the same river, 
where new docks have been made. It is also assured that the Czar will him- 
self go to Asow with fourteen or fifteen men of war that lye already on the 
Don. These were built by dutch masters eight or nine years ago, and, being 
of green timber, are mightily decayed, though some little repairs have been 


made from time to time. The suspicion of the swede’s designs perhaps oblidges

Your answer of 
the 11" January is so civil and oblidging, that it would make a very great 
impression on any person of prudence and temper. I have therefore sent a

Your letter is so very full and persuasive, that I have been able to add no- 
thing on that subject, and have only given a more particular account of the 
high and unexpected favours, wherewith: Her Majesty has been pleased to 
distinguish the young russian noblemen. It is to be hoped this signal instance 
of the queen’s esteem for the Czar’s country and family will meet with the 
due acknowledgement and not be ungenerously thought to proceed from 
design or apprehension. 

Since I am on this subject, I cannot forbear from taking notice of a 
passage in the Leyden-Gazette of the 5‘ February, that paper being publish- 
ed by authority. It is in the paragraph from London of the 25 January: 
‘Les deux jeunes princes moscovites... etc... viennent apprendre la langue,

I have also observed in the Harlem- 
courants some expressions about the affront of the ambassador, which might 
aggravate the affair and have an ill effect on a people ignorant and natural- 
ly mistrustfull. 

The last letters I have seen from the army are of the 15" March. The 
vantgard of the russians was then at Katelwa on the river Worskla, being 
three regiments of dragons and some cozacks; the swedes had three regi- 
ments of horse and two of foot at Oposchne, a mile from thence, and the king 
had his head-quarters at Budiske, a mile farther on this side of Poltawa 
(for so these names are spelt in the map, though otherwise in the letters). 
The spies and prisoners say His Majesty designs to stay in those quarters 
till whitsuntide, having secured the avenues with turnpikes, and ordered 
great quantities of provisions to be brought in for his subsistance. M-r Ma- 
zeppa stood by himself three miles farther towards the zaporovish cozacks, 
as was thought for carrying on a correspondence with them, though hitherto 
his attempts have been unsuccessfull, two parties he sent thither being 


entirely cut off and of the third only a hundred and fifty men got back 
again. 


On the 9" three hundred russians dragons attacked two regiments of 
cozack-foot belonging to Mazeppa in a place called Descowa; it is said they 


killed the greatest part, and took fourteen prisoners, who were afterwards

general Goltz is at Kiew, and major-general Ifland with a detachment of 
dragons is advanced to Polone and Ostrog in Volhinia. Major-general Crassau 
with the swedish regiments has intrenched himself on the Pripiet, and king 
Stanislaus is drawn off towards Lublin. 

His Czarish Majesty has sent an adjutant-general with a good sum of 
money to the Crim-tartars. 

By letters from Voronesch of the 24 March the Czar was still there, 
but the design of going to Asow seems to be laid aside. The swedish officer, 
whom I mentioned to be arrived there, is an auditor-general, who was for- 
merly taken and sent back on his parole. He is come about an exchange of 
prisoners, on what conditions I do not hear, but I have seen several letters 
from the army, which say that in his passage he let fall some discourses, 
as if he had a farther commission to sound the Czar’s inclinations for a 
treaty, and was to be followed by another minister in case he met with any 
encouragement. Since the king of Prussia’s overtures for a mediation have 
been constantly rejected, as I have seen even by his last rescript to m-r 
Kayserling, it is hardly credible the king of Sweden should really make 
this advance of himself, in a juncture when he must expect bad conditions, 


and his honour and interest are so far engaged, especially since he must

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have been highly provoked by a rude and insolent answer to his late mani- 
fest, published by this court in the beginning of February. If the king of 
France by any present gratification or future prospect can engage the king 
of Sweden to abandon Ingria either for a sum of money or an equivalent, 
it is very sure peace may be made to morrow or else it is as far off as ever, 
But I have written so very fully on this subject in several of my relations, 
particularly those of the 3 February (23 January) and 4 August (24 July) 
1706 and in another of the °/,, February 1707, that I shall not trouble you 
with their repetition. 

Though these last packets have had the good fortune to find a way 
through, yet the post is like to be very precarious and uncertain, so I must 
still desire the favour that dublicates may be made of the orders you may be 
pleased to give me this year, and sent by one of the early ships to Archangel. 

The courier, which was to have gone four days ago, having been still 


kept up, I have had the opportunity of adding this to my former relation.

M-r Kykin, one of the Czar’s favourites, came yesterday from Voro- 
nesch, but neither the consul, nor m-r Stiles have yet found an opportunity 
to speak with him, as they will to day or to morrow, and then I may learn 
where or at what the business sticks, so that by next post I hope to give 
you a more satisfactory account, either from his report or an answer from this 
court, m-r Schafiroff having told the prussian envoy in a letter of the 24™ 
past, that he could say nothing about the affront of the ambassador, not 
having been then able to procure a final resolution.

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acquaint this court on the first opportunity with the continuance of Her 
Majesty’s extraordinary kindness to the Czar’s young relations. They cannot 
yet have given His Majesty an account of their oblidging audience, since 
none of the merchants had any letters from London by last post, and their’s 
use to come under the consul’s cover. 

His Czarish Majesty was still at Voronesch on the 3" inst., but his 
voyage to Asow was then uncertain. If he could get his ships ready to sail 
this last week, he was resolved to go; if not, at was believed, he would stay 
there until the opening of the campaign; and it is probable this last intention 
will be confirmed; since letters from the army of the 26™ past say the za- 
porowisch cozacks have of late declared themselves for the king of Sweden. 
About eight thousand of them are in arms, and one of their detachments 
has surprised a regiment of russian dragons under brigadier Campbell, and 
taken the major with fifteen or sixteen prisoners. 

All who come from Voronesch, affirm that near eight thousand of the 
donish cozacks have been put to death in several places and manners for 
the late rebellion. Such usage and the example of the zaporowish may have 
ill consequences, if the king of Sweden should be able to gain ground this 
summer

If my last letter of the 13™ inst. happen to come to your hands some 
time before this, you will be surprised at the long silence of this court, both 
as to your offers of satisfaction, and the other extraordinary instances of 
Her Majesty’s concern and friendship. But last night I received a letter 
from count Golofkin dated the 14™ inst. at Voronesch, which coming too 
late to be translated for this post, I beg leave to send you the copy. 

The substance is, that, having laid my letter of the 28" February and 
others of former dates before the Czar, he was ordered to acquaint me, that 
His Majesty could take no final resolution, till he knew to what the offend- 
ers should be sentenced in Great-Britain; that an act of parliament would 
only provide for the future, and would be no satisfaction for the present; 
that the sending a public minister should make up what, as I pretend, 
could not be granted by our constitutions; and therefore His Majesty would 
first see what you are willing to do, that he may govern himself accordingly 
in his declaration as to the receiving the equivalent offered by Her Majesty 
out of her particular friendship, which though he certainly esteemed very high,

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yet his own reputation would not allow him to let the offenders escape 
unpunished, especially the sheriff and the bailiffs, who ought to undergo the 
severest censure, without which the rest could not be received as a satis- 
saction; that my last letter of the 30" March did not arrive before the Czar 
was gone to Asow, but that he would give His Majesty an account of the 
honour and favours the young m-rs Nariskins received from the queen, 
which would doubtless be taken for an instance of friendship, though these 
young noblemen had been ordered to live incognito, and only to follow their 
studies; that as to the pass for naval stores he had procured no other reso- 
lution than what they at first sent me. 

The post is usually but three or four days on the road to Voronesch, 
and therefore it seems strange my last letter with the copy of yours to the 
ambassador and an account of the young noblemen’s reception should not 
get thither in twelve, especially since I was informed here eight days ago 
that the said letter was well arrived. At least I have been assured by several 
good hands, that Her Majesty’s favours to the young noblemen were well 
known to the Czar, who expressed himself to be very much satisfied with 
this public instance of the queen’s friendship, though he did not design they 
should have put you to any expence or inconvenience, and therefore had 
ordered them to travel privately. 


The whole letter seems to me very confused, but, when translated, you

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will be able to make the best judgement; and I shall only observe, that though 
the lawful punishments of the offenders, the queen’s apology, and the voice 
of a nation are thought slight reparations for an affront to which their 
ambassador gave the unlucky occasion by the imprudent management of his 
own private concerns, yet no satisfaction is given, nor the least notice taken 
of the injury done me in detaining one of my chief servants four and twenty 
hours in prison for no fault at all. 

Since count Golofkin has detained his answer so long, and that I have 
received none from m-r Schafiroff to three letters, I have no reason to be 
overhasty in my reply, and therefore shall wait till the post comes in and 
brings me an account what sentence the jury may have brought in against 
the offenders. And notwithstanding these seeming irresolutions, I cannot 


question but all will go well, though I am afraid they will expect a person 
on purpose. 


Two days ago I received avery oblidging letter from prince Menschikoff, 
dated at Charkow the 9" inst., recommending his brother in law, m-r Basilius 
Arsenjew, who is ordered to Great-Britain to learn the art of navigation, 
and desiring I would procure a pass from Her Majesty for him, by which I 
suppose this gentleman, who is at the army, will travel by land.

bably be the quickest and surest passage. In the meantime I shall make 
use of this occasion, to see how far the prince will employ his interest, as 
to the satisfaction for making up the dispute with the ambassador, and pro- 
curing the passes for the naval stores. 

The prince in his letter mentions a very extraordinary piece of news, 
viz: that Great-Britain and Holland had freed king Augustus from their 
guaranty of his treaty with the swedes. Of this he says they had several 
advices in the army, which were confirmed by an intercepted letter from 
king Stanislaus, sent them by the crown-general Seniawsky. I inclose the 
copy of general Goltze’s letter to prince Menschikoff, wherein you will find 
the swedish ministers are said to have given these informations from London 
and the Hague. It is my duty to acquaint you with all such reports, and I 
hope you will have received my former accounts of general Ogilvy’s letter 
to me and the views of his master. 

Prince Menschikoff says the swedes have posted themselves on a sort 
of island, and that the moscovite forces were disposed in the most convenient 
places about them; small parties were out every day and sometimes brought 
in prisoners, besides the deserters, both officers and others, who often came 
over; and most of the zaporowisch cozacks being also returned to their

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duty, they designed to choose a new chief or koszewoy. In the last action 
the cozacks killed above six hundred moscovites and it is not probable the 
greatest part are come to the Czar; on the contrary, it is much feared the 
revolt may spread to those of the Don. 

His Czarish Majesty set out for Asow on the 10“ inst. with four men 
of war and six brigantines. The floods being extremely rapid this season, 
he hopes to be there in seven or eight days in a light brigantine, though it 
is near a thousand english miles; the men of war will come after as they 
can. M-r Puskin, one of the chief ministers, is gone with His Majesty, and 
there is some talk that he may be sent to the Ottoman Port. The prince 
hereditary and prince Gagarin came hither two days ago, and the princess 
is expected very suddenly; but the admiral will stay at Voronesch till he 
hears from the Czar at Asow. 

This letter will be sent by the way of Kiew, here being yet no news 
whether those by Wilna and Koénigsberg are got through; nor have I received 
any letters from Great-Britain since those of the 28" January o. s. 

The floods are very high and have done great damage here. Ten days 
ago we had nothing but frost and snow and the rivers were still passable, 
but now all is melted except what lies inthe woods, and the heats are as 
violent as those of July in Great-Britain.

In my relation you may please to see count Golofkin’s answer about 
the affront of the ambassador, but I have better information from other 
hands, prince Gagarin having solemnly assured me by the consul and 
m-r Stiles that the Czar had given the first minister positive orders to 
make and end of this dispute, being very well satisfied with Her Majesty's 
friendship and so far angry with his ambassador, as to have once thoughts 
of taking away half his estate, notwithstanding the count always suppressed 
such passages as might be to his disadvantage either in the ambassador’s 
own relations, your letters, or what I writ. There is no doubt but my last 
arrived in time, though kept back from the Czar’s knowledge, nor is it a 
wonder how they have hindered my coming down. The Czar made very 
light of the whole business when it was discoursed of several times, and 
particularly three days before he set out; the admiral was of the same opi- 
nion and the other ministers thought Her Majesty’s offers reasonable, except 
the count, who was willing to keep up the dispute and carry it as far as he 
could for the particular interest and honour of his relation, and m-r Schafiroff 
complied not to disoblidge him, and perhaps one design of that silence was 


to give the ambassador time for making his own conditions. But you will

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be best able to judge how far he and the first minister have deserved at 
your hands by this unfair dealing their indifference to Her Majesty’s apo- 
logy, their affected silence, the denyal of the passes, and the little concern 
shown for the imprisonment of my servant; though such instances, this court 
and country considered, are of no further weight than you may please to 
give them. In the meantime I shall endeavour to break the first minister’s 
measures by the favourite. 

But should this court positively insist on your sending a minister with 
an apology, yet the summer is so far spent and the travelling by land will be 
so uncertain, that it cannot be expected he should come before next year with 
the shipping to Archangel. However I hope the rest of the business will be 
soon settled, and must therefore beg leave to remind you of my former 
humble request for permission to return home; my health being extremely 
impaired by this climate. If Her Majesty may be pleased to grant this favour, 
the letters of recall may be sent to Archangel that I may travell by the 
winter-way. And should the first minister put off the accommodation so long, 


I do not question but the least notice of my recall would hasten the conclu- 
sion to your wishes. 


I must once more beg leave to recommend myself to your favourable 
protection, and remain with all possible respect, etc. etc.

The bill for preserving the privileges of ambassadors and other public 
ministers of foreign princes and states having now passed the royal assent, 
I herewith send you a true copy of it; and, as you will observe by the pre- 
amble to the law what particular care has been taken to express the sense 
of Her Majesty and the whole nation upon the affront offered to the mos- 
covite ambassador here, so I question not but you will set that matter in so 
true a light, as to make your court highly sensible of this extraordinary 
instance of Her Majesty’s endeavours to use all practicable methods towards 
giving due satisfaction. 

If you think that an exemplification of this act under the great seal and 
finely embellished would be acceptable at your court and make a greater 
impression, I shall take care to have such anone prepared, and sent to you. 
In the mean time you will use your best endeavours to make all improvements 
you can of the passing this law towards bringing your court to more reasonable 
terms of reparation. | have sent a copy of this act to m-r Dayrolle to be 
communicated to the moscovite ambassador at the Hague. And now the term 
is soon coming on we hope to be able to see of what opinion the judges are 
as to the punishment of the offenders.

King Augustus has yet no treaty with the Czar, he demanded a million 
of dollars, which has been refused, and only a declaration sent him back in 
general, that, when he was actually come into Poland, this court would give 
him what assistance they could.

Colonel Guldenstirn was killed in the action, 
and a lieut.-colonel, a major and three captains taken prisoners: the zapo- 
porowish cozacks did not come up in time. 

Count Dohna, a prussian gentleman, who was lieut.-general under king 
Stanislaus, and sent by him to the king of Sweden with forty officers, has 
been taken prisoner near Kiew with all his company.

In my last I also acquainted you, that a detachment of three thou- 
sand swedes and four thousand cozacks under major-general Krause, having 
designed to surprise general Rinne with eight thousand moscovites at So- 
kolny, was beat back with the loss of five hundred men, besides those killed 
ia the pursuit. The lieut.-colonel and other officers taken prisoners in the 
action, say the king of Sweden was still in his old quarters at Budisce, 
and all his forces so disposed as to block up the detachment of moscovites 
in Poltawa. They judged their army to be still about twenty eight thousand 
strong, the sick included, and expected near twenty thousand recruits this 
summer, part from Courland under major-general Skyte, and part under 
major-general Crassau. They reckoned the cozacks, who had declared for 
the king of Sweden at fifteen thousand men and said they were to be rein- 
forced by some thousand tartars. 

Letters from Charkow of the 26" past bring advice that the grass being 
long enough to be cut, the russian army was drawing together near Crasni- 
kut. One of their detachments having met with fifteen hundred cozacks, 
has killed or taken most of them; their commander being prisoner, was

They have also destroyed a bridge the 
swedes were laying over the Dnieper at Perevolotsch, and burnt the town 
with a very considerable magazine, so that the campaign is opened success- 
fully for this country.

These proceedings are not looked upon here to be out of any particular 
distaste to Great-Britain, but for private reasons and conveniency. M-r Stile’s 
brother has often complained of the russian voluntiers and desired they 
might be taken out of his hands, being so very dissolute and unruly, that 
he could not keep them within their allowance, nor in any tolerable 
way of living. And this court may think the other young gentlemen will 
be bred up more strictly under the tuition of m-r Levove, who will also 
reap no small advantage from their removal, since their money, as well as 
their persons, is to be at his disposal. How far this prospect or the insinua- 
tions of our good friend the ambassador may have contributed to this reso- 
lution, I cannot tell; at least it might have been better timed, so as not to 
look like a public mark of coldness and dissatisfaction, which the consul, 
as from himself, let some of the government know was at present my opinion.

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their resolution, as they ought, since Her Majesty has been pleased to take 
such public notice of the young gentlemen. I pity them, whose birth, for- 
tunes and temper deserve something better than an Amsterdam-education; 
and doubtless the high favours they have received will leave a gratefull 
impression on their tender minds, especially since their change is like to be 
so much for the worse.

M-r Kayserling, the prussian envoy, has obtained leave from his master 
to return to Germany for some months, for the recovery of his health, but 
will stay here to see the best part of the campaign over, before he makes 
use of this permission; and I believe the danish envoy will scarce get away 
sooner, having yet no farther notice of his successor, nor any letters from 
Copenhaguen in three months.

I here inclose a copy of my relation by the last post, which is chiefly 
to acquint you with the recall of the young russian noblemen: m-r Kykin 
gave m-r Stiles very great assurances two days ago, that this proceeding 
was of no public account, but only to bring them under the care of m-r 
Levove, for fear their own tutor, as has been insinuated here, should be too 
mild and complying with them; especially not keeping them strict enough to 
the sea-part of their education; and their relations seem to be persuaded 
m-r Levove’s design is rather aimed ad the care of their money, than of 
their persons; and therefore they will endeavour to have these orders revok- 
ed before winter. 

The moscovite forces have had another successful action with the 
swedes on the 7“ inst. near Oposna, —a town on the Worskla, for which the 
guns have been fired round the walls this morning, and the following ac- 
count has been communicated to the forreign ministers. 

Prince Menschihoff having laid several bridges over the Worskla in sight 
of the swedes passed the river with a detachement of horse and foot, and 
attacked a retrenchment, which was guarded by six or seven hundred men,

two pieces of brass-cannon, one standard and two drums. 

Another body of swedes, being two regiments of foot and three of horse 
or dragons, under major-general Rose, retired themselves indo the castle 
of Oposna which they had lately fortified. The moscovites bombarded them 
for two or three hours, and not finding a storm practicable, ordered the de- 
tachment to withdraw. But before they could get over the river, the king 
of Sweden came up with a great part of his horse, and fell upon their rere- 
guard in a defilé, though with little effect, being oblidged to retire in con- 
fusion, by the continual fire of the cannons and infantry. This action was 
only a mile from the king’s head-quarters, at Budisce, whither all the swe- 
desh forces went back with His Majesty, having first laid the town of 
Oposna in ashes. 

Letters from Kiew of the 27“ April say general Goltz with his detach- 
ment, was but one march distant from the crown-army, and after their 
jonction it is thought they would endeavour to attack king Stanislaus, who 
was said to be still near Lemberg with his forces. 

On the 16™ inst. the Czar was to leave Asow, and return to the army. 
His Majesty has sent one of his officers to Constantinople, with a request to

ground and the advantage of the situation, which covers the zaporowish 
cozacks and opens a communication with those of the Don and the tartars. 
It was only fortified with an earthen wall and pallisadoes against the sudden 
incursion ot the tartars, but the moscovites, suspecting the swedes designed 
to settle themselves thereabouts last winter, major-general Wolchonsky was 
sent with a considerable garrison and orders to put the place in a condition 
of defence, as has been done by flinging up some outworks, though too incon- 
siderable to resist an army which was tollerably providet with artillery and 
ammunition; but the want of powder in the swedish camp is said to be so 
great, that they cannot spare enough to shoot a breach, and therefore are 
oblidged to make use of other methods in their attacks. 

They had once brought 2 mine under the very wall, and laid in ten bar- 
rels of powder, but, being discovered by the besieged, the powder was taken 
out just before it should have sprung, and those who were beginning to 
storm, were beaten off with loss. A reinforcement of 1200 men, each carrying 
a pude of powder (being thirty six pounds english) and half a pude of lead, 
got some time after into the town without any loss under brigadier Golowin 
(prince Menschikoff’s brother-in-law) and colonel Uhr, a dane; but in the

The russian army is now all drawn together on 
the other side of the river Worskla in hopes of releiving the town, and when 
the Czar comes from Asow, it is thought they may hazard a battle, for which 
some of the generals give their advice, but such reports have often been 
without any consequence. In the meantime the moscovites are endeavouring 
to gain a line of communication with the place, and the swedes are drawing 
up another to hinder them, in which posture they were by the letters of the 
31" of May, and the success of this important siege is expected with im- 
patience. On the 25" a party of the moscovites passed the river and drove 
away near a thousand of the enemy’s liorses, and on the 26" an other party 
took about a hundred belonging to general Cruse with some of his servants. 

These letters also bring advice that colonel Jacowleff, being arrived on 
the 11™ passed before Setza, one of the chief cozackish towns, and finding 
the inhabitants would not be brought to their alledgiance by fair means, but 
had sent for succours to the tartars, he immediately opened the trenches, 
raised batteries, and, having stormed the place by water and land, took it 
after a dispute of three hours; about a hundred pieces of cannon were found 
there, three hundred of the principal persons were taken prisoners, and the 
rest put to the sword. 


The conjunction of the moscovite detachment under general Goltz with

and on the 13" general Goltz advanced to Podkamien, not far from Brody, 
but he was scarce got into his camp, before the lithuanian army, being 
about 5000 horse under general Sapieha, appeared in the neighbourhood; 
on which notice he drew out his piquet, his main guards and four regiments 
of horse, and found the enemy posted in a plain between two woods, whom 
he attacked and routed after a sharp dispute, his dragons following the chance 
as far as they could, their horses being tired with the days march; about 
two hundred ware killed on the place and near eight hundred more in the 
pursuit. Sapieha led on the left wing himself with great bravery, his best 
colonel was killed by his side, and the officer who carried his bunczuk or 
horse-tail, being the mark of his command, was taken prisoner with about 
forty others, three standards, six polish colours, and two pair of kettledrums, 
The moscovites had only one lieutenant and fifteen dragons killed and fourty 
two wounded. General Oginsky, who was about a mile off, on notice of this 
victory, sent a thousand light horse to pick up the straglers, and it was hoped 
they would have good success, the enemy being entirely scattered. 

This is the extract of general Goltz’s relation, who says that not above 
fifteen hundred of his men were actually engaged... .

On the */, inst. I had the honour to give you some account of the siege 
of Pultava. The swedes ware still before the town on the 17“ inst., but had 
made little advances and of late scarce any fire from their batteries, their 
chief application being to hinder the line of communication, which the mosco- 
yits have hitherto attempted in vain; provisions are said to be scarce in 
their camp, the water they had bad, and near four thousand of their horses 
have been at several times drove from the pasture by the cozacks and other 
small parties; but their greatest want is of powder, and the deserters report 
their common discourse was of repassing the Dnieper. 

The Czar arrived in his army on the 3™ inst., which he found numerous 
and in a very good condition, and His Majesty has writ hither himself, that 
he is resolved to give the swedes battle some time this month, for which the 
necessary preparations are making ready with great diligence. 

The high-admiral, m-r Apraxin, came hither from Voronesch some days 
ago, and on the 13™ set out for Petersburgh to take care of that frontier, 
where as all advices agree, the swedes design to make a considerable di- 


version this year. It is said general Léwenhaupt has already got together

On the Czar’s birth- 
day when he was drunk (and then if ever moscovite speaks truth) he ex- 
postulated very warmly with m-r Stiles, saying we set people on to abuse 
their ambassador, but a time would come to reckon with us. And now at his 
going to Ingria, when m-r Stiles spoke in behalf of some englishmen in the 
Czar’s service, he asked, why they should consider a nation which had done 
them such an affront, and that it ought to be revenged on me, the consul 
ind the rest. This, though turned off with an affected smile, was said with 
such an air, as sufficiently showed the venom of his heart; though at the 
same time they slightly pass over whatever has happened to my character in 
their dominions. 

From all these circumstances, Iam apt to believe, they will regulate their 
resolutions according to the state of their affairs: should they beat the swede, 
they may be troublesome, except the prospect of a peace with France brings 
them to wiser measures; it is what the Czar has always apprehended, as [ 
have had the honour to mention in several of my letters four years ago; and 
I know the news will make this court very uneasy, especially in the present 
juncture. 

It has, I own, been no small trial of my patience to find them so stiff 
and unreasonable notwithstandig your several advances, while the necessity

The managers of the tobacco-contract with the Czar of Moscovy humb- 
ly represent: 

That they have laboured through many difficulties to obtain that profit- 
able trade to this kingdom, and have suffered great hardships in their nego- 
tiations, and have yet two important points remain unsettled, viz: 

They demand of the contractors customs for the russian goods bought 
with the produce of their tobacco, contrary to the plain words of their ori- 
ginal contract, 

And they refuse to allow 20,000 dollars. upon account of pottashes, 
which sum the contractors paid them by a bill of exchange, upon promise 
to have it repaid in the same price. And yet now, contrary to all reason, 
they insist to have it allowed in account of customs, which are paid in cur- 
‘rant coin 40 p. ct. worse than dollars. 

The said managers do therefore pray your honour to press this affair again 
with the russian ambassador in Holland, and also to renew the orders that 
have been given to m-r Whitworth, Her Majesty’s envoy at Moscow.

Since that time no 
further news has been published, but here are murmurs of a sharp battle, 
which some say has been to the advantage of the moscovites; but the courier 
being come two days ago, and no particulars yet known, it has not the 
air of success. However most agree something considerable has past, of which 
you may perhaps receive fresher accounts by the way of Poland.

The unexpected defeat of the whole swedish army before Poltawa, and 
the dispersing of their troops has been so great, that the news thereof 
will certainly come to your hands before this letter. His Czarish Majesty sent 
the following account to his ministers from his camp the 27“ of June o. s.: 

«This morning very early the enemy with his whole army, horse and 
«foot, attacked our horse, who, having sustained the shock a considerable 
«time and done great execution, were at last oblidged to retire, but posted 
«themselves again on both wings of our foot, which was drawn up in battle 
«at the head of our camp. This the swedes observing, formed their line 
«against our front, and begun a second attack, but were so well received, 
«that they were. immediately beat out of the field with very little loss on our 
«side. We have taken a great many colours and pieces of cannon, with feld- 
«marshal Rhinschildt, four major-generals (Slippenbach, Stackelberg, Ha- 
«milton and Rose) and the first minister, count Piper, with his secretaries, 
«Hermelin and Ditmar, all their papers and some thousand officers and sold- 
«iers, the particulars of which we cannot as yet get together. Ina word the 
«whole army has met with Phaeton’s destiny. As to the king of Sweden we

Lieut.-ge- 
amerals Bauer and Galitzin with a strong detachment of dragons are gone 
«to pick up the scattered enemy». 

This relation was brought hither on the 1" inst. by a courier with a 
trumpet sounding before him, who also adds several other particulars by 
word of mouth. His Czarish Majesty had passed the river Worskla, and post- 
ed his army very near the enemy five days before, in which time no con- 
siderable action happened, the swedes still retiring into their camp on the 
approach of the moscovite parties, in hopes of rendering them secure and 
unprovided against a surprise. On the 26" in the evening lieut.-general 
Rinne had the avantgard of the army, and riding himself with one of his 
parties near the swedish outworks in the night, he heard a continual noise 
in their camp, from whence apprehending some design, he immediately or- 
dered his horse to mount, and possess themselves of a pass between the two 
armies, but was scarce got in order before the swedish horse came up and 
attacked him. He sustained their charge for about an hour, till he had notice 
that the foot was drawn up and all things in readiness, when he retired with 
his men to both wings of the army. On this retreat the swedes advanced in 
hopes of putting them into confusion, but were received so warmly by se- 
venty or eighty pieces of cannon, that they fell themselves into disorder, and,

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the foot coming up to their succours, were attacked by the moscovite in- 
fantry, sword in hand, after the first discharge, and, being likewise obliged to 
retire, were met by general Bauer, who had wheeled about with a strong 
detachment to fall on their rere; on which the greatest part flung down 
their arms and the rest was only a pursuite. The first officer of note, who 
was taken, was major-general Schlippenbach by the Czar himself, and soon 
after feld-marschal Rhinschildt by feld-marschal Scheremeteff. His Czarish 
Majesty was very active during the whole combat, he received a shot through 
his hat and rid down four horses; all was over by eight o’ clock in the morn- 
ing, and then the Czar invited the swedish generals to dinner. They were 
very civilly treated, and, amongst other questions, the Czar asking general 
Rhinschildt, how strong their army was the day of battle; he said neither 
he, nor any in the army could tell but the king himself, to whom alone the 
lists were brought, and not communicated to any person whatsoever; but 
that he guessed they might be about 30.000 men: nineteen thousand re- 
gular troops, and the rest cozacks. Being then asked, how they could venture 
themselves so far into so large a country with so small a number of men, and 
answering that what was done was not always by their advice, who, as true 
servants, were oblidged to follow their master’s orders without dispute, the 
Czar took his own sword from his side, and, presenting it to the general, told

The moscovites are said to have lost scarce five hundred men, but 
lieut.-general Rinne is dangerously wounded. Of the swedish side it is thought 
few or none can escape. Mazeppa with his cozacks was guarding the baggage 
at some werstes distance from the action. 

The king of Sweden had been wounded in the leg some days before in 
a skirmish with general Rénne, and in the battle was carried before his troops 
in a calesh, which being shattered to pieces by a cannon-ball, and his bed 
found upon the ground bloody, it was apprehended that His Majesty had 
been killed. But by letters of the 30™ past, here is news that he is escaped 
with Mazeppa and two thousand horse; it is said they are got to the Dnie- 
per, but much doubted whether they will be able to pass that river. The 
Czar himself designed to set out that day in their pursuite, general Bauer 
being gone before. The young prince of Wiirtemberg is amongst the prisoners. 

Two days before the battle they had news that feld-marshal Goltz had 
beat major-general Crassau, and taken his lady prisoner with all his baggage. 

This victory has been celebrated here with all possible demonstrations of 
joy these three days: some thousands of guns have been fired round the walls, 


and two great entertainments made by the hereditary prince and prince Ga- 
garin.

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Before the battle here were letters from Poltava of the 17", which 
gave a more particular account of both armies. I have seen the examination 
of a swedish gunner, who was taken on the second June in a forrage. He 
says the swedes had undermined the walls of the town in two places, but were 
discovered by the besieged; that five thousand zaporovish cozacks worked 
in the trenches, to whom, asan encouragement, he had promised to give the 
town when taken, being willing to spare his own troops, who were not above 
nineteen thousand men, however the discourse was the king would still go 
towards Moscow, if he gained any little advantage this campaign. They had 
bread and flesh enough in their camp, but no brandy nor beer, and so little 
powder that it was ordered by the parole they should not talk of it. Their 
artillery was of twenty five pieces, four eight pounders, four haubitzes, and 
eight six— pounders, the rest were field pieces, nor had they above a hundred 
bombs. The soldiers were tolerably well cloathed, the king having brought 
great quantities with him out of Poland, but in his way to the Ukraine, in 
a wood he melted down the heavy artillery, and burnt a great many wag- 
gons, pontons and parcels of cloaths, when if any one had a bad suite, he 
was allowed to take a new one for it. 

As to the moscovite army, they were near seventy thousand strong in 
good condition and had plenty of every thing, but the town had not pro-

On the 13" at night the Czar 
had crossed the river with part of his army for its relief, but the ways being 
thought impracticable for his foot and artillery, he ordered his troops back 
to their old camp, till they could find a better passage. On the 14“ lieut.- 
general Henskiu was sent with six regiments of horse and one of foot to sur- 
prise Old Senzara, where the swedes had left most of their prisoners, with 
a small garrison and some cozacks, major-general Cruys being posted at some 
distance from thence with three regiments of horse. General Henskiu having 
ordered part of his troops to amuse this detachment, attacked the town with 
the rest so vigorously, that he took it by storm in less than two hours, the 
prisoners, who were above twelve hundred within, having in the meantime 
fallen on the back of the garrison. In this action he took eight standards, 
and afterwards pursued major-general Cruys to the camp. 

The same day the new hetman Scoropadsky with four regiments of re- 
gular troops and some thousand cozacks attacked major-general Creutz, 
who was posted at some distance from the swedish camp, and, after a short 
fight, oblidged him to retire to the king’s head-quarters. On the 15" lieut.- 
general Rénne crossed the Worskla with some regiments of dragons, and some 
hundred tartars, and, having dismounted two regiments and laid them in am- 
bush in a wood, he advanced with the rest to the swedish camp, on which

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the king himself came out with two regiments of horse and fell upon the 
dragons following them with great fury to the ambush, where he was received 
with such a discharge, as oblidged him to retire in confusion to the camp, and 
in this action His Majesty was wounded in the leg. On the 16™ the generals 
Allard and Rénne took post on this side of the river, and on the 21" were 
followed by the whole army. . . 

This victory will in all probability give a great change to the affairs of 
all the north, and king Stanislaus is like to find the first effect, His Czarish 
Majesty being resolved to march into Poland, before the swedes can draw 
together a new army. But whether king Augustus pretensions will be now 
admitted may be a question, except he lays hold of the first news, and signs 
his treaty with the Czar’s ministers.

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On the 20“ June all the moscovite army past the river Worskla, and 
encamped a small german mile from the swedes. On the 24 they advanc- 
ed further within a quarter of a mile, and intrenched themselves to pre- 
yent all surprises, posting their horse on the right, under cover of some 
thick bushes and two or three redoubts, which were well furnished with men 
and cannon, designing in this posture to prepare all things for a battle. But 
they were prevented by the king of Sweden, who on the 27“in the morning 
very early passed the defilés with his whole army, and attacked the horse 
with such fury, that he oblidged them to retire from their redoubts towards 
the trenches after a brave resistance, where, drawing up again, they returned 
to the charge anp routed the swede’s right wing, taking Major-general 
Schlippenbach prisoner. 

In the meantime prince Menschikoff and general Renzel had been sent 
with a detachment of horse and foot towards Poltawa to intercept any new 
succours and to attack such of the enemy as might be left in the trenches. 
On the way they met with the swedish reserve of about three thousand 
men, most whereof, after a short fight, were either killed or taken prisoners; 
on which the prince returned to the main army, but general Rentzel, con- 
tinuing his march oblidged major-general Rose, who was left in the 


trenches with three regiments to surrender on discretion after a small 
resistance.

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While this past, the enemy’s horse had retreated to their foot and 
ranged themselves in order of battle about a quarter of a mile from the 
moscovite camp, on which His Czarish Majesty drew out two lines of his 
foot, leaving the third to guard the trenches and posted his horse on both 
wings. General Rénne having been wounded in the first action, general 
Bauer commanded the right, prince Menschikoff the left (where the chief 
action was expected), and His Czarish Majesty —the main body. About nine the 
fight began on both sides and in half an hour the swedes, both horse and 
foot, were entirely routed; nor could the foot ever come to rally again, the 
moscovites driving them with sword in hand to a wood, where first major- 
general Stackelberg, and soon after general Hamilton, feld-marshal Rhein- 
schild and prince of Wirtemberg, several colonels and other officers and 
some thousand common soldiers were taken prisoners. Three miles round 
Poltava was all strowed with dead bodies, so that they reckon to have killed 
eight or ten thousand swedes with very little loss on their side. 

His Czarish Majesty gave all possible proof of a brave general and 
wise prince, his hat was shot through with a musquet-ball; and prince Men- 
schikoff had three horses wounded under him. 

The first line of the moscovite foot, about ten thousand strong, won 
the victory, the second never coming to charge. The king of Sweden’s

On the 28 they were followed by prince Meschikoff 
with more foot, and they had news that their troops were almost got 
with the enemy, who continued his flight with all possible diligence, and 
had already abandoned about three thousand of his baggage-waggons. Count 
Piper, m-r Cederhelm and secretary Dieben, finding no means of escaping, 
went into Poltawa of their own accord. 

Besides the prisoners already mentioned, there are three colonels (Apel- 
green, Horn, Einschield), six lieut.-colonels, four majors, eleven captains of 
horse, forty two of foot, one captain-lieut., two trabants, fifty three lieuts.., 
fifty three cornets and ensigns, above two hundred other officers, and two 
thousand five hundred and twenty eight common soldiers, being in all 2978 
persons, They have also taken fourteen standards, twenty-nine colours from 
the dragons, ninety-three from the foot, and one from the wallachs, four 
pieces of cannon (being all the swedes had in the action) and four pair of 
kettle-drums. The persons ordered to bury the dead, said they had found 
8619 of the enemy, besides those that were killed in the pursuit. The mos- 
covites still say they have not lost above a thousand men. 

As to the king of Sweden and the rest of his army, here is no certain 


advice either of their numbers or condition. Some say the king made his

being the flour of his horse, besides several thousand cozacks, who stood 
with Mazeppa and the baggage at a little distance from the place of action. 
It is commonly said they have intrenched themselves on the Dnieper, and 
endeavour to keep back and amuse the moscovites, while they prepare floats 
and other conveniencies for passing the river; but some pretend they have 
already surrendered themselves to the moscovites with all their baggage; 
the king only having made his escape with five hundred horse. 

Were this report true, it might well deserve the firing of guns and other 
public demonstrations of joy, none of which have been made though the 
report has been in town three or four days. A courier came from the camp 
on the 2™ inst., but he only brought news of the Czar’s being declared 
major-general by the army, and orders to enter His Majesty with that 
title in the war-office here. 

This is the account given to the governement, but I have yet seen no 
letters from particular officers.

to see by the following relation, which prince Dolgoruky brought hither on 
the 15", and, though and ordinary courier had made more haste, all was 
kept private, that this gentleman might have the honour and satisfaction 
of the first good news. 

I then acquainted you, that such of the swedish horse and foot as could 
make their retreat from the place of battle, were pursued by lieut.-generals 
Galitzin and Bauer with a strong detachment the same day. 

The next being the 28", prince Menschikoff himself followed with more 
forces, but could not come up with them till the 30“, when he found them 
very advantagiously posted at the foot of a rising ground between the 
Dnieper and the Worskla, and, having taken a quarter-master with some 
wallachs, was informed that the king of Sweden with some hundred of his 
best horse past the Dnieper about three hours before, but left general Li- 
wenhaupt with the rest behind, who probably would surrender themselves, 
if summoned. On this advice the prince immediately advanced with his 
forces, who were not above nine thousand strong, and sent one to let them 
know, that since all hopes of a retreat were cut off, they must lay down 
their arms, or otherwise expect no quarter. On this message major-general 
Creutz, colonel Diiker, lieut.-colonel Trautfetter and general-adjutant Dou- 
glass came to treat of a capitulation, which was presently agreed, and sign-

who, contrary to all expectations, were still above fifteen thousand strong, 
choice troops, and most horse, gave themselves up as prisoners of war, and 
the same day delivered over all their arms, artillery, ammunition, chest of 
war, chancery, kettle-drums, standards, colours, and other drums to lieut.- 
general Bauer. Most of the cozacks also came in and beged pardon, but 
Mazeppa with some few of his accomplices got over the Dnieper a little 
while before the king of Sweden. It was not then known which way he had 
taken, but hoped he could not escape, several thousand of regular and ir- 
regular troops being sent after him and the king, and all other proper mea- 
sures taken to intercept them. This detachment has already fallen on the rere- 
guard, killed two hundred on the place, and sent in about a hundred prison- 
ers. In this manner the enemy’s whole army, so much talked off in the 
world, has been a prey to His Czarish Majesty, nothing being escaped ex- 
cept about a thousand horse, who fled with the king, and perhaps no history 
can give another instance of so many regular troops patiently submitting — 
themselves to such a destiny. 

On the 30“ June the Czar had left his camp near Poltawa, to follow the 
enemy in person, and just arrived, as the surrendry was made. In the in- 
closed list you will find they were sixteen thousand two hundred eighty- 
five persons; all the remains of thirty four old regiments, who made out twenty

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four thousand combatants on the day of battle. The particulars of their 
small artillery are also there, but those of the kettledrums, colours, and 
standards, though promised in the relation, have been omitted by the neglig- 
ence of the transcriber. 

On the moscovite side were only killed in battle one brigadier, one colon- 
el, two lieut.-colonels, two majors, and other officers and _ soldiers, to 
the number of thirteen hundred forty four men; wounded are lieut.-general 
Rénne, who is in a fair way of recovery, five colonels, five lieut.-colonels, 
eight majors, with other officers and soldiers, making three thousand two 
hundred ninety three men in all, of foot and horse, killed and wounded, only 
four thousand six hundred thirty six men,—a very inconsiderable price for 
such vast success. 

These letters are dated the 9“ inst. o. s. from Poltawa and all the cir- 
cumstances have been confirmed by one from general Bauer, and another 
from m-r Siltman, the king of Prussia’s resident, who was taken prisoner 
with count Piper, and seems to be glad that an end is put to their rude camp- 
aign, which was very fatiguing and particularly disagreable to him, since 
he was not allowed either to write to m-r Kayserling, as he had orders, nor 
to the court of Prussia. 


I can yet learn no certain news of the king of Sweden: some say he is 


retired to Tekin, a turkish town on the river Dniester, the frontier of Wal-

You may easily imagine the rejoicings here have been very extraordi- 
nary and suitable to the occasion; the guns have been fired and great enter- 
tainments made for several days together. 

M-r Kayserling, the prussian envoy, sets out to-morrow or next day for 
the army. I had already the honour to acquaint you, that he had ebtained 
leave from the king to return to Germany for some time on his particular 
affairs, but he did not design to go before winter, and the occasion of this 
sudden journey is said to be, that resident Siltman, having something to com- 
municate to him by word of mouth, and desiring leave to come hither, His 
Czarish Majesty thought rather fit to send for the envoy to the army; and 
it is probable he may be dispatched from thence to the court of Prussia with 
some proposals relating to the present situation of Poland and Sweden, as 
he formerly was from Grodno. 

As m-r Kayserling has been always very ready to promote the interest of 
Her Majesty, and particularly taken great pains towards accommodating the

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affront of the moscovite ambassador, I hope his presence in the camp will 
be of great use, since he may there sound their real intentions, and see 
where the affair sticks. 

I have already taken the occasion from this late victory to write to His 
Czarish Majesty himself, insinuating at the same time the continual marks 
of esteem and friendship, which Her Majesty and the nation have always 
shown for his person especially in this dispute, and I shall desire m-r Kay- 
serling to make such farther representations, as may be proper; and be- 
cause the posts are so irregular and so much time would be lost in writing 
from the army hither and so to London, he has promised me to give you an 
account himself of the dispositions he shall find there, as soon as ever he 
gets to Germany. 

I have still the unhappiness not to have received any letters from Great 
Britain since the 1" of February o.s., though the merchants have some of the 
4" June, which great disappointment, as far as I can guess, comes from one 
of the postmasters in Berlin, who continues to send my packets over Bres- 
lau, so that I am wholly at a loss what has been done by you or in Holland 
as to the satisfaction of the ambassador, in which there is reason to appre- 
hend this great success will make the court more high and difficult, and, 
as the affairs of the north may deserve your particular consideration, I shall 
use my best endeavours to keep them easy in this matter till I receive the 
honour of your farther directions.

Your great industry and ability seems to have brought the matter 
of the moscovite ambassador near to a conclusion at the court of Mos- 
cow to Her Majesty’s satisfaction. But we find that our law is either so 
entirely defective in that particular, or the judges so unwilling to declare 
it, that it is a matter of very great doubt, whether we shall obtain any 
punishment to be inflicted on the offenders. This has been the occasion of 
Her Majesty’s having recourse to the expedient here inclosed, sent over 
from Holland by m-r Dayrolle, and to which the ambassador himself is not 
a stranger...

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ment, Her’ Majesty will be pleased, without any further delays, to answer 
the Czar’s letter, and represent to His Czarish Majesty what endeavours have 
been used hitherto towards procuring a satisfaction proportionable to the 
offense, setting forth the act of parliament, which shewes the true sense of 
the nation, as to that unfortunate accident; the prosecution in law of the 
offenders and the insufficiency of the law to bring them to a due punish- 
ment, to supply which defect Her Majesty is ready to do any thing else which 
lies in her power, offering to have such offices passed at Moscow by her 
minister there as may be thought convenient, and send him to that effect 
an extraordinary commission, as it has been proposed, with such other 
assertations in Her Majesty’s letter, as may be thought proper for the pre- 
sent occasion, not omitting to use some obliging expressions, in behalf of 
the person of the ambassador. 

He would be desirous, an express should be sent with the said letter to 
Moscow, directed to m-r Whitworth, and a copy to him, which he will like- 
wise transmit to his court, and act accordingly.

the remains of the swedish army, being still fifteen thousand choice men, laid 
down their arms and submitted themselves without the least resistance to 
prince Menschikoff, who had not much above ten thousand men by him, for, 
though thirty regiments were commanded on that expedition, the march was 
so quick, that scarce half of them could come up, the rest being left behind 
to make the best of their way; the moscovites not imagining the enemy 
could have above seven thousand men in a body. | 

The prisoners are dispersed in the several towns about the Ukraine, and 
will not be brought hither before the winter, when it is supposed the Czar 
will make a triumphant entry into his capital. In the meantime a cartel 
has been made and signed by count Piper and m-r Cederhelm for the ex- 
changing all the moscovites who are at Stockholm; and this point, which had 
been sollicited so many years in vain, is the first fruit of the Czar’s 
wonderful success. 

Here is now certain advice that the king of Sweden and Mazeppa are 
retired to Oczakow, a tartarian town on the Euxine, whither they have 
been followed by prince Lobanoff with a detachment of the Czar’s troops, 
who have seized on all the avenues to hinder their escape, and will be rein- 
forced by others from the army. In the meantime His Czarish Majesty has

This is the best account I can get, though others pretend the king has 
already made his escape privately out of the place with Mazeppa and four 
or five orthers, but this scarce agrees with the account of his being so se- 
verely wounded. 

Amongst the rest of the booty Her Majesty’s secretary M-r Jefferies is 
fallen into the Czar’s hands, as he has given me notice by the inclosed let- 
ter. You will there find a short account of the battle (though there is a little 
mistake in the dates) and of some dispute he has with m-r Siltman. I have 
already writ to count Golofkin in his behalf and the prussian envoy will 
take care to set all things right between him and their resident, when he 
gets to the army, for which he set out on the 23", but has left most part 
of his equipage here. 

To day the hereditary prince likewise goes to the army, which was to 
be at Kiew on the 25", where solemn thanksgiving and rejoicings are to be 
made, with great presents to the Virgin Mary, to whose protection the de- 
votion of this country ascribes the greatest part of their success. When this 
solemnity is over, prince Menschikoff with most part of the horse will march 
to Lublin, and from thence streight to Warsaw; but feld-marshal Shereme- 
teff with the foot will make all possible diligence into Lithuania, and will

Their design is certainly 
against Riga, and a great train of artillery is providing here besides what 
is already at Smolensko and Polozk. The Czar has a personal animosity 
against the place, and the riches will envite his generals, so they will be be- 
sieged or invaded except the swede takes care to prevent it. As Her Maje- 
sty’s subjects have great interest there, it was necessary to send you this 
timely notice and I shall give them a hint by Kénigsberg. 

... I see the affair of the moscovite ambassador is not yet finished by 
the tediousness of the law-forms; but it is plain nothing has been neglected 
on Her Majesty’s side, as I shall inform count Golofkin by next post, and, 
though I cannot say my representations have always had the due weight, yet 
I hope they will keep them easy till a sentence be pronounced, and then 
you will see what will be their final declaration. I should be glad to receive 
either a copy or some information of the act for preserving the priviledges 
of ambassadors in the meantime, that I may let this court know how far 
notice has been taken of His Czarish Majesty in this law; whereof I have 
been hitherto only able to give a summary account from the gazettes.

(To N 79). 
The moscovite camp by Poltawa, July 9* 0. s. 1709. 


Since I had the honour to be employed in Her Majesty’s service as her 
secretary by the king of Sweden, I have had no opportunity to wait upon you 
before now. What I have at present to acquaint you off, will without doubt 
be as surprizing to you, as it has been glorious to the monarch, to whom 
you are sent. In short His Czarish Majesty has got a compleat victory over 
the swedes: the whole swedish army, consisting of 21,000 or 22,000 men 
are either cut down or made prisoners; the whole chancery, the generals 
and other subordinate officers, not excepting count Piper and feld-marschal 
Rhinschield, are in the hands of the moscovites. 

I am yet uncertain what my fate will be; the prince has promised me 
leave to return to England, chancellor Schafiroff is my patron, but m-r Silt- 
man, who has been employed by the swedes as envoy from the king of Prus- 
sia, is very much my enemy, and endeavours to persuade these ministers 
that I have been in the king of Sweden’s service. 

The tragedy I have spoken of was begun the 28™ past by Poltawa, when 
the swedes attacked the moscovites in their advantagious posts and retrench- 
ments, and finished the 1* inst., when the swedes retired from before Pol-

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tawa with the remains of their army to the Dnieper with design to pass that 
river, which they found impracticable, and were forced to yield themselves 
prisoners of war.

What these propositions are —I cannot tell, but guess they may be much 
of the same nature with those made from Grodno in one thousand seven 
hundred and five to secure the king in his pretensions to Elbing and offer 
the bishoprick of Warmia or the propriety of Courland, or else to restore the 
young prince to this duchy and transfer the protection to His Majesty from 
Poland, on which it has hitherto depended. What the Czar may desire in 
return is his concurrence to a new settlement of the crown of Poland, his 
assistance to maintain the possession of Ingria or perhaps to a greater pro- 
ject of parcelling out the provinces of Sweden — the first groundwork of 
this northern war. 


That king Augustus has been spinning out a treaty above these twelve 
months is very certain, as I have had the honour to inform you in several 
of my letters. And I am apt to believe the king of Denmark has had some 
fresh inclinations that way, the secretary to the late ambassador Ismailoff 
assuring me that, while he was at Voronesch with the Czar, there came pro- 
posals from m-r Dolgoruky of that king entring into the present war, pro- 


vided the Czar would furnish him with I think eight thousand auxiliaries and

But Ismailoff assuring him the king of 
Denmark could not break without the consent of his allies, those proposals 
were little reflected on at that time; now they may be more practicable; and 
the danish envoy apprehends nothing so much as this court clapping up a 
sudden peace. He suspects m-r Kayserling is sent for down for that purpose, 
and perhaps at the request of the swedes prisoners, and in this opinion he 
is left; though such a piece of prudence and moderation in these parts is 
much beyond my expectation, especially since all these generals have the 
free prospect of returning once more to the flesh-pots of Poland and the 
Czar will be easily persuaded from their late success that his troops are in- 
vincible. Such is the general temper of the nation depending on events and 
incredibly raised or cast down on the least alteration, and therefore I cannot 
think they have yet the king of Prussia’s mediation in view. 

M-r Kayserling is of opinion the Czar might easily be induced to peace 
if what he has gained be left him and the affairs of Poland be settled to his 
satisfaction; for Stanislaus will not be suffered there except the swede should 
recover sooner then is believed. If the envoy finds them still fully resolved 
to recall king Augustus, he will not shew his dislike, but should they be ir- 
resolute or ask his opinion, he will dissuade them from so dangerous and

The Czar was at my first coming very earnest to have Her Majesty’s 
mediation and I took the liberty to propose the offer might be then made to 
this court and the management left to time and opportunity, by which Her 
Majesty would have always had the business in her own hands, but that was 
not then thought proper, and now, I believe, would scarce be accepted here, 
at least not with a good grace or have the due weight, except the first motiou 
should again be made from this side. 

However there being reason to apprehend that farther disturbances in 
the north might occasion some interruption in the war with France, I have 
persuaded m-r Kayserling to incline this court to moderate councils and to 
insinuate that no peace can be so safe as one secured by the guaranty of 
England and Holland in conjunction with the king of Prussia. I have no 
reason to question this gentleman’s good inclinations and endeavours, and 
this is all I can do till you please to send me farther instructions for my be- 
haviour in this important juncture. Though at so great a distance from the 
court and army, [ am and shall been a manner useless, all my intelligence 
coming too late for advice, and not correct enough for history. 

As to the affair of the ambassador, I can say nothing farther till I hear

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tedious journey or to make his return to his post more difficult; they having 
intercepted several of his letters, which, he is apprehensive, may not have been 
to their satisfaction. However he is not willing to undertake this voyage in 
so late a season of the year, and therefore resolves to stay here, till he re- 
ceives Her Majesty’s orders, or that I can procure him a pass to go back 
by their army or by Petersburgh to Wyburgh; neither of which, I am afraid, 
will be easily granted (though I shall sollicit it this next post), except by 
the approach of the Czar’s forces to Lithuania the streight road should be 
once more open from Smolensko to Kénigsberg. 

In the meantime it would be very proper to send Her Majesty’s pass to 
this gentleman for the better conveniency and security of his travelling, let 
him take which way he will. 

As m-r Jefferies is just come from the army, he will be able to give you 
the most particular account of what has past there, so that I shall beg leave 
to refer myself to his relation, and only add, that the general officers, who 
were on the road and expected here, are to stay at Oranienburg (a house of 
prince Menschikoff, near four hundred werstes from hence, on the road to 
Voronesch) till the Czar’s entry. But count Piper is still left with the army, 
and m-r Cederhelm has been sent to the king of Sweden, if he can find 
him, or else to the regency in Stockholm. General Meyerfeld has also followed

As for the common soldiers, who are 
prisoners, two or three thousand germans have taken service under the 
Czar, and about four thousand national swedes are bringing up hither to 
work on these fortifications. 

The moscovite army was to march towards Kiew on the 18" July, the 
Czar, Sheremetoff and general Bauer will go to Lithuania and bombard 
Riga, if they can. 

I also hear that prince Kurakin, a very pretty gentleman, who has been 
employed in Rome and other places, is to be sent to Her Majesty. This I 
have from a good hand; but as count Golofkin makes no mention thereof, it 
is probable this point is not yet entirely settled. 

As to the king of Sweden, m-r Jefferies says these ministers think he is 
got safe from Oczakow into Hungary or Poland; but the reports here are 
very different. In a letter of the 17" July general Bauer tells me the king 
and Mazeppa were still in that town, but others say His Majesty was never 
admitted, and therefore made the best of his way towards Wallachia. In a 
few days these doubts will be cleared up.

On the */,, inst. I had the honour to acquaint you with the arrival of 
m-r Jefferies, and his resolution of staying here till he shall receive Her 
Majesty’s orders or procure a passport to travell through Poland; being un- 
willing to undertake a troublesome journey to Archangel, which is the only 
way allowed him by this court at present. He will have given you the best 
account of what passed in the swedish and russian armies, till the 18” of 
July, when he was sent hither. I have since received letters ofthe 31 from 
Kiew, with advice of the Czar’s farther proceedings. 

On the 23° His Majesty arrived there with all his court, prince Menschi- 
koff, and several chief officers of the guards and dragons. On the 24™ they 
all assisted at divine service in the cathedral, where Te Deum was sung, 
and an oration made on this great occasion by the professor of divinity and 
philosophy in that academy, after which solemnity the metropolite gave them 
a very noble entertainment. On the 25" the Czar and prince went to view 
the new fortifications of Petscher, a cloister four werstes from Kiew, famous 
for its catacombs and the dead bodies, which have been preserved entire many 
ages, and are held in great veneration by those of the greek church.

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The same evening a courier arrived from the russian general before 
Oczakow with advice that the king of Sweden, having got leave from the 
seraskier-basha to send an express to Stockholm, went himself under that 
title; but this evasion being found out about a day after, two hundred turks 
were sent, who overtook and brought His Majesty back to Bender (alias Tekin), 
the seat of that government. 

On the 27" a chiaus or messenger came from the seraskier to His Czarish 
Majesty to congratulate the moscovites on their glorious victory, renew the 
assurances of friendship, and give them notice of the king of Sweden’s and 
Mazeppa’s being in his hands. 

On the 28 a russian captain, who had been sent to the seraskier 
from the governor of Kiew, returned back with further particulars, that 
the king of Sweden and Mazeppa were quartered on a green meadow 
before the town, under a guard of two hundred turkish soldiers and a 
small entrenchment. The king had offered the basha three hundred thou- 
sand ducats for admittance into the fortress and some other favours, but 


was refused, the basha being resolved to act nothing in this matter without 
particulars orders from the Port. As to Mazeppa, the basha promises to send 
him back as a traitor very suddenly with all his servants to the Czar; and 
in the meantime has denied him a house in the town with the severe reflexion, 


that none there was good enough for one, who could not live contented in 
the rich palaces he had in Russia; and on the captain’s insinuation that he

On the 29™ several rich medals were distributed to the officers who had dis- 
tinguished themselves in the action against general Lévenhaupt last autumn. 

On the 31" His Majesty and the prince were to set out post for Poland, 
and follow their horse, who are already marched to join feld-marshal Goltz, 
with whom they would proceed to Warsaw, where they expect to meet king 
Augustus and entertain some hopes or rather wishes, that the kings of Den- 
mark and Prussia would untertake the same voyage. 

The foot unter feld-marshal Sheremeteff, general Bruce, and general 
Bauer are making the best of their way to Minsk in Lithuania. M-r Kay- 
serling, the prussian envoy, met part of them at Borsna, not far from Czer- 
nigow, on the 29" July o. s., and Ihave letters from him and general Bauer 
of the same date, who both assure me these forces would march from Minsk 
to Riga in four columns, the whole army being ordered to rendez-vous there 
in eleven weeks at farthest. Their design is to besiege the place in form. When 


the Czar comes to Warsaw, he intends to send general Goltz with his troops 
before Dantzig to take full revenge and satisfaction for the affronts which 
this court is now willing to believe that city put on their forces three years ago,

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Notwithstanding all these preparations to carry on the war with vigour, 
there is still some talk of a peace. 

On the 24“ in the evening count Piper arrived at Kiew, and was lodged 
in the castle, where, it is supposed, he will stay, till he and the other pri- 
soners be brought to Moscow in the beginning of next December, when the 
Czar will make a public entry with great ceremony, orders being already 
given for building several triumphal arches. On the 29" count Piper had a 
very long conference with the Czar and his ministers at count Golofkin’s 
quarters, and another of his secretaries is sent to Stockholm. 

The danish envoy has also letters of the 31" July from m-r Schafiroff, 
with advice that they had dispatched general Meyerfeld to the king of Sweden 
with the same proposals of peace they had formerly made; but had since sent 
others, whether better or worse is not mentioned, and only added that they 
were not yet out of hopes of getting the king of Sweden into their hands, 
which would make their accommodation easier, The Czar and prince are weary 
of the fatigues in war and, as far as can be guessed, are resolved to make 
peace this next winter if they can to advantage. 

On the 25" another minister from prince Ragoczy arrived at Kiew, It 
is the same person who was employed to the Czar last summer and expected 
to be dispatched back in a few days. He says that m-r Thaluba is also re-

You may please to remenber 
I acquainted you, this gentleman came hither in the winter with the cha- 
racter of envoy extraordinary from Hungary; though neither of the envoys, 
nor I, thought proper to acknowledge him in that station without particular 
orders from our courts, sothat our conversation hitherto with him has only 
been accidental. But my secretary spoke with him yesterday, and he then 
knew nothing of his being sent for home; but said he had three times de- 
manded permission to follow the army, which has been refused him, and he 
ordered to stay here by this government. The princess Ragoczy is at Lublin, 
and waits there to have the opportunity of an enterview with His Czarish 
Majesty. 

I cannot but mention to you a very odd piece of news, which came to 
Kiew on the 28™ past o. s. in a letter from the post-master of Cracow, dat- 
ed the 24" n. s. That is of a bloody battle in Flanders, in which the allies 
had been entirely defeated by marshal Villars, with an army of an hundred 
and thirty thousand men. But as there is no mention of time or place, nor 
any other circumstances, I hope it will only prove a polish advice, and serve 
to discover the inclinations of several persons. In.the meantime I am a little 
uneasy, the posts from Germany having again been stoped these three weeks, 
and the last letters from Holland being of the 5" July n. s., when the siege 
of Tournay was begun.

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any farther advice of the army’s motions into Poland and Lithuania, except 
a letter from an english major of the artillery, dated at Smolensko the 12“ 
inst.

As concerning your allowance for your expences in this business, as the

But as Her Majesty has not yet any notification of it in form, 
and that the dates of her letter to the Czar and of your commission and in- 
structions are before we had any certain account of that matter, I have no 
particular orders to you upon it from Her Majesty. However you may take 
such notice of it and make such compliments as you shall judge proper and 
requisite, as from your own self and not being able to receive Her Majesty’s 
commands so soon.

Last week I received a letter from m-r Kayserling dated at Kiew the 
7" inst. o. s. and, though I hope he is already arrived in Germany, and has 
himself given you an account, as he promised, of what might concern Her 
Majesty’s interest there, yet | must venture to trouble you with a short 
repetition of some particulars. 

M-r Kayserling arrived at Kiew on the 31" July o. s. just before prince 
Menschikoff set out for Poland to join general Goltz in the palatinate of Beltz, 
from whence he will proceed to Warsaw with all the horse, except eight 
regiments, which are gone with feld-marshal Scheremeteff and general Bauer 
into Lithuania. His Czarish Majesty was at the same time taken ill with a 
looseness and a sort of ague, which put off his designed journey several days. 
However he immediately admitted the envoy into his bed-chamber and en- 
tertained him near three hours with a full account of the late victory, which 
is chiefly owing to His Majesty’s own conduct and resolution, and the vigi- 
lance of lieut.-general Rénne, who has since been made general of the horse. 

The reason there given for general Léwenhaupt’s unexpected capitula- 
tion is, that, except three old swedish regiments, all the other soldiers refused

By the best accounts he could learn the king of Sweden and Mazeppa 
were still in Bender under a strict guard, but reports I hear on all hands are 
so very different, that I cannot tell what to believe; the last letters from Kiew 
of the 15“ inst. making no mention at all of them. 

I have already given you an account of general Meyerfeld’s being sent 
back by the king of Sweden to Poltawa with some proposals of peace, but as 
he could produce no full powers, nor any written order, only refering him- 
self to those already offered by count Piper (which are said to be very ad- 
vantagious) and desiring leave might be given this minister to follow the 
king on his parole, this negotiation fell to nothing; and general Meyerfeld 
was dispatched back with the answer, that the swedish parole had been so 
ill observed by general Marderfeld after the battle of Kalish, that they could 
not with prudence rely on it any more; and the general himself having no 
pass to show, the letting him go back again free was thought to be no 
small favour. 

M-r Cederhelm was not sent to the king, but streight over Smolensko 
and Polotzk to Riga; and the envoy is of opinion that this court is not in- 
clined to clap up a sudden peace. His Czarish Majesty has writ two letters

His Czarish Majesty has a great desire of an enterview with the king of 
Prussia somewhere on those frontiers, in which expectation he designs to 
stay some time at Warsaw. On the 1” inst. resident Silkman was sent to 
Berlin on this errand, and m-r Kayserling designed to follow him on the 
9” or 10 with the some proposal. One project they have is to take Elbing 
and deliver it tothe king of Prussia, if he will find munition for the siege, but 
this is a point of great consequence. 

M-r Niededtzky, who was with the Czar two years ago as deputy from 
prince Ragoczy, is arrived at Kiew with the same character, and m-r Tha- 
luba is recalled; but these orders coming only in a letter from his successor, 
and not from the prince, he makes some difficulty to obey them, and is not 
yet set out from hence, though m-r Kayserling says he was daily expected 
at Kiew to have his audience of leave. 


M-r Kayserling has discoursed at large, both with the high-chancellor, 
count Golofkin and the vice-chancellor, m-r Schafiroff (for these titles have 
been their fruits of the last victory) about the affairs of m-r Artamonowitz, 


though he was not willing to mention it to His Czarish Majesty.

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These ministers still insist on having the offenders sentenced to some 
corporal punishment, were it only pro forma, as a particular satisfaction to 
their ambassador, the act of parliament being looked on as a common benefit 
to other forreigners, nor could all the envoy’s representations find the ingress 
he desired. Yet he believes that in time this will find itself, especially if a 
person of quality be sent hither to excuse what has passed and bring an au- 
thentic copy of the act of parliament with him, which will be expressly de- 
sired by His Czarish Majesty. They had no letters from m-r Artamonowitz 
since the beginning of June, but expected daily to hear the issue of the pro- 
cess, and when that is ended, it is thought prince Curakin will be sent to 
Great-Britain. On the 6™ my letters to count Golofkin and m-r Kayserling 
with an account of yours of the 10“ of June, and the farther prosecution of 
the offenders came to hand. The envoy says he insinuated them with good 
success and could perceive these ministers were inclined and would be glad 
to make an end of this disagreable business. 

I hope the sentence will have without fail been given in the last term; 
and, since a person of quality is expected, it would spare him no small charge 
and trouble, if he could be dispatched soon enough to wait on the Czar in 
Poland, where his presence might also be necessary on other occasions. The 
Czar designs not to be back here till the beginning of December, and though

About four thousand swedish prisoners are come hither and quartered 
amongst the citizens; but the four regiments who conveyed them, have con- 
tinued their march to Petersbourgh. 

Letters of the 15" from Kiew say the Czar was quite recovered and 
intented to set out for Poland the next morning; and by those of the 7" ge- 
neral Bauer was advanced as far as Homel, with his detachment of dragons. 

Neither the british, nor the holland fleets were arrived at Archangel 
on the 11™ inst.

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and add the day of the month, which is fresher than my relation to m-r se- 
cretary, but you may easily imagine I have met with no new intelligence in 
this time, without it should have been in a dream. 

A fortnight’s letters are again wanting from Germany, so that I have 
none to acknowledge but your old one of the 1" July. I heartily long to 
hear an end of your russian process, for till the sentence be given, this court 
will come to no declaration; and then (as I believe m-r Kayserling will have 
acquainted m-r secretary) they expect a person of quality to make the com- 
pliment of pacification and you in return will have prince Curakin. Could 
this be done while the Czar is in Poland, it would save charge and trouble, 
My lord Raby is at hand, if he could untertake the commission. 

The Czar will be back here before the middle of December, but, after a 
short stay, will return to his beloved Petersbourgh, and there in all proba- 
bility expect the opening of the next campaign, if a peace be not made in 
the winter. 

This ministers suspect me to be the occasion that the process is delayed 
and that vou donot give them satisfaction. The imagination is so pleasant that 
I shall not give them the trouble of undeceiving them, especially since I long 
to get nearer the sun, since I am heartily weary of the temper of this climate.

..- Letters from hence of the 20“ August o. s. say that, the Czar being 
thoroughly recovered of his indisposition, set out on the 15" for Polone, a 
town in Volhinia, where prince Menschikoff had staid for him eight days, 
with about twelve regiments of horse. The hereditary prince, who arrived on 
the 10“ was gone thither before on the 12“ and I suppose they are all now 
near Lublin. 

Before His Czarish Majesty departed, a courier came from the king of 
Sweden. The contents of his dispatches were not known; but generally thought 
to be some new proposals for a cartel. About the same time count Frizen 
arrived from Saxony to acquaint the Czar that king Augustus designed to 
join His Majesty in Warsaw with fifteen regiments of horse and dragons. 

The king of Sweden and Mazeppa are said to be still in the town of 
Bender, and now very well entertained by particular and repeated orders 
from the Port, so that the hopes of Mazeppa being sent out seem to be va- 
nished, and, it is thought, the king only stays there to be fully cured of his 
wound.

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The forces under feld-marshal Scheremeteff were advanced as far as in 
Lithuania on the 18“ past and would proceed towards Courland. 

Two regiments of foot are marching hither, and will follow the other 
four to Petersbourgh, being the same which were drawn from thence last 
winter, to join the main army. 

I am informed that near six thousand prisoners, swedes as well as ger- 
mans, have taken service under the Czar, and are already payed on the same 
footing with the moscovites; several captains, majors, and other officers of 
consideration are among them, and, when they have assisted at the triumphal 
entry, which is to be made about the middle of December, they will be dis- 
persed in the several garrisons of the country, as Asow, Astrakhan etc., which 
will be no small accession to the Czar’s strength and security. 

The danish envoy, m-r Grundt, has notice, that his successor, m-r Juel, 
was to come over in a fregate from Kénigsberg to Narwa, and directions have 
been already sent down for his reception and providing every thing for his 
journey hither. Except m-r Juel has orders to take this course for particular 
reasons, it seems to be much out of his way at present, since, if he comes 
hither, he will scarce be able to see the Czar before December. 

On the 18" and 19 August some forerunners of the british fleet arrived 
at Archangel having left the convoy with the rest safe on this side of Kola,

for this court for which indeed they may be conscious of having given some 
occasion, but from my former conduct might have done me the justice to 
believe my private passions could never have the least influence on my duty. 
This advice I have received from m-r Kayserling and it has been confirmed 
by another good hand; nay some have carried their speculation so far as even 
to fancy the ambassador himself was arrested at my instigation,—a notion so 
very extravagant, that were it not for the present necessity, I should scarce 
think it worth a refutation, nor can I imagine from whence these sur- 
prises should arise, except it be from my constant remonstrances, that the

In which 
view I happened to offer last spring by m-r Kayserling the very same pro- 
ject you now send me, when I perceived some difficulty was made to dispatch 
a person of quality hither on purpose and begun to apprehend a sentence 
would either not be given or not be answerable to the desires of this court, 
but as it did not then find the least ingress, I thought it unnecessary to trouble 
you with the account, and now I am afraid they will believe this proposal 
has been revived by me out of some private interest or design. 

The not coming to any sentence and the breaking off this process so 
abruptly will, it is to be apprehended, prove an insurmountable obstacle 
to the conclusion, these ministers having always declared they could not 
receive any satisfaction before the offenders were punished, or at least a 
severe sentence pronounced against them, were it only pro forma. I shall 
therefore make a bold step, though very unwillingly since it is without your 
directions, by hinting in a private letter to m-r Schafiroff, that, if they will 
agree tothe other parts of yourproject, the process may be revivedthe beginning 
of another term, and then the judgement superseded by Her Majesty’s orders and 
mention in public court, that it has been done at the Czar’s request, which may

I believe they will 
expect a minister on purpose, for since their vast success they will almost 
be untractable. I wish they may deceive me. 

I have not learnt anything further as to the king of Sweden’s person, 
and as the armies advance into Poland, the accounts will come hither more 
late and imperfect, and will be best communicated to you by other hands.

And having seen by 
other intelligence the nature of the act of parliament for preserving the pri-

It was reported there that general Crassau had put his infantry on floats 
and followed with his horse by land from Sendomir towards Warsaw; from 
whence he designed to retire to Pomerania or Livonia, as should be thought 
most necessary. But the moscovite troops advance so fast, that it is probable 
the choice will not be left him. 

King Stanislaus has already published a manifest, offering to give up 
king Augustus’ renunciation with his own into the hands of the common 
wealth, alledging that he only received the crown from Sweden to prevent 
the dividing of the kingdom. 

M-r Schafiroff has also writ me a very short but oblidging letter from 
Lublin, of the 6" September, where His Czarish Majesty then was with all 
his court. He says king Augustus was already come into Poland, and, when 
their forces were joined, they would endeavour to ruin general Crassau’s 
little army if he did not make his escape in time. He adds that he wishes 
the disagreable affair concerning the affront of their ambassador was once 
brought to conclusion, of which they had at that time no notice.

His dispute with the swedes happened in the following manner. On the 
16" August n. s. he set sail from Pillaw, and the next day found a swe- 
dish frigat at anchor near a little island called Ensholm, on the coast 
of Livonia.

But these remonstrances and signals hawing no 
effect, they sent the second lieutenant to acquaint m-r Juel these were on- 
ly the beginning of their orders, and, if he did not tack about, they should 
be forced to give him a broadside, which m-r Juel leaving to their discretion 
and proceeding on his way, the swedish frigate come once more so near, 
that lieutenant Skraw, who commanded her, called out, and asked whether 
he intended to break the peace? To which m-r Juel answering he would 
neither give any occasion, nor yet hinder them from doing what they thought 
convenient, m-r Skraw himself came on board protesting their orders were 
so positive, they must employ their utmost force if he went forward, nor 
would the passage be open if they should be worsted, since the three fri- 
gates which were cruising in sight would infallibly renew the charge; so that, if 
the envoy would not return, the only expedient left was to send an express 
to admiral Ankerstirn for fresh directions; to which m-r Juel agreed, since 
he must come to an anchor the wind just chopping about; and, having writ 
an oblidging letter, the admiral sent his son back with a very civil answer 
and compliment, and the young gentleman stayed on board m-r Juel till he 
cast anchor in the road of Narwa.

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The present juncture oblidges me to be so very particular in these mi- 
nute details for your better information. M-r Juel now stays at Narwa for 
directions, where he shall have the honour to wait on His Czarish Majesty; 
and the envoy, m-r Grundt, sent an express last week to know when and 
where the Czar would please to admit him to his audience of leave. 

Letters from admiral Apraxin dated in Narwa the 11/22" September 
say he was going that evening to join his army in Livonia, having received 
orders to bombard Reval as much as he could, but not to make any forma! 
attack. 

Advices from Petersburgh of the 5‘° September o. s. say the forces 
which were left thereabouts, were marched to join the high-admiral, so 
that the thoughts of any irruption towards Kexholm seem to be laid aside. 
A gunner, deserted from the swedish fleet on the 30“ August, says they lay 
in the Berkensound, being twenty sails, seven of them fifty gunships; that 
they were illmaned, had bad provisions, and a great many sick people; and 
that they had orders to sail back to Carlscron the last of September. 

On the 21" inst. 0. s. major-general Horn, adjutant-general Canifer, 
and secretary Tepati were, by particular orders from the Czar, remoyed 
from their lodging into an common prison on two hours warning, They are 
now all three together in a separate room, and kept very close, being only

0. s. and designed 
to continue his voyage to Wilna on the 18" inst., so that I hope you will 
hear of his being safely arrived in Kénigsberg before this letter comes to 
your hands. In that case he will be able to give you the best account of 
the armies marching into Poland and Lithuania. 

Being ready to close this relation, I just receive the honour of your let- 
ter of the 26" August, with a copy of that you were pleased to send me 
on the 22"*, copy of Her Majesty’s letter to the Czar, my commission to be 
ambassador for the act of reparation, and that you writ to m-r Matweeff. 
I have only time left to return my most humble thanks for the honour of 
this commission, and to assure you that, if it be accepted by the Czar, 
I shall endeavour to acquit myself with as much decency and good husband- 
ry as I can.

exposed to suspicion and curiosty. If my dispatches be not here by the be- 
ginning of January it will be very inconvenient; for I would endeavour to 
be admitted and dismissed before the Czar goes to Petersburgh in February. 

I am oblidged to acquaint you that great preparations are making here 
to receive king Augustus. It is scarce probable he should resolve to leave 
the affairs of Poland in so unsettled a condition, but as his presence will be 
extremely, desired by this court; it is proper for me to entreat your in- 
structions for my behaviour. A match is proposed between his son the elec- 
toral prince and a second daughter to the empress here. It is certainly the 
way to procure him the reversion of Poland, if the crown be still thought 
worth such resolutions. 

I suppose you will have heard from Germany, that major-general Jor- 
dan is coming hither to treat of a marriage-settlement between the heredi- 
tary prince and a princess of Wolfembuttle. This match has been long in 
agitation, what will be the event time must learn. 

It is said here that old general Mazeppa died in Bender the beginning 
of September, and that the king of Sweden was still there not recovered of

I do agree 
with you that sending some man of great quality of purpose on this occasion 
would have been a sure way of happily finishing this affair; but you may 
easily imagine what difficulty we shall have in finding such as will go, but 
as the queen is turning her thoughts that way, I do not despair, but we 
shall at last find such a one, in case your new character will not put an 
end to this affair.

Last night I received an express from Archangel with letters of the 
14™ inst. o. s. and advice that the jolly frigate safely arrived at the bar on 
the 9“ after a long and dangerous passage and will be oblidged to winter 
there, her main mast being split, most of the men sick, and their provisions 
fallen short. On the 10" a pilot was sent down to bring the ship into the 
river and moore her two english miles below the castle, in order to lay her 
upin a creek near that place till next spring, the governor not allowing her 
to pass farther except the captain would consent to strike his pendant. On 
the 13“ the captain coming to town with his own boat and flag as usual, was 
stoped at the castle by the commendant, who would not let him proceed or 
return without striking his flag, which the captain positively refusing, and 
after some dispute making back to his ship with his flag up, the commen- 
dant had the imprudence to bring six cannons to bear upon the boat, and fire 
at her with loose powder; the neat day ona letter from the captain and applica- 
tion of the merchants, the governor sent orders to let him pass with the 
usual marks of honour; but seems still to make some difficulty of allowing

fore the Czar arrives; for he is resolved to go thither and pass through Li- 
yonia to Petersburgh before he comes to Moscow. 

His Czarish Majesty is still expected here about christmas, against which 
time the triumphal arches are ordered to be ready and fifty pieces of brass- 
cannon are to be new cast on purpose for that solemnity. Great quantities 
of cloath have been bought up in Archangel for the regiments who are to 
assist at the procession, and most of the governors and nobility with three 
of the chief persons from every town are summoned hither to fill the scene 
and be eye-witnesses of their present prosperity. 

The forreign merchants, who used to pay the customs here in specie 
dollars, are directed to give bills for half either in Holland or Hamburgh, 
which sums are designed for king Augustus in part of the subsidies he is to 
expect. And it is said the product of the corn shiped out on prince Men- 
schikoff’s account will be employed the same way. 


A dispute happened lately between some forreigners here, has been the 
occasion of a very pernicious innovation; one of them having petitioned the 
metropolite of Riazan (who in the vacancy of the patriarchate has the di- 
rection of the spiritual affairs in this empire) to interpose his autority and 
forbid the marriage of the other with the relict of his deceased wive’s brother;

The metropolite made use of this opportunity to exert his power, and 
amongst the rest sent the inclosed order (% 1) to the british church, though 
the persons concerned no ways belong to our communion, one being a luthe- 
ran and the other a calvinist. The same intimation having been given to the 
lutheran, Holland’s, and roman catholic churches, I waited some days to see 
what resolution they would take; but the Holland’s resident being extremely 
sick and weak, and the danish envoy excusing himself on his having no 
national church, nothing was done; and, since I am informed the persons 
seem to have no design to marry, this order might have lain dormant to be 
produced hereafter by the russian clergy, as a precedent of their authority 
being allowed by the forreign churches, both in the ceremonial and essen- 
tial parts of religon. 

To prevent therefore all ill consequences, I gave in the inclosed protesta- 
tion (% 2), which example will be followed by the Holland’s resident, and 
I hope the end of this affair will prove to the common satisfaction and security. 

Admiral Apraxin is gone to Petersburgh, and has left his troops bet- 
ween Narwa and Reval to receive their farther orders from feld-marshal 
Sheremeteff.

Anno 1709, the 23° of October, by the order of His Czarish Majesty 
and in virtue of a mandat from his holiness, Stephan, metropolite and arch- 
bishop of Riazan and Murom, notice is given by these presents to Charles 
Thirlby, pastor of the great-british church, that his holiness Stephan, metro- 
polite and archbishop, having received information in the present year 
1709 and month October of one Jacob Reinhold’s, a forreigner’s, designing 
to marry the widow of the late Nicolas Verjeuse, by name Catharina, daugh- 
ter of John Fermund, which person, as a near relation, can neither be de- 
cently, nor lawfully given in marriage to the said Reinhold, by reason, that 
her late husband was the natural brother of his deceased wife;—therefore 
you, pastor, are,in obedience to this order, not to presume to marry the said 
persons, on account of their great affinity, on pain of such punishment as 
is appointed by the laws. But should you or any other of the pastors, pre- 
tend to act against these His Majesty’s orders, and marry this couple, you 
or they offending shall be proceeded against with the utmost severity.

But in affairs which concern the government, such orders as may be given by 
the posolsky prikaze or other proper offices, will always find a due regard. 

I also desire the posolsky prikaze to give due intimation of this my 
protest, wherever it may be necessary, till the whole matter can be laid 
before His Czarish Majesty, that not only such abuses and contravensions 
may be prevented for the future, but satisfaction made for the present by 
punishing the writers and persons concerned, who in a matter no ways be- 
longing to their decision, have presumed to violate His Majesty’s treaties 
and royal promises in so high a manner, and by pretending to execute their 
orders on the lord’s day, have profaned the devotion and rest of the sabbath, 
which is so strictly observed and honoured by other christian nations, that 
all processes commenced or orders then given (except in cases of necessity) 
are ipso facto taken to be of no effect.

In your absence I have received the honour of two letters from the earl 
of Sunderland dated the 4" and 11” October and in the last Her Majesty’s 
orders for bringing this court to demand her mediation, and procuring 
liberty to attend the Czar constantly, wherever he is, my presence here 
being thought absolutely necessary for some time longer. When His Cza- 
rish Majesty comes hither I shall neglect no probable means of gaining a 
point so much to the queen’s interest and reputation; and if the affair of the 
moscovite ambassador comes to be adjusted according to your project, | 
shall not despair of success; though hitherto I have not received any answer 
from m-r Schafiroff, nor the least information what will be the end of this 
matter. But I am again assured m-r Curakin has received his dispatches 
for Great Britain, and that m-r Kurbatoff, secretary in the chancery of em- 
bassies, is on his way hither with orders in every thing under their juris- 
diction. This unlucky business has been the reason, or at least the pretence 
for detaining me in Moscow, though I earnestly sollicited leave to wait on 
the Czar last winter and the beginning of the late campaign, as the most 


proper means to put an end to the dispute and settle a good correspondence 
for the future.

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The first time I can now expect to see the court will be here, in about 
three weeks or a month; and before they make any other remove I may hope 
to receive your farther orders about my continuance, having been appointed 
by my former instructions to take my audience of leave at a convenient time 
after my performing the act of reparation as Her Majesty’s ambassador 
extraordinary. 

The last letters from Lithuania left the Czar at Mittau, the capital of 
Courland, on the 8 November o. s., where he designed to stay some days 
and it will be soon known whether his troops are to make any attempt against 
tiga at present, or will only take their winter - quarters in that neighbour- 
hood. Count Golofkin and m-r Schafiroff were to join His Majesty there, and 
would proceed with him to Petersburgh and Moscow, where, notwithstanding 
this long detour, they are expected about the 15"" of December o.s.. Prince 
Menschikoff with the hereditary prince and a considerable body of troops 
is to take his march through Volhinia and Kiew hither. He pretends to ar- 
rive much at the same time, and, it is thought, will bring most of the swe- 
dish prisoners with him. Prince Wiesnewezky is said to be already envoyed 
to a little village near this city, but it is kept with such privacy and strict- 
ness, that I cannot get any certain intelligence. 

The danish envoy is very apprehensive least the foundations of a peace 
should have been laid at the interview at Marienwerder, now his master is

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just entring into the war. Their treaty with this court is not yet signed, 
but probably soon will, since by his discourse they have left fall their pre- 
tensions to ready money, and only demand a quantity of merchandise in specie, 
particularly corn and flour, to be delivered them yearly at Archangel, in lieu 
of subsidies. I shall, if possible, inform myself better of this particular, least 
any agreement should be made which may be prejudicial to your trade there. . . 

By the extract of sr. Robert Sutton’s letter, I see the Port was inclined 
to renew their treaty with the Czar; and an officier come in six weeks from 
Asow, reports all is quiet on that side and not the least suspicion of a rup- 
ture. A turkish chiaus had been sent to the governor of that place sometime 
before to inquire into a report they had of the Czar’s bringing down several 
men of war and making great reparations on the Palus Meotis. But having 
been carried to the haven of Taganrog, and showed the number of ships 
usually there, and those unrigged, he seemed to depart with great satisfaction, 

Others look upon this message to be a feint and are still apt to imagine 
the turk will break; though the Czar, 1am informed, has sent orders to make 
such advantagious propositions, as are here thought sufficient to keep them 
in repose. When the court comes hither, may hope for more certain intelli- 
gence; in the meantime it is generally believed the king of Sweden is still 
in those parts.

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The baskir-tartars begin again to be a little unruly and the remains of 
the german regiments, who took service here, have (as it is reported on all 
hands) mutined on the road to Astrakhan; but the country rising, they were 
presently reduced to obedience, and the ringleaders put in irons till His Ma- 
jesty has time to take full information of that matter. 

P. S. In this minute I have received two very oblidging letters from 
count Golofkin and M-r Schafiroff, wherein they express themselves well sa- 
tisfied with the intended act of reparation and my commission; but His Cza- 
rish Majesty thought it proper that before I was admitted to a public au- 
dience, I should have a conference or two with his ministers, wherein the 
circumstances of this affair might be settled, by which you may please to 
see that your instructions about regulating the ceremonial, which I took the 
liberty to demand in my letters of the 20“ and 27" October, will be highly 
necessary. His Czarish Majesty was to set out the same day post for Peters- 
burgh and so to Moscow and his ministers would follow with all expedition. 

When these letters came away, Riga had neither been bombarded, nor 
attacked.

post, I hope you will with your usual goodness allow me to explain myself 
more fully in this private letter and to desire the favour of your farther 
advice and directions. 

Supposing the affair of m-r Mattweeff adjusted to your satisfaction and 
the queen’s mediation accepted, I must beg leave to observe, that my lord 
Sunderland says my presence here will be absolutely necessary sometime 
longer, without taking any notice of the instructions you were pleased to send 
me with the commission of ambassador, whereby I am ordered to take my 
audience of leave soon after the performance of that ceremony, which to 
answer Her Majesty’s character and the expectation of this court, must be 
done with some decency and distinction, since it must be in the capital be- 


fore a numerous crowd of russian nobility and swedish prisoners who will 
be drawn hither to grace the Czar’s triumphal entry. And should I imme- 
diately discharge my equipage and reduce myself to my former way of living, 


it might be prejudical to your interest, and ruine the credit I have hitherto 
preserved in a court, where the appearance of things is an essential point. 

But should Her Majesty think necessary to be at the charge of an extra- 
ordinary commission in this important juncture, the payments of the treasury 
are so slow (I being generally three thousand pounds out of pocket, and often

It is very probable you may have foreseen and explained these doubts 
to me in a few points, but as at this distance it would be too late to wait for 
orders when the case happens, I am oblidged to beg the favour of them in 
all events on the following points: 

1) Whether it would not be proper for me to take my leave of this 
court about February and return home in pursuance to your first instructions; 
and should you find my presence still necessary I may be dispatched back 
by the end of June without any loss of time, those months being usually 
spent by the Czar at Voronesch or Petersburgh about his shipping and pri- 
vate recreations. 

2) Should you not think it convenient absolutely to recall me so soon 
after your acceptation of the mediation, whether (if nothing extraordinary 
intervenes) Her Majesty would not please to allow me to take a journey to 
London for that time to give you the necessary informations and receive 


your farther orders, which can be done better than by writing, and might

In all these points I shall submit myself with perfect resignation to your 
disposal, though my private inclinations for many reasons make me wish for 
a release from the severity of this climate, where, for want of suitable helps 
and conversation, my hours of leasure pass without satisfaction and those of 
business—without improvement. 


I sensibly decline in the knowledge of courts, men, and business, my 


health decays, and my best years pass without any solid advance either in 
my fortune or understanding. 

But these reflections are too melancholy for your entertainment. Her 
Majesty’s gracious approbation of my small services with your generous pro-

In the postscript to my relation of this day sennight I had the honour 
to acquaint you with the Czar’s inclination to comply with Her Majesty’s 
project of satisfaction. I here inclose a copy of count Golofkin’s letter and 
the extract of another from m-r Kaiserling on the same subject; that from 
m-r Schafiroff is only to congratulate me on my new commission, to give 


me assurances of his particular friendship, excusing whatever might have 
been disagreable in our late dispute and adding, if any other reports were, 
they must have come from ill intentioned persons. 

These letters are dated the 14 November o. s. from the camp before 
Riga. His Czarish Majesty set out the same evening, and got to Narwa on

justing this disagreable dispute with m-r Artamonowitz to Her Majesty’s sa- 
tisfaction; but I cannot believe the good success is so much owing to the 
ambassador’s interest and management as to m-r Kaiserling’s good offices 
and the king of Prussia’s firmness not to engage in any measures without 
the consent of his confederates and much less in such as might be prejudi- 
cial to the grand alliance; for Iam informed in confidence that the Czar pressed 
him very hard to attack Pomerania and offered his troops for that service, 
which being refused, a treaty defensive was concluded; and, though my let- 
ters arrived some time before the interview, yet not the least answer was 
given me till these conferences were fully ended. 

When the court comes, I shall sound their disposition on the points di- 
rected me by my lord Sunderland, but since the Czar’s admittance into the 
grand alliance seems not wholly to agree with the design of your mediation, 
I shall observe the dates of my instructions and begin first with the media- 
tion and, if I find no plain overtures have been make at the Hague on the 
other head, I shall for several reasons only give them a distant and condi- 
tional prospect of sucess (except I should receive your further instructions in 
the meantime), which however will keep their hopes alive and gain you time 
to observe whether the turks will really break and what turn the other af- 
fairs of Europe may take before the next campaign.

received in Moscovy upon any more advantagious foot than those of Her 
Majesty.

On this day sennight I had the honour to acquaint you that the court 
was drawing near Moscow; the 11" at night His Czarish Majesty with ad- 
miral Apraxin arrived at one of his country-houses called Kolomensky, about 
five english miles from hence, and intends to stay there incognito till his 
public entry, which, it is said, is resolved for next week, though some of the 
triumphal arches cannot possibly be finished in that time; but they are to 
be advanced as far as they can, and the rest of the ornaments will be added 
afterwards. 

Prince Menschikoff not being yet arrived, His Czarish Majesty has dis- 
patched two couriers to hasten his march with the rest of the troops, gene- 
rals Galitzin and Dolgoruky being already come into the neighbourhood with 
most of them and the swedish prisoners. 

Mr. Jule, the new danish envoy, and m-r Niedetzky, another deputy 
from the hungarian malecontents, in the room of m-r Thaluba, are expected 
every day.

By last post I had the honour to give you an account of the Czar’s arrival 
in one of his country-houses near this city. Prince Menschikoff came 
thither on the 14" and on the 16" all the court removed to the suburbs 
on the other side of the river Moscow, from which place they design to be- 
gin their entry. 

On the 17" His Czarish Majesty had appointed to receive the forreign 
ministers, but a great fire happening the same morning near his quarters, 
I defered my visit till the next day, when I found His Majesty at prince 
Menschikoff’s, with the three princes Galitzin, prince Dolgoruky, and se- 
veral persons of the first quality. 

The reception His Majesty gave me was very gracious, and the more 
agreable since in so public a manner, which leaves little room to doubt of 
a perfect reconciliation. His Majesty kept me there for some hours and in 


that time addressed his discourse to nobody else. He begun with an account

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of his great victory at Poltawa, and the several reasons and probability of 
success, which by degrees encouraged him to come to a decisive battle. He 
spoke of the whole affair with very great moderation and beamed the king 
of Sweden’s obstinacy and haughty manner of acting with him, even after 
the defeat. 

Having this opportunity to sound his inclinations about a peace, which 
he declared to be still his design, I endeavoured to improve those resolutions, 
and at last insinuated, that, if the queen’s offices could contribute anything 
to so good a work, I did not question but that they might be obtained out 
of a particular consideration for His Majesty. He made me no positive answer, 
but continuing the discourse, and complaining of the king of Sweden’s aver- 
sion to any accommodation, he said that, though all Sweden longed for peace, 
vet, if the king came back to his dominions, he believed these were little hopes 
without a powerfull mediation and a vigorous prosecution of the war. 

These overtures I thought were enough for the first time, and from 
thence the conversation happened to turn on the dispute about m-r Artamo- 
nowitz, whereof His Majesty spoke with a great deal of calmness and temper, 
but made some objections to the act of parliament, where no punishment is 
named for future offenders, and, being left in the breast of the judges, he 
apprehended those gentlemen might be hereafter as backward in giving 
due satisfaction, since there was yet no precedent how far they ought to go.

M-r Grund had waited on His Majesty the evening before, but m-r 
Juel being just come, they both went together on the 19", and staid there 
some time. 

His Czarish Majesty being soon weary of these inconvenient quarters, 
though the triumphal arches and other preparations were not ready, ordered 
the entry to be made on the 21" yesterday. 

The procession begun by the Semonowsky-regiment, who were followed 
by the cannon, colours, and officers taken in the batte with general Léwen- 
haupt at Lesna. These were closed by a company of the Preobragensky- 
guards, and then came the swedish remains of Poltawa and Perevolotsch : 
1) the under officers, 2) ensigns and second lieutenants, 3) lieutenants,

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day of battle, 10) the chief officers single, viz: m-r Posse, colonel of the 
guards, general-majors Hamilton. Stakelberg, Rose, Cruse, Creutz and 
Schilppenbach, general Liwenhaupt, feld-marshal Rheinschild, and the first 
minister, count Piper, after which His Czarish Majesty followed at the head 
of the Preobragensky-guards, with prince Menschikoff at his right, and 
prince Dolgoruky on his left. 

His Majesty was received at the first triumphal arch by the magistrates, 
at the second — by the governor of the town, prince Gagarin, at the third — by 
the nobility, at the 4° — by the principal russian merchants, at the 5“ — by 
the clergy, at the 6“—by the empresses dowagers, and the princesses of the 
blood, and at the 7° — by the burghers. The forreign ministers had separate 
houses allowed them for the ceremony, and His Majesty made a short stop 
at the places, where they stood. 

The cannons were fired several times round the town during the solem- 
nity, and all possible marks of joy were given on this great occasion. 

The day before about 800 or 900 of the common soldiers were brought 
in; but two hundred and fifty of the officers being not yet come from Kiew, 
they may perhaps be the matter of another procession. 

The swedish officers were all on foot, and His Majesty mounted on a 
fine english horse given him by king Augustus, with his sword drawn, which 
had formerly been a present from king Augustus to the king of Sweden.

On the 22" I had the honour to acquaint you with the favourable 
audience I received from His Majesty and the solemnity of his public entry 
on the 21™. 

In two visits to count Golofkin and m-r Schafiroff I have since had an 
opportunity of discoursing at large about the dispute with m-r Artamonowitz 
and the honourable offers of reparation made by Her Majesty. Their heat 
is now over and they would seem to speak with concern of this misfortune 
which has given occasion to such misunderstanding. Count Golofkin then 
proposed to me the making of a public entry, which, since they insisted on 
my having a public audience, I declined as unnecessary, having no instruc- 
tions from you on this head; and they could make no objection against my 
excuse, that having been disappointed of some parts of my equipage from 
Koénigsberg, I could not appear with a magnificence proper for such an oc- 
casion, for which reason I also acquainted them I could not be ready for my 
audience till the middle of next monih; and by these means I hope to re- 
ceive the honour of your farther directions in answer to my letters of the 
24 November and 1 December o. s. soon after my entring on the fonction 
of Her Majesty’s ambassador.

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At the same time I proposed to them as from myself the desiring the 
mediation of Her Majesty and the States general, as a particular piece of 
service to His Czarish Majesty, in which I was ready to use my best ende- 
avours, and did not doubt of success in the present juncture. I then men- 
tioned several weighty motives for their making this demand, and the ad- 
vantage there was of being the first who should obtain the offer, adding that 
in case the good offices of these powers did not meet with a wished success 
in procuring a reasonable peace, a good hint might be taken from thence to 
bring His Czarish Majesty into newer engagements with the allies. They 
promised to give the Czar an account of this conversation, declaring in the 
meantime their master had never been averse to an accommodation either 
in his good or bad fortune, and assuring me he wished for nothing more 
than to enter into stricter alliances with Her Majesty. 

M-r Schafiroff tells me a severe reprimand has been given to the metro- 
polite of Riazan for the orders he sent to the forreign churches in the point 
of marriage (whereof I gave you an account on the *'/,, November) which 
should be recalled, and an answer given to my memorial, declaring these 
proceedings to be entirely contrary to the Czar’s intentions. 

I also touched on the bad reception captain Field met at the fort below 
Archangel, for which m-r Schaflroff blames the commendant, and with the 


first opportunity I shall speak further on this point.

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Lieut.-colonel Dupré arrived here on the 26 and next morning gave 
the Czar an account of his commission and the favourable reception he had 
found in Great Britain, with which he tells me His Czarish Majesty was 
extremely satisfied. 

The same day two hundred and fifty officers, belonging to the king of 
Sweden’s guards, who came too late for the former entry, were brought in 
another triumph through the city. 

His Czarish Majesty and chief nobility are now diverting themselves as 
usually with singing of christmas-carols and feasting at the houses of the 
most considerable persons, russians and forreigners, and no business will be 
dispatched till the 12“ night is over. 

M-r Urbich, who is employed by the Czar as envoy to the court of Vi- 
enna, came hither last week with major-general Osten (who had formerly 
a regiment of the danish troops in Hungary, but is now to serve here) and 
count Frizen, who is also brigadier in this army. M-r Urbich thinks of being 
dispatched back in three weeks or a month. 

Here is of late no farther news of the king of Sweden, and the reports 
are very different about his stay in Bender and the occasion thereof.

On the 29" December o. s. I had the honour to give you an account of 
my confersation with count Golofkin and m-r Schafiroff about the dispute 
with m-r Artamonowitz and the Czar’s intentions as to a peace with Sweden. 

Their private diversions have for some days taken off all thoughts of 
business, and will not end till next week, but in the meantime I have had an 


opportunity to discourse with m-r Urbich on this matter. Having had an 
intimate aquaintance with this gentleman at Vienna, and reason to suspect 
his two journeys to Dresden and the Hague with his report from thence 
had been more framed for his private advantage and credit, than for the ser- 
vice of the allies, I taxed him very freely, and endeavoured to make him

He made me the protestations usual on such occasions, assuring me he 
was convinced it was the Czar’s true interest to be well with Her Majesty 
and the States; that the Czar had always preserved a real esteem and friend- 
ship for the queen, though a complication of several disagreable incidents 
had of late given rise to some coldness and mistrust; but now was the pro- 
per time to remove all distastes, if Her Majesty and the States would not 
concern themselves in the quarrel between Denemark and Sweden, on appre- 
hension that the progress of the first might in time be prejudicial to their 
commerce and trade in the Baltic, for the security whereof the Czar would 
be ready to join with you in such measures as might be thought most 
proper; and then he asked me, whether I could give him assurances of your 
observing an exact neutrality? I told him I was not well enough informed of 
Her Majesty’s interest and intentions in those affairs to give him any opinion, 
especially where the event seemed to depend on several circumstances, and 
particularly the dispositions of this court; but that, having forseen the case, 
and being willing to prevent any jealousies or applications which might be 
contrary to the Czar’s interest, I had proposed to count Golofkin and m-r 
Schafiroff, that the Czar should demand the mediation of Her Majesty and

On the 1" inst. His Czarish Majesty treated all the chief persons of 
quality and the forreign ministers at a public dinner. In the evening a very 
fine firework was prepared and went off with great exactness; there were 
several representations and inscriptions: the chief machines were a Phaeton 
struck with a thunderbolt, and an allusion to a late medal made in Sweden, 
on the reverse whereof were two pillars, one broken off just by the pedestal 
and a lion leaning against and ready to overturn the other. In the firework 
the two pillars were first lighted, supporting imperial crowns, and adorned 
with great variety of blew, green and pale flames; when they had burnt some 
time, a lion moved forward, on whose approach the first pillar broke short 
at the pedestal, but as he advanced too near the second, a spread eagle, re- 
presenting the Czar’s arms, lanced a racket, which blew up the lion’s head 
and neck, and the pillar remained firm to the last. His Czarish Majesty ex- 
plained this part of the entertainment to me, and, a health being begun to 
all princes in friendship with him, he told me it was particularly that of Her 
Majesty, who he hoped was one of the number. The whole day I received several 
oblidging marks of distinction both from His Majesty and prince Menschikoff.

Three days ago a courier was sent from hence to the court of Denmark, 
doubtless with dispatches of great consequence, since another person was 
added to carry forward the packet, in case one of them should meet with 
any misfortune on the road. 

A swedish deserter from Bender says the king was set out from hence 
in order to return to his own dominions, but the date is not mentioned. 

A magazine of powder being blown up in Riga, it is reported here that 
fourteen or fifeteen hundred men were killed, and one of the bastions with 
a great part of the curtain ruined. Some say this was done by spies and 
others — by the inhabitants themselves, who are willing to have the town 
surrendered, which seems to be the opinion of this court.

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Yesterday I had a conference with count Golofkin and m-r Schafiroff, 
wherein I produced my full powers and declared Her Majesty’s design in 
honouring me with the character of ambassador. They desired to have an 
authentic copy of the act of parliament and the copy of what I intended to 
say to His Czarish Majesty on this occasion, which they thought necessary, 
since it is to be a part of the reparation. I made no difficulty to comply 
with their demands, for as my speech must be in english, it must of course 
be communicated to them for a translation, and I promised to procure them 
the act of parliament, as you were pleased to offer in your letter of the 
96" April, so soon as an answer could be conveniently returned from Great 
Britain. In the meantime I shall send them a translation of the act and of 
my speech on the 14" inst. and when that is settled, I shall endeavour to 
regulate the ceremonial, as well as I can in a country where little or none 
at present is observed. 

Some days ago lieut.-colonel Bonikau arrived here from king Augustus, 
with a commission to receive from His Czarish Majesty such saxons and 
other german subjects of the emperor, as have been taken in the swedish 
service; and the colonel hopes to obtain at least eight hundred, which being 
old soldiers will be no inconsiderable reinforcements to His Majesty’s new 
levies; but as yet he has no resolution from this court. 

M-r Klinkenstirn, secretary to the king of Sweden, has been lately in-

M-r Schafiroff tells me some are of very great consequence, and par- 
ticularly one expression, that in a little time they hoped by the help of the 
turks to be in a condition of returning into Saxony and punishing hat 
people for their infidelity. M-r Schafiroff promises to let me see the letters 
themselves, and tells me their ambassador at the Port is negotiating the 
renewing of their last truce, that several difficulties about the king of Sweden 
and Mazeppa were almost removed, and, their ambassador having received 
his last orders, they expect a courier in a fortnight or three weeks with a 
resolution of what they must trust to, foras yet it is neither peace nor war; 
they hope for the first, but these are many suspicions of the contrary, both 
from the intercepted letters and from an answer lately sent to the mosco- 
vite commandant of Bialogrod by the governor of the turkish frontiers, 
where amongst other things it is said he ought not to mention the king of 
Sweden so slightly, since by the assistance of friends he might once more 
be in a posture to chafe the moscovites, as he had already done near ten 
vears together. This last information I have from a good hand. 

Most of the swedish prisoners have been sent towards Kazan and the

condition of this country. It is your great misfortune that most of the 
foreigners employed in this service are such, as come disconted from the allies 
and have no true knowledge of the Czar’s empire or interest with respect 
to other nations, and yet they boldly give their advice and are as favourably 
received for a little knowledge in the ordinary forms of business and their 
discourses from common places, which are new discoveries to these national 
ministers. 

In my conference yesterday they took no notice of your mediation nor 
would I start the question, for to appear too pressing would only make them 
more backward and increase their unreasonable jealousy that these proposals 
are made to favour Sweden, but underhand I shall continue my application. 

You may please to observe I have only given a distant hint of their 
being received into the grant alliance. I am apt to believe they will always 
readily comply with the proposition, but till I receive further derrections, 
I would not advance anything which might engage you before the designs 
of the turk are known and at last it will be better the motion should come 
from them. What I have let fall will doubtless be given as a hint to prince 
Curakin to sound your dispositions and then you may proceed as you 
shall think most convenient.

conditions as might be for his security and the conveniency of his em- 
pire; that I must necessarily remember how earnestly he had desired the 
queen’s interposition from my first coming hither, and though he could not 
resolve to sollicit the mediation in this juncture, yet, if offered in due form, 
they assured me it would be accepted; for since what I proposed was only 
from myself, the answer they returned was only for their own particulars. 

This you may see is a perfect extract of my late discourse with m-r 
Urbich, who in all probability has advised them not to make the demand, 
for it is certainly their desire, since having designedly turned the discourse 
to other matters, as if this was indifferent, m-r Schafiroff renewed the men- 
tion two or three times pressing me not to forget what he said. 

I now wait for the honour of Her Majesty’s directions to make the offer, 
but, as to the States General, am oblidged to aquaint you, they have only a 
resident here, an old man, who by a long fit of sickness has been unhappily 
reduced to an incapacity for any business, so here is no one to join with 
me in their name. 

I have given m-r Schafiroff a copy of the speech I design to make at 
my public audience, which will be returned to me when translated, and 
then I am to have a conference about the ceremonial. The day I believe

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last, and Her Majesty is very glad to find that the Czar accepts of the expe- 
dient for giving him satisfaction, and that count Golofkin and Schafiroff had 
written so oblidgingly to you upon that subject. I hope there will be no great 
difficulty in regulating the ceremonial, since what I writ to you in my letter 
of the 13“ December last must make that matter easy, it being left to the 
choice of your court to settle it upon the foot they shall like best, provided 
it be reciprocal. 

I am very glad I have it in my power to oblige you as to your return 
home, Her Majesty having been pleased to agree that you may begin your 
journey in February next in case you have by. that time had your public 
audience of reparation, and that dispute is entirely ended. 

Her Majesty does not think fit absolutely to recall you from that post 
and therefore it will be necessary to leave a secretary at Moscow and such 
part of your equipage as you shall think proper, that neither the moscovites 
nor the english merchants may apprehend that we do not intend to have 
the same friendship and correspondence with the Czar, when this difference 
is adjusted, as we had before the occasion of it was given. When you are 
here, Her Majesty thinks it time enough to determine whether you are to 
return to your former post or not, or whom else to send, or under what 
character, a great deal of which will depend upon your representations 
when you come hither. 

The queen has acknowledged king Augustus as king of Poland, and sent

The swedish generals having complained to His Czarish Majesty that 
several of their common soldiers were suffered to dye for hunger, and even 
no care taken for burying their dead bodies, the Czar, being heavily incensed, 
ordered prince Gagarin, the commendant of Moscow and one of the chief 
ministers of this empire, to be put in arrest in his own house, from whence 
he was hardly released yesterday at the intreaties of the empress-dowager 
and the princesses. 

The vice-commandant, prince Bogdan Gagarin, was also laid in a common 
prison with a silver chain about his neck and a great block, and whether 
he be yet free I cannot tell. 

This accident has put the court in some disorder and perhaps may 
defer my audience which was to have been on the 29", since I have yet no 
notice of the ceremonial they intend to observe, but this afternoon I shall 
inform myself of m-r Schafiroff.

ders. I have since had the opportunity of a long discourse with m-r Ceder- 
helm at his desire, who begun with the advice he had given m-r Robinson 
of the hard conditions of peace proposed from this side and the notice he 
had at. his leaving Stockholm that his letter had been laid before the queen 
and produced very favourable resolutions, but, his long journey and deten- 
tion here depriving him of all correspondence, he desired to know whether 
I might not have received some orders on this account; that as to the for- 
mal demand of your mediation the senate made some scruple to go so far 
without the king of Sweden’s knowledge, especially since it might be explained 
by their envoys as a confession of their weakness; but that he could assure 
me both the king and the senate would be very ready to receive and 
acknowledge Her Majesty’s good offices, since they found it was not their 
interest to treat without a mediator, as had been at first proposed by the 
moscovites, and, till the main business could be set on foot, he desired me to 
use my interest in forwarding their cartel. 

I told him there was no reason to doubt of the queen’s inclinations to 
promote peace amongst all her friends, especially inthe north, as was undeni- 
able from the several offers Her.Majesty had made for these last five years,

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The chief articles in dispute were: 1) the quality of the person sent to 
bring me to my audience in the Czar’s coaches; 2) the appearing uncovered 
as the Czar would be, and remaining at some distance from the state, and 
3) the kissing of His Czarish Majesty’s hand; — which reception had been 
allowed the danish envoy three days before. Against these I objected the 
custom of all the courts in Europe, the priviledges Her Majesty’s ambas- 
sador’s enjoyed everywhere, and the disadvantage the Czar’s ambassadors 
would find in their turn. I therefore proposed that they should give me a 
private audience, or else settle their ceremonial on the same footing with 
other princes, or exactly observe the ceremonial used with my lord Carlile, 
giving me a reverse that no ambassadors should be otherwise received, nor 
theirs better treated in Great Britain. They were not willing to comply with 
any of these conditions, but took al] ad referendum, and the same evening 
His Czarish Majesty came to count Golofkin’s, where m-r Schafiroff, m-r 
Urbich, and m-r Levold, two of his privy councillors, were ordered to at- 
tend, and, this matter being debated, most of them persuaded a regulation of 
the ceremonial on the modern footing; but His Czarish Majesty took time 
to consider, being very unwilling to comply with my being covered. 

On the 31" past m-r Schafiroff came to acquaint me, that His Czarish 
Majesty had ordered a person of distinction to bring me to my audience;

I told m-r Schafiroff, that perceiving the chief obstacle to this point 
was only a particular averseness in the Czar, I could not question but the 
queen would be very willing to gratify His Czarish Majesty in this matter, 
as she had done in things of greater consequence, provided timely notice 
had been given me for receiving Her Majesty’s instructions, but that it was 
difficult for me to venture of myself in a point of this importance, however 
I would give him my resolution next morning and desired in the meantime 
he would draw up a form of their reverse. 

Yesterday he gave me a rough draught, but some passages not being 
very clear, or the instrument autentic enough, I presented him another 
project, which he seemed to approve and would lay it before the Czar this 
morning, so that I hope all will be settled, and an end put to the long and 
disagreable dispute with m-r Artamonowitz by my audience on the 5™ inst. 
and I must humbly intreat you will please to approve what I have now ac- 
ted, wherein I hope sufficiently to secure Her Majesty’s honour, though I 


have given up this point in particular consideration to His Czarish Majesty.

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When all is regulated, I shall sent you a copy of the reverse and of my 
speech. 

On the 29 past I received the honour of your letter of the 13" De- 
cember and shall punctually comply with your directions. Your letter came 
very seasonably, though without it I should have ventured to agree, having 
only made these difficulties to raise the obligation. 

On the '/,," past I had the honour to aquaint you in what manner m-r 
Schafiroff had given me to understand Her Majesty’s mediation would be 
acceptable if offered in form; and on the 26" [ gave you an account of my 
discourse with m-r Cederhelm on the same subject. 

The reports continue very warm, here of the turks preparing for war. 
They have had no letters directly from their ambassador at Constantinople 
in three months; they suppose the couriers have been lost on the road; for their 
ambassador had formerly given them notice, that in case of his detention he 
had already taken right measures to give them timely advice, and especially 
on the least apprehension of a rupture; but that they should not be uneasy 
if they did not hear from him in some time, his ordinary couriers being liable 
to be intercepted, and he would not make use of extraordinary methods till 
he had some fixed resolution. M-r Schafiroff tells me they had letters two

However His Czarish Majesty is taking due precaution not to be surprized: 
eight and twenty regiments are marching from Kazan and other parts to- 
wards those frontiers; they are to be commanded by prince Galitzin, gover- 
nor of Kiew, and seconded by general Goltz’s little army from Volhinia in 
case of necessity. 

Preparations are making to attack Wiburgh in the spring. 

The hereditary prince of Hesse-Cassel is treating of a marriage with a 
daughter of the empress-dowager. The Czar is willing to allow him the title 
of feld-marshal, a vice-royship, and a considerable dower, the main obstacle 
is the young lady’s religion, which the prince would have changed. This is 
one of Urbich’s projects, though in my poor opinion very extraordinary.

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On the *,, inst. I had the honour to acquaint you with some disputes 
that happened about the ceremonial. On the 4" they were all settled accord- 
ing to the articles which, though not so regular as in other courts, are at 
jeast much more honourable than ever were given to any ambassador here, 
and no better will be allowed hereafter, as you may please to see by the 
reverse, Which I hope will prove fully to Her Majesty’s satisfaction, espe- 
cially since the Czar seems very well pleased with my giving up the point 
of the hat. I join also the countreact which I signed, and the clause at the 
bottom is what these ministers would fain have added but I constantly refu- 
sed as overthrowing the whole treaty, though at the same time I told them 
Her Majesty would doubtless have a particular consideration for their am- 
passadors, since, if I was not received by the several charges proportionable 
to those of other courts, I was very sensible it was not a mark of their neg- 
lect, but the want of a due establishment of such offices, and therefore these 
points must be entirely left to your disposition. 

I shall not trouble you with a tedious repetition of all the little argu- 
ments on both sides, nor the scruples in several trifling passages, but only 
observe that the words, which I have underlined both in my draught of their 


reverse and my speech, were added at their desire. To the first I think there 
was no objection.

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On the 5 inst. about eight in the morning, the consul, captain Field, 
with all the british merchants, and some officers, our countrymen in the 
Czar’s service, about fourty in all, came to my house. At nine a gentleman 
of the Czar’s bed-chamber was sent to acquaint me that the first carver, 
m-r Soltikoff, who is brother to the empress-dowager, was on the way with 
the Czar’s coaches to carry me to the audience. An hour after m-r Soltikoff 
came, and I brought him to my chamber according to the ceremonial, while 
my secretary and the merchants were seating themselves in the coaches, 
The procession begun by the lowest in degree first, three and twenty in 
number, all with six horses; in the last, belonging to prince Menschikoff, was 
my secretary with the credentials and one of the Czar’s secretaries, then 
followed: 


1) my sled carved and gilt lined with green, trimed with gold galoons, 
the foot cloth of the same richly laced and embroidered, and drawn by six 
pyed horses; 

2)a handsome chariot painted and gilt lined with scarlet drawn with 
six black horses and the harness trimed with silvered plates; 

3) a chariot very richly gilt lined with red velvet, trimed with silver 
lace drawn with six black horses, their harness very finely gilt;

The march was near an hour and a half, and the streets thronged with 
spectators. At my coming into the castle the gards received me with drums 
beating, colors flying, the officers at the head, with their swords drawn, 
and saluted with their hats. 


At my lighting out of the coach, I was complimented by a gentleman of 
the bed chamber, m-r Nariskin, who is some relation to the Czar. The gre- 
nadiers were ranged on both sides of the stairs; at the top I was received 
by prince Scherbatoff and in the antichamber by a privy councilor Mussin- 
Puskin, who is one of the chief officers of state, and has the inspection of 
all the ecclessiastic affairs and revenues.

When I came up to him, I made the enclosed speech in 
english, which my secretary read in high-dutch, and one of theirs afterwards 
in the russian language. His Majesty answered me in russian, which vice- 
chancellor Schafiroff interpreted and was in substance that His Majesty might

bassy, was willing to accept of this satisfaction and would order his ministers 
to settle the other articles in a conference. I was then dismissed from my 
audience with the same ceremonies as I was conducted thither, and at my 
coming home found three tables prepared by the Czar’s officers for me and 
my company; general Allard and lieut.-general Osten did me the honour to 
dine with me, where we were all very plentifully treated, and m-r Soltikoff 
in the Czar’s name made pressing instances to continue the same two days 
longer, but with much ado I got a dispense from these civilities. While we 
were at dinner, a hundred colors anddrums came to keep men with captain- 
lieutenant and ensign with guard at my house, and were to have been relieved 
every day from the town, but my house being too little, I desired to be ex- 
cussed and contented myself with six men more added to the guard usally 
given to all forreign ministers. Hovever the next day the major came to acqu- 
aint me that the Czar’s orders were the company should always be at my 
disposal whenever I thought fit to make use of them. 

Thus all is finished as I hope to the contentement of both sides, and

he received from the sultan’s own hand in the turkish language a confirm- 
ation of the late truce with a further prolongation of it for twenty years, 
without the last addition or diminution, according to the Czar’s orders: so 
that His Majesty might repose an entire confidence on that side without 
the least suspicion. 

As to the king of Sweden, the ambassador writes that the port had all- 
ready sent him notice they could not conveniently allow him to stay any 
longer in their territories, but would convoy him and his hundred swedes

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desire the Czar (as they now did) to afford him a safe conduct from thence 
to his own dominious, assuring the ambassador at the same time, that if 
the king did not think fit to make use of this proposal, they would allow 
him a pass where he pleased, but neither give him convoy, nor assistance. 

All the rebel cozacks are to be delievered up to the Czar. 

This good news was celebrated here onthe 7“ with very great rejoycings: 
the guns were fired several times round the walls, and in the evening a 
ball was kept at one m-r Savais, a greek’s house, whom the Czar makes use 
of for his eastern correspondence, and on this occasion has honoured with 
the title of councilor of his court and a very considerable present in land. 
His Czarish Majesty had ordered me to be invited there with the other for- 
reign ministers; His Majesty received me with particular marks of favour 
and distinction, when I congratulated him on this news, which facilitated 
the prospect of a peace in the north and secured the allies from the appre- 
hensions of having their measures against France broke by further disturb- 
ances in the empire. The Czar told me the turks still continue to arm by 
sea and land, as some thought against the emperor, though it was rather 
believed these preparations were made against the venetians. 

I had a long discourse with His Majesty on this subject and the measures 
which might probably be taken in case either happened. He took occasion

that His Czarish Majesty, being fully satisfied with what is done, he in the 
(zar’s name desires Her Majesty to supersede the process against the offen- 
ders and that he is ready to receive his recredentials and usual present as 
a public acknowledgement that all is made up. They told me that it was 
hoped some particular satisfaction would be made m-r Artamonowitz 
for the personal damage and affront he received on this occasion; to 
which I answered they might depend on Her Majesty’s generosity, that 
their ambassador will have no reason to complain. In the credentials 
which will be sent by prince Curakin, you will find a short answer to Her 
Majesty’s letter, which I delivered three days ago, declaring an entire recon- 
ciliation. Having congratulated one another on the happy issue of this dis- 
agreable affair, count Golofkin told me it was time to proceed to other busi- 
uess, and that, in return for the friendship the Czar had shown Her Majesty 
on this occasion, she would be pleased on her side to keep up the good

M-r Stiles’s brother will 
make his applications to you on this account, and I am obliged to assure 
you, that, though a trifle in itself, nothing would be taken more oblidgingly by 
His Czarish Majesty, nor will the swedes have the least reason to deny you 
this request, since the ship will not be laden with any contraband goods, 
but only a quantity of ale, medicines and other small curiosities for the 
Czar’s personal service and satisfaction, and it is now high time to lay aside 
all affected marks of disregard and inveteracy, that by these little good 
offices the former animosity may be softened, and the way insensibly pre- 
pared to peace and friendship. 


Here are letters from count Wolseck, the emperor’s envoy extraordinary 
to His Czarish Majesty, dated from Crakau the 4 of February o. s., with 
advice that he had staid there near two months in expectation of the Czar’s 
return into Poland, but finding no likelyhood thereof, now desired to know 
when and where he might wait upon the Czar, and acquit himself of his 
commission.

You may please to remember prince Menschikoff had desired Her Ma- 
jesty’s pass for his brother in law, m-r Arsenjew; this young gentleman is 
now gone with the late danish envoy, m-r Grund, to Copenhaguen, and is to 
be bred up there partly under m-r Grundt’s inspection. So that I have kept 
the pass by me, since the prince seemed not to desire it when I mentioned 
to him the readiness with which it had been granted by Her Majesty. 

On the “/,, November I sent you a copy of my memorial about the me- 
tropolite of Riazan and the orders given in his name to the forreign churches, 
prohibiting them to marry two persons within the degrees of affinity for- 
bidden by the grecean church. I have now received an answer from the 
great chamberlain count Golofkin, dated the 30" of January, declaring that 
the said orders were given against the Czar’s intentions and without the 
metropolite’s knowledge by some of his under officers, who should be pu-

viledges and immunities granted by his ancestors and himself to all the for-

In 
the evening His Majesty carried me in his sled to a relation of prince Menshi- 
koff’s, and, though my letter was ready writ and only wanted signing, he would 
not give me time, but ordered the post to be kept up till this morning, par- 
ticularly that M-r Stiles might have the opportunity of receiving his farther 
directions for sending a little vessel with ale to Petersburgh, which His 
Majesty prest again very earnestly, and seemed rather to apprehend the 
queen’s refusing her pass, than that it might be disputed by the swedes, 
since they allowed a danish ship to come with m-rJuel last year to Narwa.

On the 17“ I was invited to another 
entertainment with the court, and the same evening His Czarish Majesty 
took leave of the whole company and unexpectedly set out for Petersburgh. 

Count Golofkin and m-r Schafiroff will follow him in a few days, as 
m-r Jule, the danish envoy, does this week, his experience in sea-affairs 
and shipping, as well as the near alliance with his master rendring him ne- 
cessary and agreable, but the rest of the forreign ministers are to stay here, 
at least till the opening of the campaign. 

Prince Menschikoff is not to be of this voyage, but will go directly to 
Polozk in order to make the necessary preparations for the siege of Riga. 
He would have began his journey yesterday, designing to have made some 
stay at a country-house about twenty english miles from this city, but 
just at his departure he had notice that his house had been burnt down the 
night before, which accident will keep him here a short time longer. 

The same day His Czarish Majesty went from hence he received advice 
by a courier that a detachment of his troops had taken Elbing by storm, 
with very little loss; the garrison near 700 men were made prisoners of 
war, and a very considerable artillery, with great quantities of small arms 
and amunition, fell to the share of the moscovites. With this express letters 
also came from Vienna, wherein mention is made that the bishop of Munster 
had entered into a defensive alliance with the king of Denmark, for securing

his provinces in the empire against all hostilities. These advices were very 
agreable to this court, since they increase their hopes of a good campaign 
and speedy peace. 

In my last I had the honour to acquaint you with the Czar’s desire of 
having a small vessel come this year with Her Majesty’s pass from Great 
Britain to Petersburgh. By the extract of what I then writ you may please 
to see how much this affair is taken to heart, and since the persons con- 
cerned will not be willing to run the risk of the ship and cargo, I believe 
they will endeavour to lay the cause on their not being able to procure a 
proper pass from Her Majesty, since I hear they have already informed 
prince Menschikoff, that in all probability one will not be granted. Ifthere- 
fore I should continue so long in this station, till your answer be returned, 
I must beg the favour to be particularly informed of whatever may happen 
in this affair for the satisfaction of His Czarish Majesty. 

Count Golofkin has communicated to me a copy of the declaration their 
ministers have been ordered to make to the emperor, the empire, Her Ma- 
jesty, and the States General, concerning their war with Sweden and the 
guarantie they desire for the lands of their allies in the empire. But | shall 
not trouble you with a copy or translation, since you will doubtless have 
received it from m-r Matveeff before this time.

I have since received 
your letter of the 20" January and am oblidged to return my most humble 
thanks for Her Majesty’s leave which you have been pleased to obtain for 
me to make a voyage home. Had this letter come a week sooner it would 
have been very happy, for then I might have taken leave of the Czar imme- 
diately, and should have set out in five or six days, but I must now wait for 
the return of an express, which count Golofkin has sent to Peterburgh, and I 
am afraid that by this delay I shall loose the advantage of the winter-way, 
which is very convenient to pass the rivers and marshes on these frontiers.

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I shall in pursuance of your orders leave part of my equipage here, 
with my secretary, m-r Weisbrod, who will have the honour to keep up the 
correspondence, receive your directions, and send you the information of 
what may farther happen in this place. Several of these ministers as well 
as the british merchants were somewhat surprized at the first news of my 
journey, but when I assured them it had only been on my sollicitations 
for my private affairs, they seemed to be pretty well satisfied. 

When I writ my letter of the 5“ December, I dit not know Her Majesty 
had acknowledged king Augustus or designed to send any one to Warsaw, 
which, the plague then raging in Prussia, would have been my nearest way 
to Germany. But since that distemper has ceased by all advices, I hope to 
finda free passage through Courland and those provinces, in which case the 
polish court will lve quite out of my way. 

The empress dowager, her three princesses, and the Czar’s sister are 


to go to day for Petersburgh; m-r Jule, the danish envoy, who has been kept 


here for want of horses, will centainly set out the end of this week, as 
m-r Urbich will for Vienna. The next prince Menschikoff, general Allard, 
lieut.-general Osten, brigadier count Frize, and the Czar’s privy councillor, 
m-r Levold, will go to the army before Riga.

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These ministers have certain advice from Bender that the king of Sweden 
was still there in the beginning of February. His Majesty had already re- 
ceived notice from the Ottoman Port, that their treaty with His Czarish 
Majesty being renewed, they could not conveniently allow him to stay any 
longer on their frontiers, out of which they offered him a sufficient convoy 
for his security.

I have just taken my leave of prince Menschikoff, who sets out to-night 
for Polotzk, from whence at the first opening of the waters he will carry 
down to Riga near two hundred pieces of cannon and great quantities of 
provision and amunition, but will take a journey to Petersburgh before the 
opening of the campaign. 

Count Golofkin will set out for Petersburgh on the 12", but it will be 
the 15" before m-r Schafiroff will follow him. Should not the express from 
the Czar return by that time, it will be a great inconveniency and disap- 
pointment to me 

I have in obedience to your orders of the 2° November 1708 and 
22™' March 1709 made m-r Schafiroff a present to the value of four 
hundred pounds, for which he returns his humble thanks to Her Majesty 
and all assurances of farther service.

Yesterday m-r vice-chancellor Schafiroff acquainted me, that the express, 
which had been sent to Petersburgh with the advice of my intended voyage, 
was returned, and had brought letters from His Czarish Majesty, signifying 
his readiness to comply with the permission I had received from Her Ma- 
jesty, and giving orders for my dispatch with all possible diligence. But the 
court and number of ministers and officers which have lately left this place 
have taken up so many horses, that I could not hire any for my journey 
through Poland before yesterday. As soon as ever they are ready, I shall 
send them forward to these frontiers, that I may have them fresh, and shall 
follow myself in post this next week. 

Hoping now to quit this place so soon, I shall not trouble you with any 
account of business, but reserve all till my coming to the Hague. 

On the 12™ count Golofkin went for Petersburgh and carried with him 
my memorial tn behalf of the tobacco—company and another for re-

A courier 
gone from Petersburgh on the 3™ April with letters from the Czar to the 
government here, relates the russes arrived so unexpectedly before Wyburgh, 
that they hindered the swedes from burning their suburbs, that they lodged 
themselves therein, and had found a great quantity of provisions in some 
neighbouring villages, which the besieged had taken no care to bring into 
the town. 

It has been reported to me from a good hand that two couriers from 
Denmark were arrived at Petersburgh, one about the ships which are to join 
His Czarish Majesty’s little fleet; and the other—with an order of the Ele- 
phant for prince Menschikoff, and the offer of a commandement of a squadron 
of ships by his majesty the king of Denmark...

Grodno, 22 April (3 May) 1710. 


On the 23™ March o. s. I had the honour to acquaint you that I de- 
signed to set out from Moscow the next morning, and on the 7 April o. s. 
I let m-r Tilson know how far I was advanced on the road by the post, which 
I met at Bober in Lithuania. 

On the 20" inst. I came hither, having been obliged to go some miles 
out of my way for the better procuring a little forrage in this desolate 
country, which on the other side of Minsk is in most places left uninhabited, 
but towards Mir and Slonim on the borders of Poland the famine is not so 
great, nor are the villages abandoned, though even in those places I met 
fresh objects every day of misery and ruine. The moscovite troops lye dis- 
persed from Minsk to this place, most quartered on the gentlemen’s estates, 
two or three at a place, but yet their government is even more absolute 
than in their own country, and their authority so great that the best polish 
nobleman dares not resist, but must submit to the oppresions and too frequent 
insolences of the meanest dragon. These troops are now drawing together 
in several places, where they will be mustered by major-general Polonsky, 
with whom I spoke as I past by Slonim, but he told me he had not the least

Having had the honour to 
dine with him yesterday, he told me that in two years time he had got none 
of his wages; that in his conscience he was guilty of no fault, that all what 
he had done, he had done by written ordres, which he keeps still, and that 
he was very desirous to hear of what they could accuse him...

At my coming hither last night I received the honour of a joint letter 
of the 27" March from your grace and my lord Townshend, with extracts 
of what had past between your excellencies and m-r secretary Boyle about 
Her Majesty’s mediation in the north, and, the post going out early this 
morning, I have but just time to return your excellencies my most humble 
thanks for these informations and to give you some short account of what 
I observed farther on this occasion before I left Moscow. 

When the Czar seemed so moderate and his ministers so disposed to 
accept of the queen’s mediation, they were still under some apprehensions 
of a rupture with the Port, not oversatisfied with the slow preparations of 
the danish court, and still more suspicious of king Augustus’ quick return 
into Saxony, which last was the only occasion of then stopping the hereditary 
prince of Russia’s voyage into Germany. But some weeks after the news of 
the Turks eagerness and apparent joy in confirming and prolonging their 
truce, the great progress of the danes in Scania, and the unexpected sur- 
prise of Elbing coming in a few days, the thoughts of peace and moderation 
seemed to give way to vaster designs: nor had I any farther discourse with

return to England not coming till the Czar was gone to Petersburgh, I lost 
the opportunity of personally sounding his dispositions; but when I acquaint- 
ed count Golofkin with my intended journey, I desired to know whether 
I could make it any way usefull to His Czarish Majesty, and, since it was 
probable Her Majesty would have already given orders to offer her media- 
tion, whether they did not think fit to make some overtures as to the terms 
of treaty, for gaining time; farther, enquiring if the Czar had yet any 
thoughts of entring into the grand-alliance, since m-r Urbich had told me 
prince Eugene had lately discoursed with his brother at Vienna on that 
subject and desired he would bring instructions with him for coming into 
the confederacy (to which as m-r Urbich told me the Czar then affected to 
show great indifference), this I hinted only as from myself, not owning to 
have received any instructions, as I had some time ago from my lord Sun- 
derland. 

Two days before I came away, the Czar writ M-r Schafiroff a letter with 
his own hand and orders to tell me he was very ready to enter into the 
grand alliance if desired by Her Majesty on advantagious conditions, and 
that he was rather inclined to this proposal than the mediation, which he 
supposed would be a consequence of it.

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His Majesty farther added that, having been long sollicited by king 
Augustus and the king of Denmark to offer his mediation between the allies 
and France, he declined the overture not to raise any untimely jealousy; 
but the pensioner having lately asked m-r Artamonowitz, whether he had 
any instructions on that account (as he then had not), His Majesty had since 
sent him orders to declare that He was ready to employ his good offices 
whenever they should be agreable. There are some reasons to doubt whether 
this proposition came first from king Augustus,for several weeks before 
m-r Urbich made me the same proposition with great earnestness and warmth, 
to which I only answered, that the chief articles having been already con- 
certed in the preliminaries, I did not know what room there would be for 
any mediation, but, if the Czar or any one else could persuade the king fo 
France to ratify that treaty, the allies would doubtless own it for an obli- 
gation. 

The news of the french reviving the treaty and sending their ministers 
to the frontiers came the day before I set out, and caused no small alteration 
amongst the ministers, and the defeat of the danes since following, these 
circumstances will I hope have inclined the moscovite court to their former 
temper, for your excellencies must not be surprized, if a great part of your 
negotiations with them depends on accidents.

... Though there is a talk here since a fortnight, that prince Menschi- 
koff with a strong detachment was going into Pomerania, yet letters affirm, 
that he is expected at Petersburgh with the prince of Courland, to whose 
reception preparations are making there, and it is thought that a marriage 
between this prince and one of the princesses, the Czar’s nieces, may still 
be fulfiled before the end of this summer. It is probable that prince Men- 
schikoff’s going into Pomerania has been differed or quite altered, since we 
had by last post the news that general Crassau’s little body, who threatned 
an irruption in Saxony, was going on the upper Rhine into the allies service. 

A courier to the Czar, who left Constantinople on the 25" April o. s. 
arriving here on the 28" past, tells that at the time of his going through 
Bender about three weeks ago, the king of Sweden had still been there. 

Here is the disagreable news, that the contagion has begun at Kiew, 
the governor there prince Galitzin having desired some physiciens from 
hence, though there are not above four in this large town left. 

Having written thus far, I receive the following extract of a letter from 
vice-chancellor Schaflroff to his brother here, dated from before Wyburgh 
the 11" of May o. s. 1710:

On the 6" the ministers and vice-admiral Cruys went 
under sail with all the ships, and the Czar joined his fleet again, and, having 
observed the danger in which some ships were amongst the ice, sent others 
to their relief, we remaining there all the night, not far from the Bereso- 
wish-islands, thirty wersts from Wyburgh. On the 7" more ships were sent 
to the relief of the others, and, though they got clear of the ice, vet were 
kept from us by contrary wind, We continued notwithstanding that day our 
voyage, and cast anchor near the Beresowish-islands; but a contrary wind 
rising suddenly, four of our boudaren were shettered to pieces. of which vet

This 
news feld-marshal Scheremeteff sent to court by an express, who arrived on 
the 8“ o. s. without bringing the articles, and, though mention was made 
that the garrison should have liberty to march out with cannons and all 
other marks of honour, yet it is much questioned if they or at least the 
chief officers may not have the same misfortune with those of Wyburgh, 
since the general-governor Strémberg a little before the place was besieged 
had issued and published such writings, wherein the Czar and his whole na- 
tion were very near touched in using the expressions of infidelity, mali- 
ciousness, perfidie, barbarian servitude ane cruelty, and the moscovites think, 
by using such repressalies to what happened at the battle of Narva, to get 
free their officers which remain still prisoners in Sweden. This news has 


given the court the more joy since it came unexpectedly, nobody imagining

that place would surrender before a formal attack was made, having only 
been bombarded. 

His Czarish Majesty went presently after the couriers arrival to Cron- 
schloss and had the guns of his fleet fired there to acquaint the swedish with 
his victory. 

The same day major-general Birckholz with his division, consisting in 
nine regiments of infantry, marched towards Revel. On the 10™ the regi- 
ments of guards Preobragensky and Semenofsky were to follow, besides most 
part of the army before Riga should march that way and general-feld-mar- 
shal prince Menschikoff is to have the chief command of the siege. 

On the 9“ the Czar returned from Cronschloss, when the guns were 
fired three times round the fortress, during the church-service and singing 
the Te Deum laudamus; and all was concluded in the evening with the 
wedding of prince Cerkasky and the princess Trubetzkoy. 

I give myself the honour of sending this news to your excellency, though 
I do not know what way it will get through, since two days ago we had 
letters from the post-master at Wilna, wherein he writes that the plague 
between that place and Prussia is so violent, that they can get nobody for 
money to go and fetch the letters, four postilions being fallen down in carrying 
one post, which did not arrive at Wilna...

Since my last of the 27™ past o. s. letters of the 28" of last month 
n. st. are arrived from Petersburgh, but brought no particulars yet as to 
the capitulation of Riga. There is news by the way of Lithuania that on 
the *|,"" past in the evening a russian garrisson of seven regiments under 
the command of general Repnin marched into Riga, in the mean time, till 
the Czar names a governor, he has under him lieutenant-general Osten, a 
russian major-general, and brigadier Staff. 

It is reported that place was forced by hunger and sickness to surrender, 
having lost near 40 m. people of all age and condition during the siege, so 
that the garrisson was diminished only to 1500 sound men. The sick were 
to be conveyed, according to capitulation, to the fort of Dunamunde, where 
allmost all the old garrison, consisting of twelve hundred men were dead by 
sickness, and part too of the seven hundred which have been lately trans- 
ported. That fort is provided with victuals till the month of September; the 
moscovites have begun to bombard it, and general Bauer with his cavalry 
was to march to the blockade of Pernaw and to leave only two regiments of 
dragovs behind him...

... We received the confirmation of Riga having been reduced both 
by hunger and the plague, and that only about two thousand men were able 
to mount the guard, a number too insufficient for defending all the works. 
The common soldiers have been permitted to go to the fort Dunamunde, 
for fear of infecting the russian garrison, but the officers are still detained, 
many of which, particularly of the livonian nobility, are gone into the Czar’s 
service, as appears by the inclosed paper. That fort is at present only kept block- 
ed, in hopes it will be shortly oblidged by the contagion to surrender, since 
daily about a hundred people are dying there. This judgement of God-all- 
mighty has spred itself over the whole country from Courland to Pleskow 
and Narva, in which last place, to avoid the infection, the garrison lyes 
encamped before the town, and, since the army which was before Riga is 
infected too, itis believed His Czarish Majesty will alter the siege of Revel 
into a blocade, finding it dangerous to join them with those forces who took 
Wyburgh, the latter not being alone sufficient for the siege. Part of them 
are now posted at the river Luga to hinder people from coming to Peters- 
burgh, whither no body is admitted before he has made his quarantaine

The duke of Courland accompanied by the new 
prussian envoy m-r Marshall, who goes for a short time to wait on the Czar, 
and m-r Rinne, the Czar’s general of the horse, has likewise been desired 
to make his quarantaine three miles from Narva, in a house build at pur- 
pose for him, and it is thought that, if in ten or twelve days nobody of his 
retinue falls sick, he will be admitted to court. 

They are mighty afraid at Petersburgh and have ordered in the whole 
country public prayers to be made twice a week, nobody being then per- 
mitted to work. If this evil does not cease, itis probable it may reach Moscow 
by one or other covetous man of the guards, who, by taking money, may be 
induced to let people pass either from Lithuania, Kiew or the army. 

The siege of Kexholm is turned in a blockade and that place only bom- 
barded, the russes having information, that the garrison there cannot sub- 
sist long, for want of provision, though the governor seems to expect the extre- 
mity. 

His Czarish Majesty dined at the prussian envoy’s m-r Keyserling at 
Petersburgh on the 21* past o. s. with prince Menschikoff, his chief civil 
and court officers, and the forreign ministers, stayed till late at night, and 
was well satisfied with the good entertainment. On the 25" he went to 


Cronschloss, and was still there on the 31".

To morrow sennight in an entertainment at one knias Masalsky’s here, 
the house fell in and killed besides ten or twelve servants, five people of 
quality, amongst which is the second son with his lady of the old prince 
Boris Alexiewitz Galitzin, and one m-r Buturlin, president of a chancery, 
called zemskoy-prikaze.

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of discourse, m-r Cederhelm, the king’s secretary prisoner here, swore to 
me that they were not at all acquainted with it. This gentleman should 
have been exchanged some time ago against a major, and, although they would 
persuade the Czar, they were both of an equal rang in Sweden, His Majesty 
rejected it, saying he would exchange majors against majors, but no secre- 
taries, thinking rather to get out his resident Chilkow for him. 

Informing myself further about this particular treaty, m-r Nidetzky, the 
hungarian deputy, who is still here, told me in confidence, that about two 
months ago, before Riga was taken, prince Ragoczy, his master, had sent a 
hungarian priest, who speakes besides his natural and latin tongue, good 
french, italian, german and the slavonian language, to the Czar, with a 
commission from the king of Sweden to acquaint His Majesty with his earnest 
desire of making peace, and that he might name a proper place for the 
treating of it. I could not learn the king’s propositions; it is said they were 
in general terms, demanding the restitution of the taken places, and all the 
prisoners. This priest, as he himself writ hither to m-r Nidetsky, has been 
dispatched back by the Czar with the answer, that His Majesty was inclined 
to a peace, but pretended to keep Carelia and all the provinces to Livonia 
inclusive with all the places thereunto appartaining. It was further added, 
the mediators were proposed to be the emperor, Her Majesty, the king of 
Prussia, the States General and the Ottoman Port.

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There is an other rumour amongst the russes here, which, if true, I do 
not see how it can be reconciled with the propositions of a peace, if not a 
separate and very advantagious one, to prevail with the Czar, or to amuse 
his ministers to sit still. It is reported that the king of Sweden has set out 
from Bender, what date I cannot learn, witha strong body of tarks to convoy 
him home through Poland, with strict and express orders not to attack or 
offend any body, but, if any body should pretend to stop or attack them, to 
act the best they could. The turks by these proceedings seem to pick up a 
new quarrel, and in all probability will cause a new war; particularly since 
it is said, the Czar has sent orders into Poland that general Galitzin should 
oppose their passage, That there must be something in the matter or at 
least a blot suspected is evident, since troops are marching from hence 
towards the Ukraine, a regiment of foot being gone two days ago to Sewsk 
and a regiment of dragons with three or four others are to follow in a few 
days.

I do not doubt but my last of the 31" past o. s. will be come safe to 
your hands with the news of the turks conveying the king of Sweden to his 
country. This has since been confirmed from Lithuania, but with no further 
particulars, than that they were allready arrived at a place called Seroka 
upon the Dniester. The king, it is said, left Bender on the 1* past. 

Letters from Petersburgh of the 23° past o.s. tell us that they received 
the news there on the 22° of Pernaw having surrendered by capitulation to 
lieutenant-general Bauer without any further particulars, for which they 
discharged on the 8“ inst. the cannon here. 

Other letters of the 25" past give an account of the duke of Courland’s 
being arrived at Petersburgh on the 13", and that he payed his visit first 
to the Czar, who expected him in his garden, both to avoid ceremonies, and 
because his house is too little. The visit lasted an hour, when afterwards 
His Majesty conducted the duke to the empress-dowager and the princesses, 
her daughters, where he was very well received, and, it is believed, they 
will be married in a fortnight, the duke pretending his presence to be ne- 
cessary at home, the plague having begun to cease there, and the whole 
country is allmost depopulated.

... Letters from an officer before Revel of the 31° August acquaint 
us, that about 17000 of the Czar’s forces were arrived to block up that 
place as near as possible, and with the first letters we may hear if they will 
besiege it or not. 

Though there is still much talked here of the turks conveying the king 
of Sweden into Poland, yet since the court is absent, and no possibility of 
any other correspondence that way, but what the court sends and receives 
by expresses, I can give no right particulars. 

And the Czar, having been informed that the prussian envoy, m-r Kay- 
serling, was buying a house here, asked him what he would do with a house 
in Moscow, His Majesty intending to make Petersburgh his residence and 
to order most people of quality down to build there; and some have writ 
hither, that they do not believe the court will come up next winter to this 
place. 

On the 9" inst. 0. s, one of the Czar’s wooden palaces, called Preobra- 
gensky, burnt down with about a hundred houses, belonging to the officers 
and soldiers of the guards of that name; and two days ago another fire broke 
out over the Moscow-river, and from eleven at noon till after midnight

On the 18° I was honoured with a letter from vice-chancellor baron 
Schafiroff from Petersburgh, bearing date the 31" August o.s. He acquaints 
me that our allmost five years soliciting the buoy and lighthouse-money 
might be once settled with the british nation, had at last had its due effect, 
and was agreed to be payed, as it is customary in Great Britain, and that 
by next post they would send us a written and signed assurance, having in 
the mean time given their orders to the governor at Archangel not to take 
more of the british ships than the rates in Great Britain, of which I had 
given them information. This their assurance is since arrived in russian, 
with a translation in high dutch, of which I include a copy to his exc. my- 
lord ambassador, but, the time being too short, I must differ sending a bri-

Other letters from Petersburgh of the 26" past o. s. arrived here on 
the 18" and give an account of the Czar’s going by water to Schlusselburgh, 
formerly called Noteburgh, twelve dutch miles from hence, on the '*/,, August, 
with the duke of Courland, and all the forreign ministers, having been accom- 
panied half way by the empress-dowager and all the princesses. The Czar 
stayed till the 20" August and arrived with all his followers at Petersburgh 
again, that day in the evening. On the next the news was brought of Per- 
naw’s surrendry on the ',, August to lieutenant-general Bauer, without 
bringing one cannon before it, and, though they report that the plague and 
hunger had forced them, yet it is evident, there was a secret correspondence 
between the besiegers and besieged and, since the like in Revel is suspected, 
it is believed that fortress won’t hold out very long. 

In the mean time they are still in fear of the plague at Petersburgh, 
the two regiments being allready infected, which were posted at the river 
Luga to hinder the passage to people coming from suspected places. And 
the courier, who brought these letters, tells, that a place called Torshock, 


about two hundred english miles from hence on the road to Petersburgh,

His Czarish Majesty has at last consented to give some auxiliary forces 
to the king of Denmark, and orders are to be sent general Janus and lieut.- 
general Nostiz to make a detachment of two regiments of dragons and three 
regiments infantry to be transported from Danzig upon the danish fleet 
expected there. 

They pretend at Petersburgh to have information there, that the Ottoman 
Port, considering the Czar’s quick and happy progresses of this campaign 
and the king of Denmark having broken too, had no mind of assisting the 
king of Sweden so efficaciously, as to break with His Majesty again, and 
since I can get no positive intelligence of the king of Sweden’s being still 
in Bender or gone with a convoy of turks, as was spred out. I begin to be- 
lieve the news of which I made mention in my letter of the 31* August, 
that propositions for a particular peace were made by the king, may have 
some ground, particularly since to-day sennight in the evening an officer 
arrived here express with a letter from the Czar’s own hand to the governor 
prince Gagarin, ordering him to send presently down to Petersburgh count 
Piper, feld-marschal Reinschield and secretary Cederhelm. The governor

servants and my own remonstrance of the danger he would run himself in 
by ill treating and arresting the ambassador’s people. They remained in 
prison till next morning, when m-r consul Goodfellow took them out again, 
At the time I went about to look for the governor, but could not find him 
that day. On the 26" I went early in company with m-r Stiles to the go- 
vernor, prince Gagarin’s, house again, whom we found so much prepossessed 
by the major’s false reports, that we had much ado to persuade him of the 
contrary, that officer having made him believe, that one of the ambassador’s 
servants, a smith, had drawn his sword, attacked and wounded some of his 
people. We prevailed at last so much with the governor, that he promised 
to send the major and the soldiers to the chancery of ambassy, where I 
should bring in the case by writing, which I accordingly did yesterday; and 
being obliged to write to vice-chancellor Schafiroff too, time does not per- 
mitt to translate it, and you will excuse me if I join a copy hereby in the 
form of a memorial in the language I have delivered it, entreating you to 
lay it before his grace the duke of Queensberry, that I may be honoured

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the ambassador (ef whom I have had no news in five weeks) should still stay 
some time in Great-Britain. You will wonder at the exorbitant demands of 
satisfaction I make, but those that are acquainted with the nature of this 
people here, will not judge me to be in the wrong, and without a sort of a 
public satisfaction, there will be no living here, since such things have hap- 
pened to his excellency at several times before. 

My letter to vice-chancellor Schafiroff must be filled with complaints 
too, since they have most strictly searched at three times and valued the 
ambassador’s provisions at Archangel, detained them for several days by 
those means, sealed every pack and cask with the custom-house seal, and 
at last refused to give free carriage, contrary to His Czarish Majesty’s 
orders and to what was formerly practised. 

Letters from Petersburgh of the 14" inst. 0. s., which arrived yesterday, 
confirm Kexholm’s having surrendered on the */,, inst. with accord, and that 
lieut.-general Bauer with his division has effectually blocked up Revel, in 
hopes that place would make no long resistance, though the swedes had 
newly brought in a succours of 500 men. 

On the 9™ inst. o. s. feld-marshal Goltze’s business was brought before 
a counsel of war at Cronschloss, in which admiral Apraxin was president. 
The rest of the commission consisted of two majors-general, Kirchen and 
Birckholtz, vice-admiral Cruys and some colonels; but major-general Kir- 
chen had the misfortune to fall over board and drown himself.

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The Czar returned to Petersburgh on the 13" from Cronschloss, where 
His Majesty stayed above a fortnight, and was busy with measuring a place 
and regulating the streets for a new town of seven thousand stone-houses 
which shall be build there next spring for the sake of a convenient haven 
and for the better promoting of trade. 

Concerning the exchange of general Weyde against general Léwenhaup, 
there is still a dispute who shall be delivered first, the russes not being 
willing to trust the swedes, and the swedes again the russes; and perhaps 
may occasion, that general Léwenhaupt will be brought back to Petersburgh 
from Cronschloss. 

In the chancery of ambassy I was assured they had advice that the king 
of Sweden was still at Bender at the beginning of September.

I do not doubt but the court will be surprised of what has happened 
concerning the ambassador’s servants, and that I took the resolution to 
particularise the satisfaction in such a high degree, having no commission; 
but considering Her Majesty’s being allways entitled to give pardon in 
consideration of the friendship between Her Royal and His Czarish Majesty, 
and that according to the nature of this country people, a man must desire 
double of what he will have granted, I advised first with m-r consul and 
m-r Stiles, read my memorial before them, and delivered it with their consent. 

I shall endeavour to make they may offer for a satisfaction: that 
the major’s commission shall be taken from him, till Her Majesty’s pardon 
comes; that the soldier, who strook the ambassador’s servant, be punished 
with the candelets, and that the Czar for preventing such disturbances for 
the future (people alleging generally their ignorance) may please to publish 
a strict order throughout all his country where it may be necessary, in 
consideration of the friendship His Majesty bears to Her Majesty, and shall 
insist, that an authentic copy may be either sent to Great-Britain by their 
minister in the Hague with an express, or at least delivered here at Her 
Majesty’s ambassador’s return or in his absence to me. This project I shall

Prince Gagarin, the governor of this town and of Siberia, under whose 
direction all the offenders stand, when the business happened, first promised 
me, in the presence of m-r Stiles, that he would send the major with his 
under-officer and soldiers prisoners to the posolsky-prikaze or chancery of 
ambassy; but not having performed these promises the next day, I resolved 
to deliver my memorial; upon which prince Gagarin desired m-r Stiles by

would order the battogs (a customary punishment here equal or worse to 
the candelets abroad, in laying a man down and beating his striped back 
with short sticks) to the corporal and his soldiers and to the writer in his 
prikaze, who received and detained the servants; to which, by m-r Stiles’s 
approbation and to make the prince a friend to the nation, I consented with 
condition the prince, for my security’s sake, might give it me under his hand, 
and that for want of a whole regiment, every thing might be performed be- 
fore the posoisky-prikaze in a public place; that the sentence of their pu- 
nishment might be read publicly, and that the major ought to beg his 
pardon and be kept under arrest, till Her Majesty may graciously please to 
forgive him. 

And m-r Stiles meeting that day again with prince Gagarin in the after- 
noon, that prince gave under his hand in the form of a letter to m-r Stiles 
that he would take the major’s commission and sword away, and keep him 
three, or four months in arrest, the time Her Majesty's pardon might possibly 
be procured, but expressed in the letter, that his sentence should be perfor- 
med in the posolsky-prikaze. 


The next morning being the 4" inst., I went early to m-r Stiles, who showed

fellow and m-r Stiles, we concluded to go in the afternoon to the secretary of the 
chancery of ambassy and enquire further into the business, who told us that they 
had sent the memorial to Petersburgh, but that at the same time prince Gagarin 
had writ words to count Golofkin, the first minister (whose eldest son last 
year married the prince’s daughter), desiring him not to lay the business 
before the Czar, since he would make it up here. Upon which we resolved 
m-r Stiles should go once more to the prince and acquaint him that, since 
the affront on the major’s side had been so public against all warnings given 
him, that we found necessary the sentence of his punishment might be per- 
formed not in, but before the posolsky-prikaze. But prince Gagarin being 
gone to one of his country-houses about fourty verst from town, had left 
the finishing this business to the vice-commendant his near relation, knias 
Bogdan, who answered m-r Stiles that, according to the prince’s resolution, 
the other delinquents should be punished where we pleased, but it lay not 
in his power to punish the major in such an open place, offering for an 
equivalent to call all the officers of the garrison into his or the prince’s 
house, together with all the diacks or chancellors of their several offices, 
and the chancery of ambassy, and do it before them, desiring that we might 
fixe the next day for the execution; to which we consented, and, though 
post-day, m-r consul, m-r Stiles with an other british gentleman, m-r De

time and the kniase’s house far off, we sent him words, that we would come 
thither at three o’clock, and, because these people are allways shuffling 
and full of thricks, I desired m-r Stiles to go a little before and see if every 
thing were ready according to our agreement and out of further dispute, 
and that in the mean time I would stay for his information at m-r consul’s, 
since, being obliged to come in the ambassador’s name, I would not willingly 
expose his excellency to a further affront; which m-r Stiles did accordingly 
and sent us words that everything was ready, desiring we should come. 
jut m-r consul, having company, desired me to go alone with the other 
british gentleman, which with m-r Stiles would be enough to see everything 
performed. 

And at his further insisting, I went and found the yard at my arrival 
filled with coaches and a large room full of gentlemen, thinking to see the 
business laid by, since all the time m-r Stiles was there before me, the 
knias prepared every thing for it, and spoke nothing to the contrary; but 
was very much surprised to find him shuffling and going back from his pro-

the business; upon which the knias desired me with a bow to the ground, 
after their fashion, not to be angry and to have patience till the prince

himself came home, which would be saturday on the 7", and that at his 
arrival either he would presently send or come himself to acquaint me with 
the prince’s resolution; to which I answered that what I had done, was 
upon their often desires, to please them, and to avoid the troubles, which 
this business might give to both our principals; that I would stir no more 
and would be excused of all what might happen, and so took my leave. 

Since that time nobody has been with me, nor made I any further applica- 
tion, but took an occasion to recall and annul that in my memorial desired 
satisfaction in a letter to vice-chancellor Schafiroff, dated the 7/,.™ inst., of 
which I must once more beg leave to join a copy in high dutch till his 
excellency the ambassador comes, or I may be honoured with Her Majestys 
gracious pleasure that I may not incure the censure of being too bold in 
such a slippery business without a commission or instruction from court 
and shall for the future take every thing ad referendum what they may offer.

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On the 29" past I was informed that the colonel of the artillery had 
been ordered to prepare a hundred and sixty guns to be fired the next day, upon 
which I sent to him to enquire for what reason, and got the answer that 
he was ordered by the governor to do it for the taking of Revel, but the 
messenger misunderstood the name, since next day we had the news that 
general Bauer having made a detachment from before Pernaw of four hun- 
dred men, under the conduct of lieutenant-colonel Arensheim in some small 
vessels, had the good fortune to make a decent upon the island Ossel, and 
to surprize the capital city Arensburg, making the garrison, consisting only 
of fifty men, prisoners of war and took eight hundred of the garrison of Riga, 
which was conducted thither and lay dispersed in the country. That town is 
said to be tolerably well fortified with four bastions; they have found there 
sixty six pieces of iron-cannon and four mortars, and it is supposed that Revel 
may suffer a great deal, since they had all their provisions from that island. 

Letters from Petersburgh of the */,, inst., which arrived the day before 
yesterday, give advise, that by the bringing the garrison from Dunamunde 
to Revel the plague had been very much augmented in that town, so that 
they reckon already above 10 m. people, which died in a short time; that 
they had desired an armistice, and it was believed they would surrender by 
capitulation in a short time. These letters make further mention, that the 
Czar with the empress-dowager, the princesses, the duke of Courland, and

A gentleman, belonging to one greek, m-r Sava, who takes care of the 
correspondences in Turky, was sent about two months ago to the bassa of 
Bender with letters from this court and, as it is presumed, not without good 
presents, stayed there about four weeks to observe what passes, and arrived 
here again on the 19" 0. s. in the evening, having left Bender on the 
23" past. He tells that the king of Sweden had his quarters near the town 
in a sort of an island; that His Majesty was building there a new house for 
his better conveniency this winter; that the king had about six hundred of 
his national officers and soldiers with him; that about two thousand poles 
belonging to the woywode of Kiew, m-r Pototzky, were encamped in one 
place, and about three thousand cozacks in an other; that the garrison of 
Bender consisted only of about eight hundred janissaries, about seven thou-

fleet; upon which the Czar seemed to be very angry with count Piper, count 
Reinschield, count Liwenhaupt and general Strémberg, and, threatening 

Ahem with a more severe treatment, His Majesty ordered to notify them 
once more to write to the swedish vice-admiral. We must therefore expect 
what issue this business may have. 

The Czar with the duke of Courland and his ministers was then resolved 
to set out on the 15 or 16" for Kexholm, which would take up eight or 
ten days...

Some pretend to have information of the Czar’s intending to go to 
take a view of Riga, as soon as the duke of Courland’s marriage should be 
consumated, which would be presently after return to Petersburgh. 

I have been informed here, that the court has sent directions to their 
ambassador in the Hague to dispose and invite the States General towards 
the opening the trade with Riga, and without doubt prince Curakin may 
have the same instructions for Great Britain, which by this time will be 
already known there. 

Prince Gagarin, the governor here, has told to one of his favourite fo- 
reigners it was resolved count Piper should be exchanged against the mili- 
tinsky prince, count Reinschield against knias Trubetskoy and general 
Stromberg against general Weyde; but since I have not had any informa- 
tion from Petersburgh of it, I scarce believe this business so far advanced, 
especially being added, that it should be extended to all prisoners character 
for character as many there should be in Sweden.

...1 received a letter dated «Petersburgh the '’/, November» from the 
prussian envoy m-r Kayserling, whom I had acquainted with the arresting 
his excellency’s servants, and the visiting of the provisions, desiring his 
good office towards the obtaining a reasonable satisfaction. 

He answers me, that the Czar’s ministers at Petersburgh were ill sa- 
tisfyed with knias Bogdan’s ill conduct of not having made up that business, 
as it was agreed between us, and that the ministers’ opinion was to renew 
negotiation again; and m-r Kayserling gives me his private opinion to make 
it up upon the former footing. Knias Bogdan had consented too, and not to 
let any tedious negotiation to Her Majesty’s ambassador at his return. But 
not knowing Her Majesty’s gracious pleasure, I intend to avoid it in a civil 
manner, draw the business in length and gain time till I receive an answer, 
and instructions how high or low I may proceed. 

With these letters I received the ceremonial] of the duke of Courland’s 
wedding-day, which was the 31™ October o. s., but it coming too late.for a 
translation, I have only time to inclose a copy of it to my lord ambassador.

time be very glad of any proposals made by the Czar’s ministers towards a sa- 
tisfaction, which, when sent to Great Britain, might find Her Majesty’s am- 
bassador still there, who would doubtless do his best towards the obtaining 
easy terms. The major is now in arrest with the other delinquents and under 
examination. The chancery has promised me a copy of the trial when finished. 

Two days ago a courier arrived here from Petersburgh with some orders 
to Tichon Nikitowitz and prince Gagarin, the two governors of Moscow, the 
first for civil—and the other for military affairs. He says to have been but 
eight days and nights upon his journey, and that, some days before his de-

Some time after the Czar’s orders came hither to send count Piper, count 
Reinschield and secretary Cederhelm to Petersburgh, which gave occasion 
to believe a real treaty might be under hand, I took therefore once more 
occasion, under pretence to wish the secretary a good journey, to get further 
information: but he assured me, he had yet no notice of it, their going down 
was under pretence of exchanging the prisoners, that he believed a cartel 
would be made, and that perhaps they might from hence take an occasion 
of making some overtures to a peace (as I have already had the honour to 
acquaint your grace in my formers to Nicholas Rowe) promising to give me 
notice by the prussian envoy’s secretary, if anything should happen.

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But since their being arrived at Petersburgh I have not been able to 
learn anything further in that matter; and whatever may have been pro- 
posed in the king’s name by one Frey, a catholic priest, sent by prince 
Ragoczy, I think the Czar’s high answer may have put a stop to those 
proceedings, since it consisted (as the said priest writ hither to prince Ra- 
goczy’s deputy, M-r Nidetsky) in demanding not only all the places and 
provinces His Majesty has taken this campaign, but all the expences of the 
war should be payed him too. 

I never could see nor get the capitulation of Riga and Pernaw, though 
I several times writ for them, but that of Revel consists of fourty one articles, 
filling six whole sheets of paper, tending not only towards the maintaining 
their present privileges in spirituals and temporals, but the restoring those, 
which have been altered under the swedish government, so that it seems, 
that, and perhaps some other place, have submitted themselves rather in 
hopes of mending their condition, than by force of arms or the extreme 
rigors of the plague, as much as I can judge at this distance. And they 
shall to all livonians, prisoners here, that will submitt to the Czar and take 
the oath of allegiance, be restored all their ground, houses and goods, with 
all manner of freedom other inhabitants are to enjoy, but I do not yet hear 
of its having been published to the prisoners.

An order has been issued throughout all Russia, that the tenth 
family amongst the boors shall be delivered by the apparteaners (most 
villages belonging either to noblemen, civil or military officers) with their 
cattle and goods, to be sent as colonies into those parts of the Czar’s new 
conquests, which are most depopulated and want hands to till the ground; and, 
all sorts of provisions being very scarce there, several hundred thousand 
sacs of corn and oats are to be bought up and sent down both for making 
magazines and towards the furnishing a certain quantity to those families 
that are not able to buy any at a high rate or have none at all to sow. 

Some regiments under Galitzin standing about thirty german miles from 
this place, have been ordered to march down to Petersburgh, it is to be sup- 
posed, if the coasts of Finland should frize, as they ordinarly do in winter, 
an enterprise may be made upon Abo and perhaps further into the country, 
being but weakly guarded, and in summer-time allmost impossible to go 
by land from Wyburgh so many miles through those woody and barren coun- 
tries, for want of fit roads, provisions and subsistance, as some prisoners 
have told me. This winter we have yet had no great frost, nor snow, and 
has always been intermixt with thawing weather, and is at present very 
warm, raigny and no snow to cover the ground, very unusual to this country, 
which causes already several diseases, particularly in little children, who 
dye in a few days at the small pox; but since this government has taken

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The public peace of the empire, though of the highest concern to the 
allies in the present juncture, has not been thought secure, since the return 
of the swedish forces into Pomerania. 

The recruiting and keeping up those forces in a state of inaction, while 
the best provinces of Sweden were exposed to ruine for want of timely 
supplies of men and money, must have been grunded on some new designs 
against Saxony or Poland, and will be soon manifest since the turks are 
come to an open rupture, 

In the ruinous condition of Poland and Lithuania and since the entire 
loss of Livonia those troops can only act in Saxony or Jutland with any 
probable prospect of success, Germany being the only place, where the 
king of Sweden can augment or subsist his army or draw supplies sufficient 
for any expeditiou of consequence. 

That the situation of the northern countries thoroughly considered, the 
present rupture of the Port can be of very little advantage to Sweden, 
except by finding work for the poles and moscovites on those frontiers, 
while the king fixes the seat of war in Saxony, where he will soon be an 
overmatch for king Augustus and the danes; the experience of former 
troubles having sufficently shown, that men and money will not be wanting to 
one who designs innovations in the empire, which is so devided in opinion, 
religion and interest.

No such attempt can reasonably be made at present, except in concert 
with France; which from the proceedings of the french minister at the Port, 
it is probable has been already settled; and the elector of Bavaria’s prepa- 
rations for the field seem to be once more designed for the Upper-Rhine; 
where a little success may reduce the affairs of the empire to the same 
condition they were in before the campaign of Hochstedt. 

But could it be supposed, the king of Sweden should enter Saxony in 
the bare views of acting against Denmark and king Augustus, without any 
regard to France; yet such a step must be of vast prejudice to the allies, 
since not only those princes concerned, but their neighbours, must withdraw 
the best part of their forces from the Low-Countries for their own interest 
and security. 

It may be therefore necessary to come to some just, speedy, and vigo- 
rous resolution : 

That since the king of Sweden has ordered his ministers to protest 
against the neutrality, any other measures which may be taken for preserv-

That in the first place, the forces in Bremen and Deux-Ponts, should 
not be suffered to march over the territories of any neutral prince to join 
the others in Pomerania. 

That though the danes and saxons may, on encouragement, do their own 
business; yet the convention-troops should be at hand, without declaring 
but ready to act on occasion; it being absolutely necessary that the opera- 
tions on that side be speedy and effectual, that all may be quiet before the 
opening the campaign in Flanders and no opportunity given for farther 
disturbances in the empire. 

That the making any one step, and yet not venturing to act so far as 
may be necessary for our own security must be of the worst consequences, 
since the bare reagnition of king Augustus, and declining the guaranty of 
the saxon treaty, will be sufficient occasions to a prince of the king of

That it may be also proper to consider, whence Her Majesty’s navy 
may be best supplied with stores, especially petch and tar, which usually 
come from Sweden. 

I should scarce have ventured to speak so freely in a metter of this 
importance, had not your grace’s commands and the part Her Majesty’s 
has been pleased to assign me in the northern affairs, made it my duty to 
submit my thoughts your grace’s consideration.

... L acquainted your grace with the increasing rumor of the turk’s 
intention to a rupture, which has been since confirmed to me from Peters- 
burgh by a letter of the 28 December o.s., making mention of the Czar’s 
having received a courier from his ambassador at Constantinople, who 
brought the unexpected news, that the Port had allready declared war 
against His Majesty. This sudden chance has altered the whole shem of 
affairs here: Those troops which were ordered to undertake something (as 
was supposed) upon Finland, are now countremanded and in full march to- 
wards those places of the turkish frontiers, where they will be most neces- 
sary; seven regiments, amongst which the Preobragensky and Semenowsky- 
guards, are to pass here, in order, as is reported, to go towards the Ukraine; 
the governor of Kiew, who was half way in his journey hither, having 
likewise received countreordres to return back; one regiment is also upon 
the road from Archangel hither, and above the taking of one man from 
every twentyeth house in the country, there shall be taken for soldiers from 
the several prikazes or offices here all the writers, which are not absolutely 
necessary, and the servants of the noblemen, of which they have generally 
stores to no other purpose than to make a show in the room, when a visit

sufficient to stop the progresses of their enemies. But these new-raised 
people, being not duely taken care off, not put under sufficient company-

An instance has lately happened to a colonel, to whom 
about six weeks ago fifteen hundred new raised men have been committed 
with a hundred officers up to captains, that never served before; the colonel 
was to teach them the exercises first, when in the meantime the soldiers run all 
away to the number of three hundred, which are only remaining; and since 
by the sieges of the last campaign and the contagion or other sicknesses the 
Czar may well have lost about twenty thousand men of regular troops, it is 
supposed His Majesty will this next ensuing campaign think to conserve 
only his late conquests and draw all the best forces up against his new 
enemy; Of which I shall be able to give a better judgement when the court 
arrives, Which may be next week, they writing from the 28 December 
o.s., that the Czar had then fixed his setting out in a fortnight’s time, with 
all the foreign and his own ministers. 

The duke of Courland was preparing himself for his own country and 
stayed only for the recovery of his dutchess, who had some fits of an ague. 

All business and affairs were laid aside at Petersburgh, and horses being 
scarce, every body occupied to make his best shift for the journey hither;

By my last of the "),,inst. your grace will have been pleased to observe 
the sudden change of affairs in this country, by the Ottoman Port’s declaring 
war against the Czar, and that to stop the progresses of so powerfull an 
enemy His Majesty will think to keep only sufficient garrisons in his last- 
year’s conquests, and turn all his best forces towards Turkey; in order to 
which all what can be spared are marching, and prince Menschikoff is to 
stay in Livonia as governor, in the room of feld-marshal Scheremeteff, who 
is to command against the turks. 

Part of the Preobragensky and Semenowsky regiments are allready 
arrived here two days ago, and the prisoners from Wiburgh, which have 
not yet taken service, stood then in a village about ten english miles from 
hence to the number of about twelve hundred.

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arrived, and His Majesty may perhaps have differed his journey for some 
days by reason of the duke of Courland’s unexpectedly dying in his return 
to his own country. The duke set out from Petersburgh in good health, but 
fell suddenly sick fourty versts from hence, and was dead the third day, as 
a courier brought the news four days ago, not mentioning what date it hap- 
pened. 

I received likewise this week old letters from Petersburgh, dated the 
s/,, past, in which mention is made, that the plague had not quite ceased 
at Riga, that the same was still in Pleskow, Narva, and that in Revel were 
remaining no more than hundred and fifty people of about 50 m. which 
were reckoned to have been in the town and suburbs at the beginning of the 
contagion. We have, God be thanks, hitherto been free from it, but it will 
be wonder, if by the march of the soldiers nothing is kindled, to which the 
sudden and often changes of weather this winter from cold to warm and 
from warm to cold again may contribute something. 

On the 9 past at midnight, there came out of the sea from southwest 
so strong a wind at Petersburgh, that the town and adjacent islands were 
all set under water by the river Newa; and great many people would have 
been suprised and drowned, had they not rung the bells to awake them, to 
get upon the decks of their houses; by which means few have lost their 
lives, though most of the horses and cattle have been killed.

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with the Czar’s ministers, acquainted them with his having received infor- 
mation from court, that, notwithstanding the turks had declared war against 
the Czar, they were resolved to send a minister to His Majesty with some 
propositions, of which the two chief points were: the permitting the king 
of Sweden to be conveyed through Poland with an army, and the restituting 
the cozacks into their old privileges; and that in order to this he was to 
offer the emperor’s and his allies good offices towards laying by the diffe- 
rences with the Ottoman Port, and hinder the threatening fire of a new 
war from breaking out into a flame; which offers His Majesty accepted, 
but said he could not see it any ways faisable to permitt the tarks coming 
with an army into Poland, since by this he should only give an occasion 
and time to overthrow king Augustus, and afterwards to be attacked in his 
own country with more force; protesting that he had at several times con- 
sented to the king of Sweden’s passage through Poland with five thousand 
men, and offered a sufficient guarantie for his safety, but had never been 


accepted. As for the second article, the Czar answered, that he had not 
only conserved the cozacks in their privileges his majesty got them, but 


had given new ones; which if they have allways been observed by the go- 
vernors, I am not able to judge. 

Count Welzeck in his conference moved the question, in case the mat- 
ters should not be accommodated, and the Port fall out into a war, what

This number, was answered, would be a great deal too insufficient, 
since there was news, that the turks intended to come with the same force, 
as they did when they last besieged Vienna, and were then esteemed to be 
above two hundred and fifty thousand strong, not such troops as tartars 
and a few janissaries, which they formerly used to send against the russes, 
but of their best troops, remonstrating he had heard the russian cavalry in 
all actions at the first attack gave way and rallied themselves afterwards, 
that they would certainly be cut to pieces by the turkish horse, who came 
generally with a strong body to overthrow and cut to pieces where they 
could make the least disorder or opening in the ranks, not giving any time 
torally.

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There were more discourses about the Czar’s desire to enter into the 
grand alliance; but the minister’s reply was, that this court could not take 
it amiss, that the allies just at the reaping the fruits of a long war by an 
ensuing peace, did excuse themselves to engage in a new one, and be at so 
high a charge purely for the Czar’s sake; then was further replied, the 
Czar’s allies, and perhaps the king of Prussia, would be obliged to recall 
their troops home in case of a rupture with the turks; to which the said 
minister answered, that, if their allies did recall their troops, they should 
not be obliged to keep the 16 m. men for guaranting Crassau’s corps in 
Pomerania, but send them in lieu of theirs against french. 

When I made the question how strong the forces might be drawn from 
Livonia, count Welzeck answered me, that, according to his observation 
and the best informations he could get, there may have been in all twenty 
thousand, of which they must take ten thousand to send to Poland, and the 
other ten thousand to guard the new conquests. These ten thousand added 
to twenty three thousand old regular troops which they have in Poland, 
will make in all thirty three thousand old troops; so that the rest to make 
up the sixty thousand against the turks, must be taken from the fifty thou- 
sand recruits the Czar has ordered to raise.

The Czar has had a particular good fortune to provide Wiburgh with 
fresh provisions.

gave an opportunity to send a transport and provide that fortress. 

Last week I was to write on vice-chancellor Schafiroff again to press 
him in general terms towards the making a suitable reparation for the 
affront done Her Majesty’s ambassador, he promised to procure a sufficient 
one, making excuses that by the present hurry of affairs it could net be 
proposed sooner to His Majesty. 

M-r Schafiroff by this occasion acquainted me, that, since they had 
allways trusted in the grand alliance’s guaranties to keep Crassau’s body of 
troops within the limits of Pomerania, they themselves had omitted falling 
upon them and procure their own security. Therefore they hoped, that Her 
Majesty with her allies would maintain that guarantie and hinder general 
Crassau from making an irruption either into Poland or Saxony, adding, 
though they had given directions to all their ministers, yet he desired me 
to make likewise mention of it in my relation. 

There is a french envoy expected here, who, it is said, has allready 
passed Riga; his name is Balus and has along with him one Groffée and 
baron de Wattes, who is lately come from Hungary to Dantzig. It is re- 
ported they are coming to offer their king’s mediation, and though it is 
known, that m-r Des-Alleures has contributed much towards the turks de- 


claring war, yet they admit them here, and are not sorry to hear their 
party gets a victory over the allies...

oath; and vice-chancellor Schafiroff assures me that business should be ended 
before they go from hence. 

The two regiments of guards, Preobragensky and Semenowsky, are now 
wholly recruited with men and horses; and some batallions are ordered to 
begin their march this week towards Smolensko; only two battalions are 
to stay till the Czar goes. 

His Majesty’as vice-chancellor Schatiroff says, has sent orders to his 
frontiers to let Her Majesty’s ambassador pass, and not to oblige his excel- 
lency to make quarantaine.

Having nothing of moment for two weeks, I thought not proper to 
trouble your grace, but acquainted m-r Rowe with the ordinary occurrences, 
and by my last your grace will have been pleased to observe, how the 
war has been declared here against the turks on the 25", and though they 
promised the declaration to be printed in latin and high dutch, yet it has 
hitherto not been done.

excellency would return hither? I answered His Majesty that for some, 
weeks I had not had news, but believed his excellency would be gone at the 
latter end of January. Count Welzeck, the emperor’s envoy, asked the Czar, 
whither His Majesty would please the foreign ministers should follow? The 
answer was, that in ten days His Majesty intended to be on the borders of 
Wallachia, and from thence return into Poland; adding that a courier had 
brought the news of the tartar chan’s being returned from the Ukraine into 
his own territories upon the approach of ten thousand calmuck tartars, sub- 
jects to His Majesty. 

The Czar after an hours stay at the prussia envoy’s, went away to 
m-r Stiles, and left this place yesterday in the morning about two o’clock 
with his two ministers of state, count Golofkin and baron Schatfiroff, taking 
his road over Smolensko. The imperial envoy and the resident, m-r Bleyer, 
having directions to follow the Czar immediately, are resolved to set out in 
two days. 1 went yesterday to pay a visit to the resident, and took occasion 
to ask in what terms their defensive alliance stood with this court; he 
answered me, that the emperor, his master, had offered to enter into a de- 
fensive alliance, but this court had received it coldly and with a sort of 
neglect, pretending the emperor should likewise propose conditions, which 
his imperial majesty’s ministers say to have no direction to do, but if this 
court had a mind of the emperor’s alliance, they ought to give their mi-

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nister at Vienna instructions about it and make the conditions there, so 
that they seem to stand upon the punctillious, who shall make the first 
advances and who shall most be wanting of the others assistance. 

But there seems to be an other reason in the bottom of the russes ne- 
glecting the envoy of the emperor, which I discovered yesterday at the old 
hungarian deputy, m-r Nidetzky, who told me, that he had seen some letters, 
which this court had intercepted, who caused them to be jealous of the 
emperor’s court; they having endeavoured to lay all the burthen of the tur- 
kish war upon the moscovites alone. It is true I heard the emperor’s envoy 
complain of having lost some letters and others open delivered to him, but 
if this is the only reason of being neglected, or if the french intrigues have 
added to it, I cannot tell Baron de Wattes, born in Hungary, but bred up 
in the elector of Bavaria’s service upwards to a colonel and now employed 
by prince Ragoczy to observe his interest in France, left Paris last June, 
and in his way hither spoke in Poland with the french minister, m-r de 
Villeneuve, went further to Hungary to speak likewise with prince Ragoczy 
and arrived here two months ago, was dispatched post from this court again 
directly over Kénigsberg for Paris three days ago. He told me at his first 
arrival, that he came to desire the Czar in the name of his prince to join 
in the mediation with Her Majesty and the States Generhl; but I could since

perceive by their discourses, that at the same time he was to acquaint the 
court amongst others, that the french envoy and plenipotentiarius, m-r Balus, 
sent by the king upon desire from this court, was directed to offer the king’s 
mediation between the Czar and Sweden; and though count Welzeck by his 
remonstrations, that the French have been the chief instruments of instigating 
the turks towards the rupture, has prevailed here, that this Balus has not 
been permitted to come hither, yet this court acquainted him to stay in 
Poland till the Czar comes, and probably will be appointed and admitted at 
or about Jaroslave, where he was lately with count Berezeny, before any 
foreign ministers can arrive. 

The envoys of Prussia and Denmark will stay some time here, till they 
hear whither the Czar will appoint them; but M-r Vizethomb, king Augus- 
stus’ envoy is to set out next week; the polish ambassador intends to go 
this afternoon. His excellency seems not to be very much satisfied with the 
answer he received; they have delivered him out about four hundred pri- 
soners, promised to enquire into the excesses in exacting contributions and 
punish the transgressors; but as for restoring Livonia, it was answered 
the Poles having not sufficient forces for garrisons, and they being so often 
divided, it was necessary for better security’s sake to leave his garrisons 
there till a peace was made, when His Czarish Majesty would allways be

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the candelets, and the writer in the syberish pricaze, who abused and kept 
them there, to have the battogs. Per contra they desired that a punishment 
should be inflicted upon the servants for having, as they pretend, forced them- 
selves through the watch, drawn their swords and beaten their soldiers, 
which seems to be an impossibility, that two men should attack and beat 
ten or twelve well armed with swords and long staves (called dubins), as I 
have plainly proved by the inclosed copy signed by four witnesses, some of 
which were there in order to free their friends and others kept in custody 
under pretext of being swedes, though they are known to be foreigners 
settled here by the permission of the government. They have been twice 
present in the chancery of ambassy upon desire, and ready to make oath, 
that the servants had not given the least offence, but were not admitted 
under pretence of perjuring themselves out of a pique against the soldiers. 
When I laid before them that these people were all of a good fame and 
could not hope the least advantage by swearing in favour of the servants, 
but must rather be in fear of some chancery or other, when an opportunity, 
it was answered, that the soldiers were likewise willing to swear and that 
they ought to be preferably believed. Although I remonstrated the inequality 
of the case and the unreasonableness of rejecting indifferent and honest 
men, and admitting and believing interessed and ignorant common soldiers,

Upon which I demanded a 
translation, tolding him that any other reparation, but what demanded in my 
memorial, I could not accept unless ad referendum; but if they would resolve 
to grant me the satisfaction I mentioned in my said memorial, I did not 
question but Her Majesty would be satisfied with it in regard of Her Ma- 
jesty’s friendship to the Czar, and out of her usual clemency pardon the 
major with his accomplices. 

Coming the next day which was the 3" inst. to count Golofkin’s house

... Letters from Voronesch of the 26" past 0. s. give an account, that 
one man-of-war of seventy guns, four of sixty, one fregat of fourty eight, 
and two snaws of sixteen were then in the river to go down to Azow; but 
letters of fresher date say, that the waters being fallen suddenly, the biggest 
and most of them could not proceed in their voyage. Admiral Apraxin in 
the meantime were gone by land with eight thousand men. I inclose thereby 
the list of the ships as it has been delivered me, but scarce believe they 
will be so well manned as there is mention made of.

those who yet side with king Augustus, have been observed of late to make 
frequent journeys into Pomerania and to have had private conferences with 
king Stanislaus. 

As to the swedish forces in Pomerania, they are not yet drawn together: 
general Welling, who is to have the command in chief, is still in Bremen,

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money and other necessaries. The letters from Hamburgh which came in 
this morning mention a transport of 7000 men to be already arrived from 
Schonen, but other advices contradict this report, and all that I can gather 
is that they have but very indifferent informations of what passes ina country 
so near them as the swedish Pomerania, and in a matter which is of so high 
a concern to them, as well as to the rest of the allies. 

Two days ago m-r Ilgen and m-r Camké, the privy councillor, had an 
interview with general Flemming on the frontiers of Saxony at the request 
of king Augustus. They tell me the count’s chief business at this conference 
was to inform himself of the king of Prussia’s intentions in case the swedes 
should return into Poland, and to press the immediate march of his contin- 
gent for the army of neutrality. To the first point this court seems resolved 
to act with all possible reserve and precaution, and not to engage lightly in 
any step, which might draw on them the ill will of either party; in conse- 
quence whereof their answers, as far as I can perceive, have been only general; 
and the march of their troops excused till they see the whole body of neu- 
trality drawn together, not to give the king of Sweden the greatest reason 


to complain of them, as they lye most open to his resentment; but they say 


they have troops enough near Francfurt on the Oder, who, in case of ne- 


cessity. can in two days time be at rendezvous in Silesia. Count Flemming,

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to encourage them to warmer resolutions, farther told them, that, though 
no formal concert had been yet made, it had been secretly agreed at the 
Hague by way of discourse, that, if the swedes marched, the army of neutra- 
lity should act in conjunction with the saxon troops and be immediately 
under king Augustus. 

On this occasion m-r Ilgen asked me what might be Her Majesty’s opi- 
nion in particular, and whether the allies were resolved to oppose the swedes 
by open force if they should offer to return into Poland. I answered that at 
my leaving the Hague I was not informed of any certain resolution being 
taken either by Her Majesty or the States General, and could scarce believe 
the affair had been carried so far as the count reported, but that in the pre- 
sent juncture it had been thought necessary on all sides to have the army 
of neutrality assembled without farther loss of time, to be employed as the 
affairs of the empire and the interest of the allies should hereafter require; 
that Her Majesty had certainly nothing in view but the preservation of the 
peace of Germany, though I could not be positive what methods would be 
thought most proper for this end, and I believed the queen would willingly 
hear what the king of Prussia and his ministers could propose, since they 
were so near the scene of action, that they ought to be the best judges, as 
well as they were likely to be the most concerned in whatever might happen...

On the 19" inst. I had the honour to give you an account how far I 
had been able to perform my commission to the king of Prussia before he 
left Potsdam. When His Majesty set out next morning I took the opportu- 
nity to wish him a good journey; and make him another compliment to which 
he returned a very gracious answer, and ordered me to assure the queen of 
his friendship and good intentions in the most binding terms I could ima- 
gine, and I believe he expressed himself more heartily on this occasion since 
his coldness to the States-General increases, and all his ministers seem to 
apprehend he will meet with very little satisfaction in his present voyage. 

I find that several of this court had endeavoured to dissuade the king 
from his journey both for the inconvenience and expence, as well as the 
little probability of any tolerable effect, but besides the amusement of the 
progress, the king seems to have been fixed in his resolution by another 
reason: that is to avoid the pressing sollicitations of the northern confederates 
in this juncture, and to gain more time for giving them any positive reso- 
lution. You will have been informed that when the king’s of Denmark and 
Poland were here two years ago, they made a defensive alliance with the 
king of Prussia, who was then so inclined to enter into all their measures

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and recall his troops from Flanders, that two of his ministers, who would not 
come up to his rash resolutions, were in danger of being sent to Spandau. 
A treaty of the like nature was some time after made with the Czar in the 
interview at Marienwerder, and the secret articles added to it were said to 
have gone something farther. 

All these princes, now the danger threatens them, press the king to put 
himself in a posture of making good his engagements. This was the chief 
end of the conferences between the prussian and saxon ministers, of which 
I gave you some account by last post, and a few days before, m-r Lieth, the 
Czar’s envoy here had pressed the same affair in a very extraordinary manner: 

In an audience he had from the king at Charlottenburg, he was very 
urgent that His Majesty should come to an immediate resolution, and explain 
himself what they were to expect in case the swedes from Pomerania should 
make an invasion into Saxony or Poland? and, the king deferring his answer 
till an express he had sent the day before to the Czar in relation to the 
same business and his own particular interest, should be returned, the envoy 
was indiscret enough to upbraid the king with breach of word, and to de- 
clare that he would leave the court forthwith if he did not receive more satis- 
faction; at which the king fell into so violent a passion, that he bid him 
go to the devil if he thought fit, and the poor envoy, endeavouring to justify 
his false step by saying he had the Czar’s orders to make such-a declara-

tion, the king told him that, if he had orders to use him with so little man- 
ners and respect, he and the Czar might both take their own course, and, if 
the Czar was resolved on such language, he might find a time to talk with 
him at the head of 30 m. men, bidding the envoy to get out of the room 
immediately without any farther reply, and the poor king was so transported 
with rage that he had like to have fallen into a fit of apoplexy. Next day 
a minister was sent to reproach the envoy with his ill conduct, and explain 
what the king had said in a passion, on which m-r Lieth thought fit to take 
post for Saxony, from whence, it is believed, he will scarce venture to return, 
and, to prevent the ill effect of his informations, an express was immediately 
sent to the Czar with an account of all. 

Count Golofkin, second son to the great chancellor and first minister of 
Russia, came hither on the 19" and, though he has yet no character, it is 
thought he will stay here to take care of the Czar’s interest, and will pro- 
bably supply the place of m-r Lieth; he is a very pretty gentleman and has 
been several years abroad; he was last with the hereditary prince of Mos- 
covy, Who is now at Brunswick to acquaint the old duke of Wolfenbuttle 
that he has received his father’s consent to the marriage which has been so 
long in agitation. 


I suppose you will have already heard that the Czar has married his

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crown a second time, and that Denmark only wishes to be forced to a second 
peace of Travendahl, at least the suspicions of their treating underhand 
with Sweden increase, and give no small jealousy to the court of Saxony. 

I cannot yet learn that any considerable transport has been made from 
Sweden, though that has been reported these three or four days; it is certain 
some recruits have been brought over by single ships at several times, which 
may perhaps have given occasion to these discourses. The forces in Pome- 
rania are at last drawing together, but I do not yet hear that they are in- 
camped ina body. Some moscovite regiments are marching to join the saxons 
in Great Poland in order to observe their motions; and letters from Warsaw 
of the 23° inst. say the Czar had at last received certain advice by a courier, 
that the palatin of Kiew, who had besieged Bialacerkiew, a town in the 
Ukraine, had not only been obliged to abandon his enterprise on the 
27" March o. s. after several fruitless attacks, but, while the tartars in 
their retreat had scattered themselves into several villages to plunder and 
carry away prisoners, was overtaken by prince Galitzin in that disorder, 
and routed after a very slight resistance, a considerable number being slain, 
some field-pieces and haubitzes taken, and near 5 m. christian slaves re- 
leased. 

If this news be confirmed with all its circumstances, it will probabl) 
make a very different impression on both armies.

I have received the honour of your letter of the 8" May o. s. with Her 
Majesty’s credentials for the two vicars of the empire and the extracts of 
what you have been pleased to write to the duke of Marlborough and my 
lord Raby, and must beg leave to return” my thanks for the favour of this 
new commission, which I shall endeavour to discharge with all the care and 
diligence I can. 


I cannot express to you the grief of the court and the consternation of 
the whole electorate on the king’s sudden resolution of carrying the elec- 


toral prince with him this voyage. Their present apprehensions are that he 
will be obliged to change his religion, of which there are already several 
flying reports, though without any foundation. 

I must own that since the king’s resumption of the polish crown I always 
believed he would one time or other bring his son over tothe roman church 
and for this very reason should have been dissuaded from that unhappy step, 
which has also reduced the peace of the empire and our operations against 
France to a precarious dependance on the northen war; for, whether his 
ambition still leads him to think of an hereditary succession to his uneasy 


crown of Poland, or of a marriage with an arch-duchess of Austria, the

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catholic religion is a necessary ingredient, and was certainly pressed very 
home last year by the nonce Albani and the intriguing cardinal of Saxe- 
Zeitz, when there was not a protestant minister of any figure at his court 
to oppose their insinuations. But it is not probable the king would openly 
venture on such a step in this juncture which would certainly disgust his 
whole country and make them wish for a swedish army and protection, and 
give the protestant allies very great reason to consider how far they ought 
to concern themselves in his affairs. 

It is rather likely the prince’s journey has been concerted to wean him 
by degrees from his grandmother, who has hitherto been the watchfull guar- 
dian of his principles and education, and to make the Czar some sort of sa- 
tisfaction by a seeming confidence, for that the king is again weary of his 
crown was but too plain from several circumstances, and his reluctancy to 
come to an interview increased the Czar’s suspicion so far, that he is said 
to have writ him a very sharp letter and to have ordered the moscovite 
prince to depart immediately to Wolfenbuttle rather for a security to his 
person, than a compliment to his future father-in-law. Perhaps he may 
endeavour to buy the Czar’s better consideration and assistance by the distant 
hopes of a match with one of his nieces, which was talked of before I left 
Moscow.

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As to the manner of spiriting the prince away, which seems to have 
made more disturbance than the journey itself, it may be attributed to the 
king’s own genius aud temper, for he loves intrigue and surprise, and the 
beginning of his war in Livonia, as well as the end of it by giving up his 
crown in Saxony, was managed with a secrecy and cunning worthy of more 
reputable projects. 

The interview is at Jawarow, a town thirty six long german miles on the 
other side of Cracau. The king will certainly shorten the conferences as 
much as possible, and may be now back again inten or twelve days. 

That Denmark is irresolute and weary or rather not in a condition of 
pushing on the war with vigour and success, is an opinion generally re- 
ceived here, and, though the Czar hitherto keeps the best countenance, I am 
fully persuaded, if any propositions were made which would secure him 
Narva and Petersburgh, he would take his turn to quit this disjointed alli- 
ance; but the king of Sweden’s aversion keeps him firm, and, though their 
ministers seem to wish for a peace with Denmark and perhaps with Saxony 
by the good offices of the allies, I never perceived they would be willing 
to include the Czar, but rather make use of this opportunity to turn their 
forces and resentment against him alone. M-r Palmquist mentioned this 
proposal to me at my passing through the Hague, and founded it on the 
guaranty of Travendahl as he has done to you: and you will have seen by

I have not that treaty by me, but I believe the article of guaranty, though al

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may be against the moscovites, yet they are divided and irresolute, are at 
any time to be bought by presents or overruled by force, and therefore as 
long as the Czar has money or success, it is scarce likely they will declare 
against him. 

The forming the corps of neutrality though likely to be very slow, will 
certainly be of use on every occasion, and will give a weight to whatever 
you shall think fit to propose. 

Since no resolution has yet been taken, I suppose the final one will be 
delayed till they are got together, and by that time it will be better seen 
what you have to fear or hope from the turkish frontiers. Some other place 
must be named for the rendezvous, since that of Griinberg is too dangerous, 
the plague being unhappily broken out again in four or five villages belonging 
to the district of Fretistadtle in that part of Silesia; all possible care is al- 
ready taken to prevent their communication with the rest of the country. 

This week count Golofkin received a courier from the Czar with letters 
of the 8" May o. s. dated at Jawarow. I suppose his errand is to put this 
court in mind of their engagements, and m-r Dashkoff, the Czar’s resident 
in Poland, came hither two days ago, but, finding the court gone to Cleves, 
waits for farther orders from his master. I see little hopes they have of any 
success in their negotiations, whatever offers they may make, for this

This courier brings advice that the king of Sweden, having been absent 
some days from Bender, had given occasion to various conjectures, but he 
was returned thither after having reviewed part of the turkish forces in 
those parts. 

The Czar’s army was drawing together at Braslaw in Podolia, six days 
march from Bender, and was to be completely formed by the end of May 
o. s. The palatin of Kiew and tartars of Budziack have been obliged to 
abandon their enterprize on Bialacerkiew with the loss of some men and 
cannon, and have been harrassed by the moscovites in their retreat, but I 
don’t hear it confirmed that they came to a general action, as is commonly 
reported. The courier met M-r Lieth within seven leagues of the Czar’s 
quarters. I am very curious to hear how his parting from this court will be 
taken.

That His Czarish Majesty arrived at Jaroslawe on the 22": May o. s. and 
met there king Augustus with his electoral prince in company with a multitude 
of polish and lithuanian senators and all the generals. It has been concluded 
between them, that the war should be declared against the turks, a body 
of poles, commanded by the lithuanian general Chomentowsky, join the Czar’s 
forces towards Turkey, and that an other body, commanded by the crown and 
lithuanian general, were to march towards Pomerania, in order to watch in 
conjunction with the russian and saxon forces the swedes motions, adding 
likewise, that the danish troops in Holstein, Jutland and Sleswig were to march 
that way, in order to increase their number. It has been likewise resolved, 
that in case the high allies did not send their troops of guarantie, the kings 
of Poland and Denmark were to recall theirs from the Low-Countries. 

Our forces about the Dniester have begun their march, and are suffi- 
ciently provided with all sorts of provisions, but proceed slowly, for fear 
that the 15 m, tartars together with the zaporowish coschewoy, who came 


within sight on the 23" May, should unexpectedly fall upon our baggage or 


stragglers. Hitherto they could attempt nothing, and allthough they appear 
dayly within sight, yet our soldiers as regular troops are forbid to pursue 
them.

passed three hundred men, there appeared a body of three thousand, com- 
posed of turks, swedes, poles and tartars, commanded by a swedish major- 
general, and attacked our people, who, being too much inferior to them, and 
not yet entrenched, were obliged to retire after a little skirmish, with 
the loss only of one grenadier and a captain wounded; although there re- 
mained above twenty of the enemies upon the spot; and the turks having 
endeavoured to pass that river in an other shallow place, were repulsed by 
our dragons and went back to Bender. 

On the 25" May there came five hundred turks and poles before a wal- 
lach town called Soroka in order to put in a garrison, but the wallach com- 
mandant kept the doors shut and hindred them from it. 

On the 30“ May the commandant delivered that place under the Czar’s 
protection and took in one hundred and fifty of our men. 

On the 26™ there came a courier from the prince or hospodar of the 
wallachs with a letter containing that hitherto he had kept secret to the 
turks his intention to side with the Czar, but that infallibly he must be lost, 
if not timely seconded by His Majesty, some people having been allready 
sent from Bender to fetch him by force. 

On the 27" arrived a captain together with two wallach bojars or lords 
demanding succour with tears in their eyes, upon which three thousand

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of our horse and two hundred wallachs have been detached under the com- 
mand of brigadier Kropotoff. The hospodar has kept twenty turks, who were 
dispatched to him from Bender and several merchants till our succour 
arrived. The turks and tartars, inhabitants of Bender and Budziack, leave 
those places and retire to more remote and secure places, so that there re- 
mains nothing but the garrisons. 

Brigadier Kropotoff in a letter of the 1° June from the river Pruth 
mentions: The wallach hospodar having desired of him in writing to ap- 
proach the river Pruth with his troops, he was just arrived there, and had 
met with the hospodar accompanied by several lords and colonels with a 
guard of three hundred men; that he had been very wellcome to the hos- 
podar, desired to pass the river and encamp himself about half a mile from 
Jassy, his capital city; that the hospodar himself was gone to feld-marshal 
Scheremeteff to join him, and had issued orders throughout all the country, 
that all the militia should draw together, acquainting them with the Czar’s 
protection and threatening, that he who should not follow the right-be- 
lieving monarch and for the name of Jesus Christ not take up arms against 
the turks, should be declared an apostate, anathema and a traitor, and be 
pursued with fire and sword, 

Farther had the hospodar assured him, that the king of Sweden and the 
woywode of Kiew were then still in Bender, and that there were but a few 
turks: that there was a bridge ready over the Danube, and the grand vezier 


with his army still at six days march from thence.

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Last week doctor Areskin, one of the Czar’s physiciens, received prince 
Menschikoff’s orders to return to Petersburgh in order to follow him towards 
the frontiers of Pomerania. That prince is to command the body which is to 
observe the swedes motions, and it is said besides the 6 m. russes, that had 
their quarters last winter in Polish Prussia, general Bauer, who is to be 
under him, were allready marched with about 7 a 8 m. men, they can draw 
from Liefland, having blown up Arensburgh in the island Osel and leaving 
only good garrisons in the fortresses, and new levies are ordered to be sent 


thither from hence, they being in no fear of the swedes on that side. 


Having been in the new senate here two days ago in order to demand 
an answer to my memorial concerning the grievances and hardships the 
british merchants met with last vear, and delivered by me to vice-chan- 
cellor Schafiroff on the 22°? February before their departure in Poland, 
They ordered the russian translation to be read before them, and then answered 
me in general terms by word of mouth, that they would send orders towards 
the redressing the grievances and encouraging the trade, and must I now 
stay for information from Archangel in what terms their orders may consist, 
if I cannot prevail with them in the court’s absence to give me an answer 
in writing, as I shall endeavour to insist upon, since the memorial has been

over the Danube. In the meantime they had seized on all the magazines 
which the enemies had brought together for the subsistance of their troops 
in Moldavia and Wallachia, and another detachment under the command of 
lieut.-general Galitzin was gone to besiege Bender. It is said the moscovites 
have put all the turks to the sword which were in the towns of Boslada, 
Roman and Jassy and have only spared the christians. 

Letters by way of Tranislvania dated from the camp at Orlaz in Walla- 
chia of the 15“ June, confirm the same advices; but though a manifest wi- 
thout date of the hospodar Demetrius Cantemir is handed about, wherein 
he exhorts his countrymen to take arms for the Czar, I cannot give entire 
belief to a revolution of such consequence, till the particulars are brought 
by a courier.

Having dispatched back your messenger on the 17“ inst. with a full 
relation of my endeavours to obtain the detachment for Savoy, and the unsuc- 


cessful issue of this commission, I would not give you the trouble of a 
letter by the ordinary post next day. 


I must now acknowledge the honour of your letter of the 22” past, 


and am sorry my negotiations here and in Saxony have so little answered 
your expectations and the interest of the common cause. I have not been 
wanting in my sollicitations, nor in my accounts of the dispositions I found 
in both places, I can only wish they had been better, and now wait for 
your judgement and resolution on these affairs. 

In the meantime I shall in obedience to your orders begin to look for- 
ward to my first commission of Moscow. Neither the length of the journey, 
nor the countries through which I am to pass give me the least pain, if I 


had but a tolerable prospect of advancing the service and doing my duty to

But I am more uneasy as to two other points: the first is the 
Czar’s resolution of allowing no minister except those of his allies to follow 
him this campaign, as I suppose m-r Mackenzie will have already informed 
his grace, the duke of Queensberry; on which account m-r Baluze has stopped 
short with his polish and hungarian friends at Jaroslawe; count Weltzeck, the 
austrian envoy, has leave to come hither for two months, and I am like to 
reside either in Sluezk, Polonoe or Kiew, places entirely remote from busi- 
ness and correspondence; but, 2-ndly, should the Czar, for whose advice | 
must wait in some of those places, consent to my proceeding, I can scarce 
tell which way to get forward, the tartars in the Ukraine and the revolted 
moldavians on the frontiers of Wallachia making both passages to the mos- 
covite army so impracticable, that here is no certain news of what is doing 
since the declaration of the hospodar, and by that time I can get thither, 
the campaign will be near an end, and the Czar, if (as it is probable) he 
keeps the turks on the other side of the Danube, be coming away to Ger- 
many to assist at his son’s wedding, to view the operations of his allies 
and to make a nearer parade of the victorious progress of his arms.

They 
write that the turks were in some consternation on the news of the mosco- 
vites passing the river Dniester and, if they pushed on with vigour and suc- 
cess, would be obliged to change the measures proposed for the campaign: 
that the king of Sweden had reproached the bassas at Bender with the 
backwardness of their preparations, and they had expressed their discontent 
that his troops, as was often promised, had not marched from Pomerania into 
Poland. The chan of Tartary had assembled his forces in the isthmus of 
the Crim, but was gone himself with a small retinue to concert the opera- 
tions at Bender. The hospodar of Moldavia being revolted to the Czar with 
his family, twoor three bovars (or councellors), 150m. dollars he had levied 
under pretence of raising new forces, and about twelve hundred old soldiers, 
Mauro-Cordato had been named by the Port to succeed in his principality.

Scheremeteff. with which he resolved to march directly to the turkish bridge 
at Obluziza on the Danube, so that vou may hear of an action in a little 
time. The tartars had attempted to surprise the moscovites once or twice, 
but, as these letters say, with very little success.

People wonder why the Czar did not go with his whole army to oppose 
the turks. There are who think it is either for want of good intelligence or 
the Czar, imboldened by the victory of Pultava, did despice the turks so many

But whatever measures might have been taken for- 
merly in the affairs of the north, I am afraid at last that temporizing must 
come to be the best thing we can do. 

I think that the sending the corps of neutrality to its rendez-vous, the 
leaving such a number of saxon recruits, who are in our pay, and above all 
the sending back three saxon battalions from Flanders, with the other expe- 
dients, which I find by letters of the 14 have been agreed upon at the 
Hague, and which, I doubt not, when sent in form, will have Her Majesty’s 
approbation here, will furnish you with sufficient matter to justify or even 
to make a merit of our conduct to the Czar, since we have certainly gone 
further than our treaties and perhaps our true interest would have carried 
us. And though in truth necessity has forced us to all these lengths, yet 
you need not be told that the turn of inclination and good will to the nor- 
thern confederates and to the Czar in particular, is to be given by you to 
them. 

Although I have no business to write upon by this post which relates 
to the court where you are at present, yet it is likely that in a few days I 
may have something particular in command from the queen, unless [ hear 
that you have hopes of meeting the Czar, and have taken the resolution of 
proceeding on that journey.

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while at the same time the french, convinced of the king of Sweden’s weak- 
ness and disgusted at his obstinacy, are using all their arts to procure a 
peace, and do not fail to magnify every step they make for his service. Thus 
Iam like to engage m-r Baluze on very great disadvantages, and, if the 
news be true of the moscovite victory and sudden peace, which has been 
currant these eight days and must have some ground by the frequent, though 
imperfect advices from Transilvania, the french have gone a great way in 
obtaining their ends, and the time I always apprehended is come of our 
being exposed to the good fortune of either of the contending parties. 

This wonderful event may change the face of affairs in Europe if not 
timely prevented by following the french maxim of making use of every 
incident and bidding as high as they can for the advantage. 

I wait for Her Majesty’s resolution about the affairs in Pomerania, where- 
of you give me notice, and then shall leave this place, and make the best 
of my way to Jaroslaw, but you will still please to let your letters be di- 
rected, as usually, to m-r Clignet, and I shall acquaint him from time to time 
how they are to be forwarded, for, if this unexpected news be confirmed in 
all its circumstances, we shall have the Czar very soon in Germany, and | 
wish he may not bring his troops that way since the war in Pomerania gives 


him a plausible pretext. A good correspondence with king Augustus seems

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now entirely necessary in respect of Poland and may be turned to advantage, 
if the Czar should be troublesome. 

As to the news itself, what light I can give you farther is a letter of 
the 4" August from Jaroslaw writ by the great general’s intriguing lady 
mad. Seniawsky to king Augustus with congratulations on the peace, and 
their hopes of enjoying his presence in quiet, but without any mention of 
an action or victory, and another letter from m-r Wacquerbarth of the 9" 
inst. from the king of Poland’s camp, and a copy of one brought by the 
express and written from the fort of Trinity, near Caminieck, on the 29" July, 
of which you will have received a copy from Dresden before this; but these 
are only the several branches of the first information, as I expected to find, 
and still want better confirmation. M-r Urbich shows another letter from 
the postmaster at Cracow with advice that the moscovites had taken Bender 
by storm after having attacked it three days, that they killed near 40 m. 
turks, and made the king of Sweden prisoner, after which the turks were 
obliged to beg for peace on the Czar’s terms. 

I was just going to end my letter here, when the vicepresident of war, 
count Herberstein, sent me notice, that the turks having gained the advantage 
in the action, the moscovites had been forced to demand peace on very dis- 
honourable conditions, being obliged to restore Azow and all their conquests

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on that side, to allow the king of Sweden a free passage to his own domi- 
nions, to give back Riga, and make a truce for four years. 

Other particulars are in a letter of the 6" inst. from Osman-Aga at 
Temiswaer to baron Nehm, that the moldavians having drawn the Czar too 
far into their country, he was obliged to stop short at Falezyn on the river 
Pruth, where he threw up a treble entrenchment, but the turks and tartars 
swarming about his camp and cutting off all forage and provisions, reduced 
the army to great necessity, and having attacked them four days, the 
91, 22, 23 and 24“ July, and carried two entrenchments, the Czar ordered 
a white flag to be stuck up and a peace was treated on condition that he 
should restore Azow, raze the other fortresses on those frontiers, and give 
yearly presents to the turks and tartars, which being agreed to, a bassa 
with a detachment of turks was ordered to see the Czar’s forces to the fron- 
tiers of Poland, and the grand-vizir with the rest of the army marched to 
Bender to consult the best method of conveying the king of Sweden through 
Poland to his own dominions, 

Something is still very imperfect and cloudy in all these relations, but 
so far may be gathered, that a bloody action has happened, that the turks 
have had the advantage, and that either a peace is concluded or very near 
it, which makes me impatient for farther information. 


Here is another surprising turn, and I cannot tell which would be least

I will hasten to my post, and take as much care as I can that no mis- 
chief be done us on that side. It is very unhappy that m-r Jefferies has not 
found means to send a courier in a matter of this importance, for if the 
treaty be made at this rate, I do not wonder the Czar is so backward in gi- 
ving notice of it. I do not find whether the kings of Poland and Denmark 
are included in this agreement or what will become of their expedition. . .

The common letters from Poland are still full of the moscovite victory, 
but all, as far as I can trace them, come from the first report. 

The Holland’s envoy, m-r Haersolte, in a posteript of the 5" inst. from 
Lemberg, says it was just then confirmed by a letter from general Jeschow 
to the governor of that place; but I have a letter from that very governor 
to count Weltzeck of the same date, wherein he says that a wallachian, who 
was just then arrived and pretended to have been in the action, gives the 
following account: 

That 25m. turks with all the tartars and the waywode of Kiew’s forces 
had, under favour of very rainy weather, attacked an advanced body of 15 m. 
moscovites and were twice repulsed as long as their arms and ammunition 
were dry, but the turks making a third onset with great vigour notwith- 
standing the continual fire, the pikes and chevaux de frize of their enemies. 
the moscovites, being extremely fatigued and wet, were obliged to retire, 
which they did in tolerable order, though followed by the turks till they 
were reinforced in their retreat* by another body of 10 m. men, when they 
made head again and attacked the turks in their turn, who would not stand 
their ground, but abandoned the pursuit

The relation of 
a man who pretended to have been in the action had an air of probability, 
but [ believe you will have since seen the extract of a letter from count 
Golotkin to prince Dolgoruky in confirmation of the peace, it being spread 
about by the saxon ministers.

«This is to acquaint you that we marched towards the Danube with 
great vigour to prevent the turks and find subsistance for our troops, but 
they were before hand with us, and met us on the river Pruth, where we 
had a desperate engagement for three days, the 8“, 9™ and 10" of July o.s., 
when, seeing that for want of provisions and a sufficient body of horse, it 
was impossible to march farther and dangerous to return back, we made a 


truce after the said battle and farther, having no hopes of advantage in this 
war, we complied with the prayers of the turks for an eternal peace to 
secure ourselves on that side, which they accepted with the greatest joy, 


and quite separated themselves from the swedes. You may assure the king 
of Poland that this peace is very much to the advantage of our allies, since 
the Czar has now his whole army at his disposition. The Czar writes very 
short to the king of Poland, and refers himself to your relation; you will 
therefore acquaint His Majesty with all the particulars and excuse the 
Czar’s not mentioning them in his letter, because we are not vet got out of 
the frontiers of Wallachia». 

This, I think, is a very extraordinary relation of a peace: the moscovite 
army is in great streights, and therefore the turks beg for a treaty; the 
Czar instead of congratulating his allies, makes excuses for an agreement,

Thus the relations which should be most authentic, want an explana- 
tion and keep me still in suspense not as to the journey (for whether there 
be only a suspension of arms or a peace, whether it be to the advantage of 
the turk or moscovite, it will be absolutely necessary for me to hasten to 
the Czar), but the doubt is where to find him. Prince Dolgoruky has in his 
name desired the king of Poland to continue their expedition in Pomerania 
with assurances that the Czar would come streight to Elbing in polish 
Prussia, to be at hand for concerting farther measures, and would reinforce 
them with his army in case of necessity. Should I therefore immediately set 
out for Lemberg, the Czar might be gone before I could reach that place; 
on which these ministers advise me to stay eight or ten days, till they have 
more certain information of what has past and where the Czar is, when 
they will send count Weltzeck with me, so that I shall regulate myself 
according to their measures and be ready to begin my journey on the first 
warning. 

As tothe affair itself, though several particulars are differently reported, 
it is plain the advantage of the action and treaty is on the turkish side

from them 27 pieces of cannon, which probably has given occasion to the 
polish report of victory; that the next day the tartars during the engage- 
ment took a convoy of 2 m. waggons with bread ete. (their waggons are 
small, only drawn by one or two horses at the most), and that on the third 
the moscovites, wanting provisions and being so much fatigued that they 
could scarce stand to their arms, they demanded a truce, which ended in 
a peace; and a body of turks is sent to convoy them to the frontier of Po- 
land and to furnish them with bread for their march.

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infered, that either this is one of the points to be farther debated, or that 
his pretensions have in a great measure been let fall for his own ends. 

While the circumstances of this wonderful event are so variously re- 
ported, it is impossible to form any tolerable judgement of the consequence. 

The storm which threatened Asia seems now to be removing towards 
Germany, but the approach of winter is some comfort, and will give the 
allies time and opportunity to form their measures and put them in execu- 
tion, that before next campaign the northern confederacy may be made 
their friend or else put out of a condition of being their enemy: for in such 
extremities no temporizing middle councils can well be safe, at least that 
was the old maxim and has been generally contirmed by experience.

The grand vizir having past the Danube with all his forces, moved very 
slowly towards the moscovites, being scarce persuaded to advance, though 
all the prisoners taken by the tartars, and several deserters, swedes by na- 
tion, agreed that their whole army was reduced to very great necessity for 
want of provisions and forrage; but at last, being come within sight of them 
on the Pruth and finding his camp incommoded by an advanced corps and 
several batteries they had thrown up on a hill near that river, he ordered 
them to be attacked on the *,,"" past, and after some resistance beat them 
from this post, though not without considerable bloodshed. On the *,," he 
past the river where it was fordeable, and that evening drew up before the 
enemy with a design to attack them next morning, but the soldiers, flushed 
with their former success, and being under no discipline, obliged their offi- 
cers to begin the onset immediately and were repulsed in four assaults with 
great loss, night putting an end to the dispute. 

Next day as they were preparing to renew their storm with more order, 
after some vollies of great shot the Czar ordered a white flag to be hung 
out, and demanding to treat, a peace was soon concluded on very hard con- 
ditions for the Czar: the surrendring Azow etc., as you will see more at large 
by the inclosed translation of the instrument itself.

This agreement being made, the vizir furnished the Czar’s army with 
provisions for eleven days and ordered two bashas, the one of Diarbekir, 
and the other of Kiurd-Bairam, with 12 m. mento observe their march, under 
pretence of guarding them from the tartars. At the same time the basha of 
Romelia was dispatched to take possession of Chamenki, and the basha of 
Aangara to do the same at Azow; after which the turkish army dispersed 
apace, and several boats, full of janissaries, came down the Black-sea to Con- 
stantinople. 

The tartar chan vigorously opposed the peace, and, by his connivance and 
permission, the tartars are all in pursuit of the moscovites, and it is thought 
will do much mischief, they having abondance of sick and wounded, their 
horses being most dead, and the whole army disheartned and weakened by 
hunger and fatigue. 

The king of Sweden came to the camp a day and a half after the action, 
aud appeared very much displeased at his slight mention in the treaty, 
which the vizir attempted to excuse for want of particular orders and a 
full knowledge of his concerns. He afterwards returned to Bender and was 
followed by the grand vizir and tartar chan, but it was not said positively 
where they had left their army. 

This great news was brought to Constantinople on the 23" July o. s. 
by Osman-Aga, chihaya tothe grand vizir, who made his entry in pomp. On

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tion; but on the 25“ a myrza or colonel arriving from the tartar chan with 
remonstrances against the conduct of the vizir and his cihaya, this last 
was degraded to the charge of imbrahor, a place of less honour and profit, 
as a mark of the sultan’s displeasure, instead of the three horse-tails which 
had been promised him; the tartars and swedes pretend they might have 
entirely destroyed the moscovites or obliged them to surrender for want 
of provisions, and the people begun to censure the vizir very freely, though 
his friends at court endeavoured to justify his proceedings, but, if the Czar, 
when in safety, should not observe the conditions of the treaty, it was be- 
lieved he would be the sacrifice. 

Here are letters from m-r Funck, the swedish envoy at Constantinople, 
of the 27 July (7 August), which mention, that he made use of this oppor- 
tunity to present a memorial setting forth the engagements of the port, and 
particularly their last declaration as well as their own interest not to abandon 
the king in such a manner, to which he received a favourable answer and 
assurances that orders should be dispached to the grand vizir to have a 
particular regard to the king of Sweden’s advantage: from whence the envoy 
hoped they might have a farther convention in virtue of the 8“ varticle to 
their own desire, the turks, as he says, having taken the precaution to ob- 
serve the Czar’s motions by a considerable body of troops and all the tartars, 


to furnish them with no more provisions than were absolutely necessary for

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their subsistance, and obliging them to march towards Kiew with very 
short stayes, that they might give time for the execution of their agreement. 

This last account in some measure explains, why we have yet no news 
from Poland of the Czar’s army, though at first it was said to be expected 
at Swaniecz on the Dniester by the 1° of August n. s. and the Czar’s jour- 
ney to Elbing was talked of with assurance, though not very agreable to 
the words of the treaty, if ever intended to be kept. The other reflexions 
on this astonishing turn of affairs, though many may be made, are very 
obvious; but how far it will have an influence on the rest of Europe cannot 
be judged till it is seen what will become of the king of Sweden’s preten- 
sions, and in what condition the Czar and his troops will get back to their 
own country. 

It is now very lucky for me that I stayed here so long, for I might have 
gone three or four hundred miles out of my way to no purpose, and I must 
yet wait till there be more certain information whether I am to find the 
Czar in Poland Prussia or Moscovy, though I wish my voyage was to begin 
to morrow, that I might not lose the advantage of this fine season.

advantagious peace made by the grand vizir. This news has been confirmed 
by the imperial resident Talman at Constantinople, by the imperial secretary, 
who was left at Semlin when the turks had their bridge over the Danube. 
and by the woywode of Wallachia, who has now received orders to publish 
it in his principality; and the joy is as great as possible in that empire which 
had in all likelyhood fallen into the greatest confusion, if the Czar had 
managed his opportunity and given time to the intrigues and inclinations 
of the greeks, whose eyes and hearts were fixed on their new Messiah, the 
very rascians in the emperors country abandonning all to run into his ser- 
vice; but this surprizing turn with the fate of prince Cantemir and those 
who declared too soon, has blasted their hopes and lessened their affection, 
so that in this point alone the shameful treaty has been of incredible de- 
triment to the moscovite affairs, as the abandonning Azow makes their 
neighbourhood less dangerous to the Port, and their alliance less valuable 
to the house of Austria, 

I have not yet seen any more distinct particulars of the action: The 
turkish army dissipates apace, above 12 m. of their soldiers having already 
repast the Danube, and their artillery being brought back and embarked on 
that river, from whence it is believed that the moscovite forces must have 
been reduced to a very weak condition and number. Some report that they

Other letters from Wallachia say they were arrived at Rascow on the 
Dniester in their retreat to Kiew, a good distance below Swaniecz, where 
the Czar had at first proposed to repass that river, but they neither mention 
how nor when he got thither. 

These are looked upon here to be farther proofs of the vizir’s weakness 
or to have been the effects of his avarice, as well as want of spirit and ca- 
pacity. 

The king of Sweden has kept up his character in this unexpected sacri- 
fice of his interest, impliable to the last: He is said to have had high words 
with the vizir, who alledged the swedish inactivity and their not appearing 
in Poland for his justification; however he offered to employ his good offices 
for procuring him the best conditions he could, which the king refused and 
said his peace was to be made with his sword in hand. 


Everyone is now in expectation to hear how the Czar has made his re- 
treat, how far he may observe his agreement when in safety, particularly in 


relation to Poland, what precautions the turks may have taken for the per- 
formance, and whether the king of Sweden has entirely let slip this favour-

It is now six weeks since the negotiation, and yet here is no certain 
advice of the moscovite army from Podolia. A letter from the postmaster at 
Cracow of the 26“ past says the Czar was then at Jaroslaw, but all the 
other advices from Poland make no mention of it, and till I see which way 
he directs his course, I cannot take a resolution about my journey. If he 
comes to Elbing or any place in Poland, I shall immediately meet him there, 
and count Weltzeck will be sent with me, but, if he retires to Moscow, these 
ministers think so much haste unnecessary, and in that case I shall wait 
for your opinion and farther orders on this surprizing event; in the meantime 
I shall give you the earliest information I can. 

Should the Czar comply with that part of his treaty which obliges him 
to withdraw his army from Poland, as the turks have been forward in dis- 
banding theirs, most of the apprehensions on the side of Hungary would 
cease and give an opportunity of bringinga noble body of troops from thence 
into the empire, which, if the troubles in Pomerania be ended by just and 
timely measures, would make such an appearance next spring, when joined 
with the army of neutrality ete., as might oblige the french to think in 


earnest of a peace, rather than run the hazard of another campaign; for it

By last post I have given myself the honour of sending you a relation 
of the peace with the Czar and the Ottoman Port, as it has been communi- 
cated from a translator present at the action, since which time I have not 
been able to see any other letters making mention of this business, but 
m-r Lindemann, a major of the preobragensky-guards, who has permission to 
go from hence to Germany about his own affairs, arrived here on the 18"; 
he left the russian army on the 6“ inst. at Mohilow on the Dniester, whither 
they were conveyed by the turks to hinder the tartars from attacking their 
arrier-guards and snatching away their horses and marodoes, ‘the peace 
having been made much against the tartar chan’s consent, who, as is reported, 
has remonstrated to the grand vizir the great advantage he had had either 


to starve or take the whole russian army prisoners or to make a more advan- 


tagious peace; but it is spoken here that great sums of money (the reports 


say of three hundred thousand rubles) offered to the grand vizir had prevailed 


hb PUCKY HOBO KAMUAHIN, TAKS KAR HeAABHIA HALEMAL BepeasbcKaro ABOpAa O4eBNAHO 
HOALEPHUBAINCH HEPCUEKRTHBON ZHAYNTEABULING TpeBord Ha cheeph...

This major gives allmost the same relation with the translator, 
but differs about the number of the turkish army, saying that there was only 
a detachment and according to his judgement, both, turks and tartars toge- 
ther, could not make more than ninety thousand men; that the grand vizir 
came only the second day in person to the detachment; that the russian army 
besides general Rinne’s detachment of 7 regiments were 40 m. men: that 
the hospodar of Moldavia had not above three thousand of his own na- 
tion with him: that there was no battle, but only continual skirmishes for 
three days and two nights together; that their horses had had for eight days 
neither grass, nor hay, but lived only from tree-leaves and roots, so wearied 
out that they could scarce walk; that there was want of all sort of provi- 
sions and no possibility to any man to escape: that the Czar, seeing himself 
in so great a danger, wept, and a horseback with his new empress, Catharina 
Alexeowna, were ready to run the hazard of making their escape with a few 
people, rather than to deliver their persons into their enemies hands, had 
not the grand vizir accepted of the peace; and by this the reports of the 
empress being made a prisoner are destroyed. As to the number of the 
killed and wounded, he says, there cannot be much more, than what men- 
tioned in the last post’s relation, their skirmishes having only been in small 
numbers in several places at once, and that he believed they had lost this 
whole campaign not above six thousand men in all. But orders having been

Osten, and other lower officers desire also to be dismissed. 

Major Lindemann tells that the Czar had left his army at Mohilow on 
the 3™ inst. followed only by the high-chancellor count Golofkin and a few 
persons, but that it was not known whither His Majesty intended to go, 
some said—at Carlsbad, others —to Wolffenbuttel and some—to Riga; the 
princesses have all received orders here to keep themselves ready for a 
journey to Riga or Petersburgh this winter, which makes people believe the 
(zar does not come to Moscow. In the mean time all public affairs are at 
a stand here, the new senate won’t meddle with, and in the chancery of 
ambassy are left no people of authority and skill, so that I can get no 
answer upon my memorial concerning the restituting m-r Stephen Perry’s 
goods upon bail to his correspondent m-r Garside. And the chancery of 
ambassy, having notwithstanding all my sollicitations and contrary to their

Count Weltzeck has received letters of the 23" past o. s. from an offi- 
cier at Lemberg, who served the whole campaign in the moscovite troops. 


His accounts of the several actions agree pretty well with those from 
s-r Robert Sutton and m-r Jefferies. Ill dispositions, want of forrage and 
provisions, and a slighting of their enemy till it was too late, have rather 
been the cause of this shameful event, than the want of courage in the sol- 
diers or conduct in the foreign officers, as to the fighting part. The mos- 
covites are not thought to have lost above 3 m. men in these engagements. 
and the turks about as many; but by fatigue and other accidents the Czar’s 
army is diminished near 20 m., since his first passing into these provinces, 
the infantry which came off not being above 20 m., the guards 4 m., and 
the dragons 8 m. They begun their march on the 23" n. s. with arms. 
cannon and baggage, in several divisions for their greater conveniency, but 
all joined together on the 1“ August at Stepanoff, where they past the 
Pruth two days after, as they did the Dniester at Mohilow, and are gone 
into quarters of refreshment in the Ukraine, they being so harrassed as not 
to be fit for any other service this campaign: but the regiment of guards is 
ordered towards Jaroslaw, and will be followed by the Czar who was the 
21" at Sluezaw, not far from Caminieck.

The vizir insisted on the delivery of the hospo- 
dar Cantemir, but, the Czar denying his being in the camp, the agent of 
Moldavia was immediately cut to pieces by the grand-vizir’s order, and 
since that time a basha instead of a new hospodar has been appointed to 
govern that country which is reduced to the form of a turkish province.

A detachment of moscovites under general Rénne had taken and burnt 
Brail, a town on the Danube, a day the peace, but, when they rejoined 
their army, the Czar ordered the two bashas and the garrison to be re- 
leased and all the booty to be restored.

land with all the horse of Roumelia and a numerous body of tartars under 
one of the chan’s sons. M-r Collier adds some thousand serden terhis (or 
enfants perdus), all which together he says will make up 40 m. men. 

The mufti and men of the law with the sultan’s favourite and most of 
the officers of the army support the vizir’s conduct, though attacked by the 
tartar chan who all along opposed the peace; but the turks seem universally 
well pleased and made rejoycings six days together, and all the swede’s re-

easily subsist in their march and return through a ruined country in this 
late season of the year without committing many disorders, and the Port do

These ministers had a conference yesterday on this occasion, but can 
come to no resolution till it be known, whether the king will accept of the 
turkish proposals, for by letters of the 9 August n. s. from m-r Fabri- 
cius, the Holstein envoy at Bender, His Majesty had sent back Hassau-basha, 
who was to have conducted him, and thought of staying there till winter 
in hopes of overthrowing the whole transactions of the grand-vizir, but as 
he did not then know that the peace had been then ratified by the sultan 
and the remonstrances of his ministers received with very great indifference, 
how far this notice and the invasion of Pomerania may change his measures 
or What effect his unalterable haughty humour may have at the turkish 
Port, is to be expected. 

In the meantime I have desired these ministers to consider what instruc- 
tions might be properly sent to their resident at Constantinople for dissuad- 
ing the turks from passing the borders of the empire, and whether it would 
not be convenient to draw more of their hungarian forces towards the fron- 


tiers of Silesia and Moravia, that they may be near the corps of neutrality;

My last was of the 23" August (3 September), in which I have given 
the nearest account I could learn concerning the peace with the turks; but 
I hear of no orders hitherto given towards the evacuating the places in 
question, nor burning the fleet; in the contrary the shipbuilding at Voro- 
nesh goes on as before and there are public discourses, that they have no 
mind to deliver up any town, much less to burn their own ships, and this 
was confirmed me yesterday by one of the senators, who alleged for reasons 
that, the turks having not kept their treaty, they were also not obliged to 
stand to their engagements. But if this is the truth or only rodomondadoes 
[ cannot yet positively affirm. Sure is it, that the moscovites have great

If the turks suffer themselves to be amused by the moscovites till they 
have subdued Pomerania and executed their design in Sweden, they will laugh 
at them afterwards and be in a condition to resist them with all their forces, 
leaving in all probability Pomerania to Denmark for their share or at least 


to guard it.

The prussian envoy having not been able to get his podwodes or horses 
sooner, left only this town on the 1 inst. in order to go to Riga over Noy- 
gorod.

The empress-dowager Amalia giving no audience during her retreat at 
Bockfluss, I have sent Her Majesty’s letter with a compliment to the grand 
maitre, count Pahr, and last night I had my audience of leave of the em- 
press-regent, in which she expressed the great obligations she and her son, 
king Charles, already had to Her Majesty and their firm reliance on her 
friendship and generosity for the future. She also mentioned the misunder- 
standing between this court and the Czar, and desired I would use my en- 
deavours to remove them, as a particular service to the house of Austria 
and very necessary at present for the common cause. 

Some hours before, the vice-chancellor, count Schénborn, had explained 
to me the empress’s pleasure more at large: M-r Prior’s journey to France 
and the reservedness of the queen’s answer to count Gallas has occasioned 
so much uneasiness here, that they think themselves obliged to give some 
account of their views and conduct. He told me that the house of Austria 
had been undeceived by sad experience of the vast designs which had mis- 
lead some of their predecessors; that they knew their own forces too well 
to take vain aims any more, and should only endeavour not to grow less;

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but that the house of Bourbon, if left in possession of Spain, would be an 
overbalance for the rest of Europe; that Great-Britain, as the nearest and 
most envied, would be the most exposed to the councils and sudden attempts 
of exorbitant power, and therefore the continuing the present measures for 
the entire recovery of that monarchy would be for their conveniency, as well 


as for the interest (for so far ‘the terms are changed now) of this family; 


that there never was a fairer prospect of success; that king Charles seemed 
disposed to enter into the war with the greatest vigour; that he had begun 
by retrenching the unnecessary offices and expenses of his court, which re- 
form, if continued, would be a vast ease to their revenues; that other ways 
might be found to procure farther sums, and that he, the vice-chancellor, 
would offer to furnish a million of this money. They therefore intreated Her 
Majesty to have compassion on a ministry (to use his own terms) which had 
been so long left without a master, and to continue that patience and good- 
ness she has hitherto shown for their affairs, till king Charles could inform 
himself of his present circumstances and take the necessary measures for 
becoming a more useful member of the alliance. 

He continued that some care should be had for settling the affairs of 
the north this winter, and spoke of their disputes with the Czar which they 
would willingly avoid in the present juncture, though they should not appre- 
hend his forces in case of necessity.

glanced some reflections, though with great modesty, on the ministry of the 
contrary faction at this court.

nister, yet I assured him I would do my best endeavours to prepare the 
way by setting these matters in a true light as occasion served; and he has 
promised to give me an abstract of what past in the conferences with 
m-r Urbich about an alliance against the turks, which has been the chief 
occasion of complaints, and, as soon as I receive this paper, I shall send you 
an account of it and the other grievances pretended on both sides. 

Yesterday the coaches and other carriages were sent forward to Italy 
for king Charles, count Wratislau is gone this morning, count Pahr, the post- 
master general, will follow to-morrow, and the vice-chancellor will set out 
the end of this week, besides several others of the nobility and officers of 
less employment. There is still hopes the election may be declared on the 
king’s birthday, which is the first of October. 

This morning all the chamberlains of the late emperor have been dis- 
charged at court. 

To-morrow I intend to leave this place and wait on the Czar at Carls- 
bad, if I can get count Schénborn’s paper time enough: if not, I shall go 
away early and Friday morning.

... In my last of the °,, inst. I gave myself the honour to give an 


account of the most material occurences here, and amongst others related 
the little appearence there were towards preserving the peace newly made 
with the turks. Travellors from Azow say, that they had at first begun there 
to send up some stores of their arsenals and magazines to Czerkask, a 
place about thirty versts higher up the river Don, and made preparations 
towards the demolishing some new works of the places in question; that the 
ship-building at Voronesh had ceased for some weeks; but that afterwards 
orders were come again to finish those ships, of which already a beginning 
had been made; some ship-carpenters, which had been commanded to come 
up from thence, in order to go to Petersburgh being likewise countremand- 
ed, and only one arrived in this town; and the discourses, that they were 
not vet resolved here, whether they should deliver the places or not, makes 
me believe the more and more that this peace will not be lasting, particu- 
larly when I reflect upon a letter feld-marchal Scheremeteff has writ hither 
to his family, dated three weeks ago from Polone in Volhinia, in which he 
mentions, that general Repnin’s division and general Galitzin with the guards 


upon their march to Liefland and others upon theirs to their several quar-

turks did not only not withdraw their army, but increased dayly in numbers, 
and that their fleet were likewise gone to sea again; condoling his son’s con- 
dition to his daughter in law and wishing to get him out of the turks hands 
again by some way or other. 

To this letter is joined a project, which I got from a good hand, and 
although not signed, yet by the contents it may be seen that it has been 
delivered last year by m-r Juel; there have been built last year fifty trans- 
port-ships with one deck and one mast (large enough to carry two hundred 
men) upon the little rivers Dubna and Nerel, which fall into the Wolga 
some miles below Twer, but the turks declaring the war stoped the building 
any more that winter; now, since the peace, there are fifty more ordered to 
be built there and two hundred in Ingria under the direction of the gover- 
nor of that province. Those from the rivers Dubna and Nerel can be brought 
up the Wolga into the Tweretz, with which river and the Msta (that passes 
by Novogrod) a communication has been cut, so that the ships can be brought 
from the Wolga into the Msta, and farther through the Ladoga—sea to Pe- 
tersburgh, ete. 

When I consider the building of three hundred ships containing each 
two hundred men, the orders that provisions for sixty four thousand men 
shall be furnished to Livonia, Estonia and Ingria, the levying thirty thou-

in the absence of the danish army, — I can almost not doubt but they have 
a great mind to venture the execution of this project next campaign, in case 
the peace with the turks can be preserved, and they be not deturnéd by a 
powerful diversion. 

And since of late such unexpected and sudden alterations in affairs hap- 
pen, Which cause likewise to alter orders and preparations, a man cannot 
be sure and positive of what may happen: and is it almost impossible by 
the very difficult and uncertain inland-intelligences to give timely and sure 
notices of things, since they may be altered again before the letters reach 
Great Britain for reason of the great remoteness. 

There is at last an officer arrived here from Petersburgh, who confirms 
that some weeks ago, when he went from thence, Wyburgh was blocked up 
by sea and land, but that they were in no fear of the place. 

Letters from Archangel of the 30" past say that the british fleet was 
going down the river in order to return home.

Since a like peace must be prejudicial and disadvantagious to Sweden, the 
northern crowns can never be sure, that the swedes won’t break again at 
the first opportunity, if not before reduced to such a condition as to be dis- 
abled to begin anything with an apparent success.

This may be obtained by depopulating Sweden, by destroying their mines 
and ruining their trade, by taking away the immunities of customs in the 
Sound.

By depopulating the country, Sweden will be obliged to raise and re- 

cruit for want of people his own forces, which else the provinces must fur-

And if by the taking away the immunities of customs, the swede’s trade

The inland forces, which Sweden at present has on foot, not compre- 
hending the german and finland troops, amount effective to sixty thousand

be possible without the Czar’s assistance. To this will unavoidably be re- 
quired, that the auxiliar troops designed for Denmark be in good health and 
ready to be fetched at the first beginning of the spring; and will it be ne- 
cessary that the Czar does not only furnish all the provisions required for 
the transport of his forces, but provide as many transport-ships as possible 
can be got upon the coasts of Finland and Liefland, it being impossible to the 
king, my master, to furnish a sufficient number against the time appointed. 
Schonen, upon which the danes are to land, being an even and level country, 
and all success of the campaign depending of a battle, and since the swedes 
will send most of their forces, particularly horse, that way, it will be absolutly 
necessary that Denmark's army be at least as strong as forementioned, 

And since the necessary preparations for transporting the horse cannot 
be ready against the time appointed, and the moscovite dragons horses being 
so extraordinary small, and consequently fight against the swedish horse, 
who are well mounted, and the horse deciding almost always the battle in 
a level and even country,—it would be very useful, nay almost unaivoidably 
necessary, that their horses were left behind, and the Czar did provide his 
dragons designed for Denmark with good strong horses. And should the

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my master could give orders to agree with all jockeys in and about Hamburgh, 
Holstein and Denmark to have the necessary number ready in good time. 
But notice ought to be presently given the king, my master, that the officers 
from Brabant do not prevent us in the agreement for horses since there 
would not be enough to be had. Good dragons-horses may be found, and as 
strong as the swedes, for forty or forty two dollars danish, but not for less. 
Of the saxon horse ought only, to the best of my judgement, the men be 
embarked and the horses sent to Denmark by land. The reasons, why so 
strong a cavalry will be required in Schonen is palpable: the rest of Sweden 
being all mountainous, where no need will be of the horse, they will send all 
their horse that way. If the Czar would please that amongst the eight thou- 
sand horses as many mares be bought as could be had, they could at the 
end of the war, at their return in Moscovy, be proper for a breed of horses 
and produce in the space of ten or twelve years so many strong horses, as 
would be necessary for the remounting of the cavalry. 


The second effort which ought to be made by the Czar consists in this, 
that a magazine be erected at Abo sufficient to maintain forty thousand foot 
and ten thousand horse at least for the space of six or seven months (since from

Concerning the operations of war, it will be highly necessary, that Den- 
mark should equippe, if not his whole fleet, yet such an escadre, as might 
be superior to the swedes, in order to go at sea with ths first opening of 
the waters to fetch the moscovite and saxon auxiliary troops in order to 
make together with the danish the descent in Schonen; to whose facilitat- 
ing a diversion must be made before the beginning of the spring from the 
side of Norway to draw part of the swedes army that way.

The descent being made with good success in Schonen, it will not be 
possible to the ennemies in four or five weeks time to bring together an 
army that will be able to resist or hazard a battle with such forces. In the

From Abo to Stockholm are in a streight line no more than about eigh- 
teen miles. In the middle lyes the island Aland, who is without defence, so 
that the troops may easily be landed there in small boats between little 
islands and rocks, which lye from quart mile to quart mile. On the other 
side of Aland lyes the last small island about half a mile large; from thence 
to Oregrund, where a good seaport is, but not fortified, are only four or five 
miles open sea; so that from this last island, the forces being first assembled 
there, in the space of four and twenty hours transportations can be made 
twice in small vessels, if wind and weather be favourable, Should the swedes 
be there in too great number, there are higher up very good shores and 
open seaports from two to five and seven miles proper for landing.

Yesterday I was most of the afternoon with 
His Majesty in public company, and had the honour to be entertained with 
his account of the campaign. He drinks the waters every day with good 
success and designs to continue about a fortnight longer, and it is then 
thought will remove to Dresden and so continue his journey by Elbing, 
Memel and Riga to his beloved Petersburgh.

performs the other conditions. Letters of the 20" August 0. s. from vice- 
chancellor Schafiroff in the turkish camp at Obluezieza, say the vizir was wil- 
ling to comply with this proposal and resolved to go in person to Bender 
to hasten the king’s departure; but as this new demand has not the least 
connexion with the treaty itself, the consequences how it may be interpreted 
by the rest of the turks is still expected with some impatience. 

Before I left Vienna prince Trautson acquainted me, that the empress 
had resolved to make use of this occasion to show the Czar the proper civi- 
lities, though he had not given the usual notice of his coming. To this end 
count Nostitz, one of the regency of Bohemia, was appointed to bring hither 
a present of wine and other refreshments and to wait on him as long as he 
staid in this place; and at the same time two hundred imperialists were 
ordered from Prague to relieve the saxon guards, the making use thereof

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the austrian ministers looked upon to be a little slight or at least a mark 
of diffidence and dissatisfaction. The compliment has been very well received 
outwardly, as the provisions will be when they come, but the point of chan- 
ging the guards, as I then foretold, meets with more difficulty. The saxongs 
are two hundred men with a lieut.-colonel, two captains and two lieutenants, 
but the imperialists have only one captain and two lieutenants who with 
their two hundred men have now been four days in some villages about two 
miles off, for to avoid all manner of suspicion, they were directed not to 
approach nearer till they had been accepted by the Czar and the dismission 
of the saxons agreed to. When count Nostitz made the first offer, the Czar 
answered that he thanked the empress for her friendship and would own 
the same obligation as if her troops had actually served him, but, being now 
so far advanced in his cure, would be content with the saxons, and not give 
them any farther trouble. After this civil refusal the count could not return 
to the charge, but immediately came to me, and I have since endea- 
voured to serve him all I could, not to add this to the former misunder- 
standings, nor to give the world occasion of making strange inferences, 
I have been with the several ministers. They first offered to let the 
imperialists and saxons mount the guard together, and then to have them 
relieve one another, but count Nostitz having declined these overtures, |

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Czar and m-r Vitsdom, and gives me hopes of finding some means or other 
to settle all this evening to mutual satisfaction. The truth is the Czar has 
no mind to make the change, but not to give a flat denial, says his only 
scruple is not to disoblige the king of Poland, whose soldiers were come so 
far at his request, and m-r Vitsdom thinking it a point of honour, is not 
unwilling to leave all to the Czar’s discretion and would concern himself 
no farther than to follow his orders, but I have done my best to make him 
more usefull in a matter, which occasions more dispute than it is worth. 

This business has taken up so much of my time these two days, that I 
can only now return my most humble thanks for the honour of your letter 
of the 28" August and must beg leave to defer my answer to another 
opportunity.

Three days after the turks fleet, 
there arrived a courier from the Czar with the articles of the peace; upon 
which the high-admiral and vice-admiral let the turks know, that it were 
expressly set down therein, the old places should be delivered in the condi- 
tion they had been taken by the russes, and the new ones quite razed; that 
at the taking of Azow they had found no more than four houses with little 
or almost no defenses; that, there being no time fixed in the treaty for de- 
livring up the places, they must wait for ordres for it from the Czar, their 
master; but to shew their earnest, they would presently begin to evacuate 


the places, to undermine the works and defenses and make them so ready, 


that upon orders they could be made level in one or two days, desiring the 
turks might leave commissaries there to be present and witnesses of their

But the turk’s admiral upon this answer went under sail again 
with all his fleet on the 6“ August, and left nobody behind. 

Before the vice-admiral set out from Azow, he assures me, all the works 
round about had been undermined and made so ready as to let them flye up 
all in one day. To my question whether the ships must be burnt, he answer- 
ed, that there were no such thing in the articles stipulated by the Czar, 
but that upon the proposal of the high-admiral’s, whether the ships should 
be burnt, in case the turks would not buy them for ready money, the vice- 
admiral had given his opinion to make them mount the river Don again as 
far as Czerkassy, which accordingly had been done, burning only an old one, 
and leaving two of fifty guns and two snaws of ten and twelve guns at the 
mouth of the river, in hopes to get the turks permission of letting them 
pass through the Black Sea into the Mediterranean, which is not believed 
the turks ever will allow. 

An other sea-captain told me that before his departing from Azow, they 
had placed the cannon again upon the bastions and defenses, where they had 
taken of too many, so that he did understand nothing of their management, 
particularly since after the news of the peace Peter Matweewitz Apraxin, 
brother to the high admiral and governor ofthe province of Astrakhan, has

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their men, wifes and children as they could meet with, some say to occupy

But the vice-admiral tells 
me, when they remonstrated before this action to m-r Apraxin that the 
peace was concluded, and what consequences would proceed from his under- 
takings, he replied, that he had the Czar’s written orders for it, and they 
having not been recalled after the peace, he would still go and put them in 
execution. Now these orders having been given in the month of April, 
when m-r Apraxin by executing them in due time could have made a great 
diversion in favour of the Czar’s army, in causing most of the tartars to stay 
at home to the defense of their own country, it is not known, whether 
m-r Apraxin thought to make in some measure good the differing too long 
the execution of the received orders, or if this by underhand directions had 
been done to raise new disputes and gain time. 

Sure is it that the russes stand upon their guard, raise numbers of re- 
cruits, and, although most all of their sea-officers and matelots are gon 
from Azow in order to go to Petersburgh, yet the land-forces under the 
high-admiral and his brother remain there, andthe army in Poland has like- 
wise made a halt; the infantry is placed from the borders of Volhinia over 


Polone towards Kiew, and the cavalry towards the Dniester, whether

are now here, —I cannot yet positively learn. 

In conversing further with the vice-admiral about the present state of 
Pomerania, he answered me, that, although their armies should not have 
the wished for effect to take the strongholds this year and keep possession 
of that province, yet he was so well informed of their own designs, that in 


case they should be obliged to withdraw, they would reduce that country 
to such a condition, that they should not be troubled by it in a long time. 
I suppose he means by destroying the whole country by burning people’s 
habitations and removing them with their cattle to remote places of Russia, 
where they will dye for misery before they will be formed into colonies, as 


those of Narva and Dorpat, who lived dispersed in several places begging 
their bread. 

But notwithstanding all the seeming unwillingness and reluctance of 
delivering up the places to the turks, which they have been obliged to pro- 
mise for saving the Czar and his army, and the warlike preparations they 
make for next campaign, I could very well observe by the joy the vice- 
admiral shewed when I acquainted him with the news of the ratification of 


the peace, that they were ready to deliver up the places in question to the
